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INTRODUCTION 


In  1932  descendents  of  Abraham  Geist  (14-3)  gathered  at  Hershey 
Park,  Pennsylvania  for  a  picnic  and  a  reunion.  It  was  at  that  time  I 
was  appointed  historian  for  this  relation  and  have  worked  on  this  for 
eight  years  with  this  book  as  the  result.  The  reunion  originated  among 
the  descendents  of  Abraham  Geist  (14-3)  and  they  have  been  held  every 
year  since. 

The  first  part  of  this  book  is  a  very  brief  history  of  the  Relation  up 
to  1740.  It  covers  a  number  of  subjects  which  show  the  general  drift  of 
this  Relation. 

In  the  second,  or  main  part  of  the  book,  all  the  descendents  of  our 
Ancestor  Christoph  Geist  (1-1)  are  given  with  the  exception  of  those  who 
did  not  want  to  be  included  and  a  few  families  which  could  not  be  found. 
It  covers  the  descendents  from  1740  to  1940. 

While  gathering  this  information  for  this  book,  I  came  in  contact 
with  Geists  who  do  not  belong  to  this  Ancestor  enumerated  in  the  main 
part  of  this  book,  and  the  latter  part  of  this  book  contains  lists  of  such 
branches  which  may  some  day  help  them  to  get  their  history. 

Having  traveled  far  and  wide  to  get  this  information  from  my  rela¬ 
tives,  I  want  to  thank  them  all  at  this  time  for  the  response  they  gave 
to  me  in  this  work,  and  especially  those  who  have  contributed  of  their 
time  and  work  in  my  behalf,  to  those  relatives  I  am  very  grateful  and 
very  thankful.  You  have  made  an  indelible  impression  upon  my 
memory  which  cannot  be  wiped  out  until  I  am  no  more.

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THE  SWABIAN  TRIBE 

The  genealogy  of  a  people  or  the  tracing  of  a  relation  is  rather  a  difficult  task  and  the 
person  who  does  it  should  possess  a  great  deal  of  perseverance  and  patience.  It  is  easy 
enough  to  trace  and  hunt  up  names  and  dates  but  to  connect  these  names  as  brothers 
and  sisters — uncles  and  aunts  or  cousins,  this  is  where  the  difficult  part  comes  in  and  it 
is  the  aim  of  the  writer  not  to  get  the  connection  between  relatives  in  Europe  but  from 
the  time  our  ancestor  came  to  America  we  have  the  family  connections  up  to  the  present 
day  in  this  one  branch  of  the  Geists.  It  has  often  been  remarked  that  if  we  could  trace 
a  relation  back  to  the  first  parents,  all  the  different  relations  would  come  to  the  very 
beginning — Adam  and  Eve — and  all  the  people  in  the  whole  world  would  be  related. 
This  seems  to  be  the  truth  but  it  is  impossible  for  a  common  people  to  do  this  while 
some  Kings  and  Queens  and  some  prominent  people  can  be  traced  for  centuries.  The 
only  genealogy  from  Adam  and  Eve  to  the  Birth  of  Christ  is  given  in  the  Bible —  Luke 
3 — 23  to  end  of  chapter.  We  will  try  now  to  trace  the  Geists  from  the  Birth  of  Christ 
to  the  present  day,  however  the  reader  must  not  forget  that  it  is  impossible  to  trace 
separate  relations  before  the  people  had  adopted  family  names. 

That  noted  Roman  Historian  “Tacitus”  who  lived  about  fifty  years  after  Christ,  tells 
us  that  two  hundred  to  three  hundred  years  before  Christ  was  born  an  immense  number 
of  people,  100,000  or  more,  came  across  the  mountains  and  plains  from  Asia  and  settled 
in  the  northern  part  of  Europe.  At  the  Birth  of  Christ  the  Wise  Men  were  led  to  the 
scene  by  the  star,  whether  these  people  were  led  across  the  mountains  and  plains  to 
northern  Europe  by  such  a  phenomenon  or  whether  they  came  for  adventure,  this  is  not 
stated  by  the  Roman  Historian  “Tacitus.”  They  may  have  been  persecuted  in  their  home 
country  and  may  have  left  for  this  reason,  but  all  this  is  impossible  to  say.  They  left  no 
history  and  no  records  and  we  know  not  of  what  nationality  they  were  or  why  they  came, 
it  is  simply  the  beginning  without  any  background  to  it.  Now  naturally  these  people 
came  not  all  in  a  single  year  or  even  two  years  but  might  have  been  coming  for  a  whole 
century.  They  must  have  come  in  groups  or  colonies  and  we  can  very  well  compare  them 
to  the  American  colonies.  The  Pilgrims  and  Puritans  in  New  England — the  Swedes, 
Quakers  and  Germans  in  Pennsylvania — the  English  in  Virginia,  etc.  From  1620  when 
the  Pilgrims  landed,  to  1775  or  in  155  years  these  colonies  prospered  and  grew,  when  in 
1775  under  the  leadership  of  that  wonderful  genius,  George  Washington,  these  colonies 
were  united  into  one  group  and  won  their  independence  from  England.  This  is  all  very 
interesting  but  when  we  go  back  to  three  hundred  years  before  Christ  we  find  that  those 
groups  or  colonies  who  came  to  northern  Europe  had  no  leader  to  unite  them  and  make 
them  a  free  people,  so  they  continued  in  groups,  which  were  called  tribes,  continued  that 
way  for  many  centuries.  We  find  according  to  “Tacitus”  that  a  group  of  these  people 
settled  on  the  shores  of  the  Baltic  Sea  at  that  time  called  Suevian  Sea.  The  name  Suevian 
is  still  retained  in  the  word  Switzerland.  This  name  “Suevian  Sea”  was  then  given  the 
inhabitants  along  the  shore  of  this  Sea  and  we  get  the  Suevi  Tribe.  The  word  originated 
from  one  of  these  expressions — “see — meaning  Sea.” — “Schweifen”  to  roam — or  from  the 
way  the  inhabitants  wore  their  hair.  This  was  in  a  tail  tied  together  behind  their  heads. 
The  word  Swabian  is  derived  from  “Suevian”  and  “Tacitus”  tells  us  that  the  Suevian  Tribe 
was  divided  up  into  many  branches,  but  the  main  branch  after  this  division  was  the 
Swabian  branch  or  tribe.  Other  tribes  coming  from  the  Suevian  tribe  were  the  Alemanni 
Tribe  which  was  closely  related  to  the  Swabian  Tribe — the  Saxon  Tribe — the  Lombard 
Tribe — the  Chatti  Tribe — and  the  Cherusci  Tribe  and  many  others.  Thus  we  have  the 
beginning  of  the  Swabian  Tribe  about  three  hundred  years  before  Christ  and  the  beginning 
of  history  in  northern  Europe.  To  this  Tribe — “the  Swabian” — the  Geist  relation  belongs 
as  well  as  many  other  relations.  In  Hungary  all  the  Tribes  were  called  Swabians  buf  the 
Tribes  made  distinction  between  themselves  and  as  they  grew  they  setttled  in  different 
parts  of  Europe.  The  Swabian  Tribe  had  no  settled  homes,  they  were  called  “People  of 
Nature”  and  were  sometimes  classed  as  barbarians.  Their  land  was  divided  yearly  so  that 
the  ownership  was  continually  changing.  Each  year  one  part  of  the  people  went  out  to 
war  while  the  others  stayed  at  home,  tilled  the  soil  and  hunted  for  game  for  the  inhabi- 
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tants  in  common.  They  were  sometimes  called  Barbarians  by  the  Germans  but  if  seems 
to  me  that  the  Germans  themselves  are  the  barbarians — 1938.  These  people  lived  a  life  of 
humbleness.  Having  been  brought  up  that  way,  being  perfectly  satisfied,  happy  and 
contented,  probably  more  so  than  the  people  of  today.  Comparing  our  modern  civilization 
with  the  Bible  or  with  a  real  Christian  civilization,  it  seems  the  present  generation  may 
not  be  a  bit  better  or  probably  not  so  good  as  these  early  tribes  were.  If  we  choose  to 
call  them  barbarians,  we  should  be  called  the  same  or  a  little  worse  by  the  people  who 
will  read  of  what  we  leave  for  them  two  thousand  years  from  now.  No  let  us  not  call  thein 
barbarians  but  as  said  before  “Children  of  Nature’’  living  their  primitive  lives  and  ways 
as  we  may  call  them.  What  our  ways  and  nature  will  be  called  in  two  thousand  years 
from  now,  is  a  question  and  will  remain  a  question  to  us  all.  Well  these  Tribes  of  northern 
Europe,  not  forgetting  the  Swabian  Tribe,  which  is  always  included  in  them,  having  had 
trouble  among  themselves  are  now  getting  a  new  enemy.  “Tacitus”  tells  us  many  inter¬ 
esting  stories  about  these  Tribes  and  that  they  were  remarkable  people.  They  would  fight 
like  four  footed  animals  and  would  be  greatly  admired  by  their  enemies.  Their  marriage 
ties  were  sacred  and  women  were  treated  with  great  honor.  The  men  were  hospitable, 
brave  and  chivalrous  but  liked  to  drink  and  gamble.  They  dressed  in  furs  and  to  them 
the  family  life  was  the  best  thing  in  the  world.  Violation  of  their  primitive  laws  was 
punishable  by  death.  They  are  an  example — “barbarians  or  no  barbarians”  to  the 
civilized  or  partly  civilized"  people  of  today.  This  new  enemy  that  the  Tribes  had  to  face 
was  Caesar.  Christ  said  “Render  unto  Caesar  the  things  which  be  Caesar’s  and  unto 
God  the  things  which  be  God’s.”  Luke  20 — 25.  It  was  this  same  Caesar  of  whom  Christ 
speaks,  who  now  is  the  new  enemy  of  the  Tribes.  In  the  year  69  B.  C.,  the  Roman  army 
under  Caesar  had  conquered  some  of  these  Tribes.  In  61  B.  C.  some  of  the  Swabian 
Tribes  settled  in  Gaul.  The  inhabitants  of  Gaul  were  not  pleased  with  Swabians  settling 
in  their  midst  and  asked  Caesar  and  the  Romans  to  come  and  force  these  Swabians  to 
leave  Gaul.  They  came  and  some  of  the  Swabians  went  to  Spain  and  had  soon  to  give 
way  to  that  monarchy,  and  others  went  to  different  parts  of  Europe  but  Caesar  had  not 
yet  conquered  the  Swabians.  In  53  B.  C.,  Caesar  led  an  expedition  against  the  Swabians. 
The  Swabians  retreated  to  the  forests  and  thereby  separated  the  Romans  from  themselves 
with  a  natuial  vale,  pathless  and  untrodden.  Now  Caesar  retreated  and  afterwards  men¬ 
tioned  this  affair  in  his  sixth  book  concerning  his  work  and  the  Romans.  He  had  made 
many  attempts  to  get  control  over  all  the  Tribes  but  did  not  succeed  and  in  16  B.  C.  the 
Roman  army  was  brought  to  a  halt  and  soon  lost  everything  they  had  gained.  In  the  year 
2  A.  D.  the  Swabians  under  Marbod  started  to  settle  in  southern  Germany  and  Marbod  with 
70,000  infantry  and  4000  cavalry  was  now  ready  to  meet  Caesar.  However,  it  seemed  as  if 
Marbod  was  leaning  to  the  Romans  in  some  respects  but  always  fought  against  them.  In 
the  year  5  A.  D.  Tiberius,  the  Roman  General,  made  a  special  attempt  to  crush  Marbod 
and  his  Swabians,  but  these  brave  men  were  guardians  of  their  own  glory,  however,  they 
were  dissolved  and  the  Tribe  is  almost  forgotten  at  times,  probably  losing  in  numbers  and 
in  prominence  thereby  making  them  a  weak  Tribe,  but  then  again  they  would  recover  and 
become  a  noted,  brave  and  powerful  Tribe.  Tiberius  said  later  on,  that  Marbod  and  his 
Swabian  people  were  the  most  dangerous  opponents  of  Rome  whom  he  ever  had  attacked. 
Tiberius  had  attacked  these  people  by  land  and  sea.  This  speaks  well  for  the  Swabian  Tribe. 
The  reader  will  remember  that  Marbod  was  now  leading  this  Swabian  Tribe  southward 
fiom  the  Suevian  or  Baltic  Sea  and  from  northern  Europe.  But  such  a  movement  took 
many  years,  even  centuries,  before  the  Swabian  Tribe  had  finally  settled  in  the  Palatinates 
or  Wurtemburg,  Germany.  This  movement  started  soon  after  the  Birth  of  Christ.  The 
Romans  could  not  make  any  progress  in  subduing  these  Tribes,  but  actually  lost  ground 
until  170  A.  D.  The  next  two  hundred  years  each  side — the  Tribes  and  the  Roman  Army 
held  their  own,  neither  side  could  gain,  and  in  375  A.  D.  the  Tribes  formed  a  confederation 
known  as  the  "Migration  of  the  People,”  and  they  attacked  the  Roman  Army.  The 
Romans  were  compelled  to  retreat  out  of  the  ‘country,  hereafter  called  Germany,  and 
their  forts  and  walls  from  the  mouth  of  the  Rhine  to  its  headwaters  and  thence  down  to 
the  middle  of  the  Danube  River  were  destroyed  by  the  advancing  Tribes.  The  Romans 
having  completely  lost  their  position  could  not  do  anything  more  against  the  Tribes  for 
the  next  foui  hundred  years.  The  Swabian  Tribe  was  a  branch  of  what  was  known  as 
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the  “High  Germans,”  and  from  225  A.  D.  to  475  A.  D.  was  one  of  the  prominent  Tribes. 
As  said  before  they  left  northern  Europe  and  settled  in  the  southern  part  principally 
along  the  shores  of  the  Rhine  and  the  Danube  Rivers.  This  country  was  called  Palatinate 
and  very  many  Pennsylvania  German  people  trace  their  ancestors  to  this  Palatinate. 
They  were  closely  associated  with  the  Alemanni  Tribe  and  the  Burgundians.  From  475 
A.  D.  to  770  A.  D.,  about  three  hundred  years,  we  find  very  little  concerning  the  Swabian 
Tribe.  Previous  to  475  A.  D.  the  Romans  were  utterly  defeated  and  this  kept  peace,  at 
least  it  seems  so,  for  three  hundred  years.  However,  in  770  A.  D.  the  Romans  were  again 
on  the  march  and  are  now  gaining  on  these  various  Tribes  and  by  the  year  800  A.  D.  all 
the  Tribes  were  subdued  and  we  have  the  beginning  of  the  Holy  Roman  Empire.  The 
Swabian  Tribe  was  now  taken  over  by  the  Holy  Roman  Empire  and  the  Tribe  went  out 
of  existence  as  far  as  a  legal  way  is  concerned  but  traditions  and  the  name  still  lingers. 
Charlemagne  was  crowned  by  the  Pope  at  Rome  as  the  first  King  of  this  Holy  Roman 
Empire  and  we  find  in  900  A.  D.  the  leading  nations  under  this  Holy  Roman  Empire  were 
— The  Franks — The  Saxons — Bavarians — Swabians — and  Lorrainers.  Words  derived  from 
this  Swabian  Tribe  are — Suevi — Suabian — Swabia— Swabians — Swab — Swoben — Swobe  and 
Swope. 


WHY  WE  ARE  SWABIANS 

1st — The  word  Geist  originated  in  the  country  which  was  occupied  by  the  Swabian  Tribe 
for  more  than  eight  hundred  years.  Having  its  origin  in  the  midst  of  this  Tribe  it  is 
altogether  right  for  this  relation  to  claim  that  they  originated  from  this  Tribe. 

2nd — The  word  “Swoben”  is  a  very  common  word  at  Greenbrier,  Northumberland  County, 
Pennsylvania.  The  name  is  given  to  a  small  valley  with  a  stream  of  pure  water 
running  through  it,  surrounded  by  hills  which  are  under  cultivation  and  to  the  north 
of  it  a  big  mountain  range  “Line  Mountain.”  A  church  in  this  little  valley  was 
organized  in  1772,  known  as  the  Himmel’s  Church,  and  other  churches  and  schools 
and  prosperous  farmers  are  located  in  this  little  valley.  The  first  settlers  from  1725 
to  1800  were  Germans  and  they  named  this  little  valley — “Swoben  Creek”  having  in 
their  mind  Swabia  or  the  Swabian  Tribe  in  Germany.  Why  did  they  not  name  it 
Saxon  or  after  some  other  Tribe.  This  goes  to  show  that  these  people  knew  that  they 
were  descendants  from  this  particular  Tribe. 

3rd — The  late  Doctor  James  Geist  (2-6)  bom  in  1863,  died  in  1934,  formerly  of  Wilkes- 
Barre,  Pa.,  personally  told  the  writer  of  this  article  at  one  of  the  Geist  reunions  the 
following — He  states  that  he  made  a  tour  through  Europe  some  time  ago,  and  on  this 
trip  he  traveled  along  the  shore  of  Lake  Constance  and  only  twenty-two  miles  away 
from  where  the  Geists  originated,  Ravensburg.  Had  the  doctor  known  about  this 
origin  he  would  have  visited  this  old  town,  however,  he  did  not  know  this  at  that 
time  and  skipped  Ravensburg.  While  traveling  through  Germany  walking  and  talking 
with  the  German  people  he  was  at  different  times  reminded  by  his  German  associates 
that  he  was  a  Swope,  meaning  that  he  was  a  descendant  from  the  Swabian  Tribe 
and  surely  these  German  people  should  know.  They  judged  him  by  his  speech,  name, 
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habits,  etc.  This  seems  another  good  reason  to  substantiate  our  claim  to  the  Swabian 
Tribe. 

4th _ The  State  in  Germany  from  where  the  Geists  originated,  is  Wurtemburg  and  this  is 

called  by  the  Germans,  Schwabian  Germany  at  the  present  time.  Having  a  letter  head 
that  was  sent  from  this  State  lately,  as  follows 

RAVENSBURG,  “SCHWABIAN  GERMANY” 

Sept.  14,  1934 

This  coincides  with  our  first  reason  “Why  we  are  Swabians.” 

5th— Dated  March  14,  1897.  A  branch  of  Geists  in  Chicago,  Ill.,  now  spread  through  the 
State  and  into  Detroit,  Mich.,  and  other  places,  traced  the  relation  back  to  1676  and  in 
their  correspondence  they  refer  to  their  father — Christoph  Frederick  Geist  bom  at 
Besigheim,  Wurtemburg,  Germany  in  1830  and  is  referred  to  as  a  typical  “Swobe” 
and  later  on  in  the  correspondence  they  refer  to  the  Geists,  all  being  from  the  same 
old  “Schwobishe  Stock.” 

Another  evidence  that  the  Geists  originated  out  of  the  Swabian  Tribe. 

In  the  foregoing  paragraphs  we  have  tried  to  give  a  very  brief  history  of  the  Swabian 
Tribe  and  the  connection  that  our  relation  has  to  that  Tribe.  It  covers  a  period  of  1400 
years  or  about  twice  as  long  as  we  know  the  name.  From  300  years  B.  C.  to  1100  years 
A.  D.  During  all  these  years  which  can  hardly  be  conceived  in  our  minds,  our  relation 
was  a  part  of  this  Tribe  and  very  many  other  relations  were  also  parts  of  this  Tribe, 
especially  the  Pennsylvania  German  people.  However,  no  particular  family  can  be  followed 
in  this  long  span  of  time  because  there  were  no  family  names.  All  this  is  of  little  impor¬ 
tance  to  us,  it  seems  that  way,  and  these  things  are  merely  mentioned  to  get  to  the  real 
beginning  or  the  very  foundation  of  the  Geist  Relation. 

From  the  year  1129  A.  D.  we  have  our  family  name  and  this  will  now  take  the  place  of 
the  Swabian  Tribe.  Other  relations  will  have  their  family  names  to  follow  although  they 
may  have  the  same  origin  as  the  Geist  Relation. 


RAVENSBURG 

This  town  of  which  you  see  a  picture  on  page  13  was  started  in  the  year  902.  It  was 
here  that  the  word  Geist  came  into  use  about  the  year  1129.  The  town  surrounded  by 
hills  and  a  wall,  with  a  meadow  on  the  near  side  of  it,  with  castles  built  on  the  hills 
nearby,  with  its  old  buildings  inside  the  big  wall,  with  streets  that  we  can  imagine  hardly 
passable,  and  with  numerous  other  things  which  may  have  been  considered  by  its  inhabi¬ 
tants  as  conveniences,  compared  with  the  city  of  New  York,  well  it  is  hardly  comparable. 
As  said  it  was  started  in  902  or  it  would  be  1037  years  old  at  this  time.  New  York  was 
founded  in  1613  or  325  years  ago,  one  the  second  largest  city  in  the  world  and  the  other 
more  than  three  times  as  old,  just  a  country  town.  However,  it  seems  to  the  writer,  that 
the  little  town  of  Ravensburg  is  by  far  more  interesting  to  the  Geists  and  their  relatives 
than  any  big  modern  city  of  today.  Looking  at  the  picture  it  seems  to  open  its  environ¬ 
ments,  walls,  houses  and  all  the  surroundings  seem  to  say,  come,  all  Geists  and  learn  how 
your  name  was  first  used,  who  used  it,  what  the  meaning  of  it  is  and  how  the  name  was 
respected  by  these  ancient  people  of  Ravensburg. 
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Ravensburg,  Germany — Founded  902 

St.  Augustine  was  founded  in  1565  and  Santa  Fe  in  1582.  These  two  towns  are  con¬ 
sidered  the  oldest  in  the  United  States,  but  the  town  of  Ravensburg  founded  in  902  is 
just  663  years  older  than  St.  Augustine.  To  have  a  picture  of  this  town  and  a  history 
of  it  as  we  do  have,  is  a  thing  that  very  few  if  any  relation  can  produce  and  the  Geist 
Relation  should  have  a  sense  of  admiration  for  this  and  see  that  it  will  never  be  lost. 
From  this  town  the  name  started  to  spread  out  to  all  parts  of  the  world.  We  will  produce 
here  a  few  extracts  from  records  in  Germany.  The  first  is  a  newspaper  clipping  about 
the  one  thousandth  anniversary  of  Ravensburg  and  the  other  is  a  record  taken  from  the 
— MEMINGER  GESCHICHTE  WURTEMBURG’S  BAND.  RAVENSBURG. 

NEWSPAPER  CLIPPING  FROM  GERMANY 

German  City’s  Millennial 

Ravensburg,  in  Wurtemburg,  celebrates  its  1000th  Anniversary 

Berlin,  August  4,  1902 

The  quaint  old  Wurtemburg  City  of  Ravensburg  has  celebrated  the  one  thousandth 
anniversary  of  its  founding  by  a  historical  procession  representing  the  successive  centuries. 

The  King  and  the  Queen  of  Wurtemberg  attended  the  cerenjonies. 


The  Second  Record  is  as  Follows: 

Situated  twenty-two  miles  north  of  Lake  Constance — Boden  See — in  the  extreme 
southern  part  of  Wurtemberg. 

Near  this  old  city  once  stood  castle  or  Burg  Wildeneck  also  spelled  Wildenegg,  the 
home  of  the  original  Geists. 

Here  lived  Heinrick  Geist  von  Wildeneck  and  his  three  sons,  Herman,  Friedrick  and 
Johnnas  as  late  as  A.  D.  1269. 

Cloister  or  Monastery  Weingarten  still  flourishing. 

The  family  became  impoverished  and  lost  its  titles  to  nobility  in  the  time  of  or  before 
the  Reformation  and  its  members  became  common  citizens. 
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Shakespeare  mentioned  this  town  twice  in  his  writings. 

First — King  Henry — Act  I.  Scene  III — Hatsbur — “When  you  and  he  came  back  from 
Ravensburg.” 

Second— Act  III.  Scene  III— King  Henry— “For  all  the  world,  as  thou  art  to  this 
hour,  was  Richard  then,  when  I  from  France  set  foot  at  Ravensburg.” 


THE  WORD  GEIST  OR  THE  FAMILY  NAME 

The  word  Geist  is  spelled  in  different  ways — Gayst — Geist — Geyst — Goist — Guist — • 
Gist — Kyct.  When,  where  and  why  these  different  ways  of  spelling  this  word,  since  it 
came  into  use,  is  not  known  but  those  people  who  spell  it  G-e-i-s-t  can  pride  themselves 
of  having  the  original  spelling  and  pronounciation.  It  is  a  pure  German  word  pronounced 
in  the  German  language  but  spelled  with  English  letters.  When  it  was  first  used  is  not 
exactly  known  but  must  have  been  some  time  before  1129  because  we  find  it  in  print  the 
first  time  in  that  year  and  it  may  have  been  used  a  hundred  years  before,  we  do  not  know, 
but  let  us  start  the  family  name  in  1129  as  we  are  sure  of  this  date. 

It  was  King  Wildeneck  living  in  a  castle  close  to  Ravensburg,  Germany  who  first 
used  this  word  as  a  family  name.  Hofner’s  history  on  Ravensburg  costing  8Y2  marks  in 
German  money,  tells  us  that  in  the  race  or  family  who  first  used  the  word  Geist  was  a 
Wildeman  of  Wildeneck,  in  a  castle  close  to  the  “Weingarten”  at  Ravensburg,  Germany. 
It  also  tells  us  that  these  Wildemans  of  Wildeneck  belonged  to  a  class  of  government 
officials  and  were  considered  very  rich  at  that  time.  Their  names  appearing  often  in 
deeds  and  documents  as  witnesses  but  finally  disappeared  as  citizens  of  Ravensburg.  In 
1251  one  Henry — in  1365  one  Wilhelm — in  1397  one  Eberhard  were  received  as  citizens 
by  paying  two  pounds  “Heller.”  They  disappeared  from  Ravensburg  but  the  name 
Wildeneck  is  still  in  use  in  Austria.  A  man  who  was  governor  or  controlling  a  certain 
state  or  parts  of  a  country  had  the  title  as  a  King,  he  may  have  been  the  ruler  of  a  land 
the  size  of  a  township,  or  a  county  or  a  state  and  was  then  recognized  as  a  King.  So  this 
King  Wildeneck  was  a  ruler  at  Ravensburg  and  according  to  the  records  it  was  he  who 
used  the  word  and  through  his  personality  the  word  got  into  print.  The  earliest  date 
that  could  be  found  was  in  1129  and  from  that  time  on  it  is  found  in  print,  so  the  word 
became  a  family  name  as  early  as  1129  or  maybe  some  years  prior  to  the  printing  of  it. 

The  meaning  of  the  word  Geist. — If  a  person  is  qualified  to  read  the  German  language, 
this  person  should  read  the  German  book  called — “Worter  Buch” — in  1821.  It  costs  about 
$4.50  but  is  published  only  in  Germany.  There  is  in  this  book  a  long  and  explicit  explan¬ 
ation  of  the  word  and  this  tells  us  that  the  meaning,  translating  the  German  pronouncia¬ 
tion  into  Ehglish  would  be  Ghost  or  Spirit.  Now  all  through  this  explicit  explanation  it 
has  reference  to  the  Holy  Ghost  or  Holy  Spirit  as  is  shown  so  beautifully  on  the  Coat  of 
Arms.  The  earliest  history  of  the  word  says  the  people  used  the  two  words.  Holy  Ghost 
however  in  the  German  language.  The  first  word  was  dropped  soon  after  the  name  was 
used,  we  do  not  know  why,  but  probably  on  account  of  its  peculiar  pronounciation,  or  for 
shortening  the  word,  or  so  that  it  could  be  used  more  readily. 

£>et(iqcr  ©ctft  If  we  translate  letter  after  letter  from  these  German  words 
we  will  get  Heiliger  Geist  and  dropping  the  word  Heiliger  and  then  spelled  with  English 
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letters  but  pronounced  in  the  German  language  we  have  the  original  as  well  as  the 
present  spelling  G-e-i-s-t.  The  word  Spirit  or  Ghost  in  the  German  language  is — Gayst 
— Geyst — Ge  ist. 

The  origin  of  this  word  is  not  definitely  known  but  for  examples  we  give  some  family 
names  as  they  were  derived  from  their  occupations,  location  or  position  in  life.  For 
instance  there  were  six  or  more  men  by  the  name  of  John — before  they  had  family  names 
— and  to  distinguish  which  John  was  meant  out  of  the  six  or  more  Johns  they  would  say — 

John  der  “Schmidt”  meaning  the  John  who  was  working  on  some  metal  and  eventu¬ 
ally  he  was  called  John  Schmidt  or  John  Smith  in  English. 

Jacob  der  “Schneider”  meaning  the  Jacob  cutting  and  making  men’s  clothes  and 
eventually  he  was  called  Jacob  Schneider  or  Jacob  Snyder  in  English. 

Samuel  der  ‘Miller”  meaning  the  Samuel  who  was  operating  some  sort  of  a  mill  and 
eventually  he  was  called  Samuel  Miller. 

James  der  “Neumeister”  meaning  the  James  who  came  to  be  the  new  master  or  boss 
and  eventually  he  was  called  James  Neumeister. 

Daniel  der  “Schaeffer”  meaning  the  Daniel  who  shaves  or  did  shaving  for  others 
and  eventually  he  was  called  Daniel  Schaeffer — Shaffer — Schaffer. 

Jacob  der  “Schwob”  meaning  the  Jacob  who  is  a  prominent  descendant  of  the 
Swabian  Tribe  and  eventually  he  went  by  the  name  Jacob  Schwab — Swab — Swope. 

John  der  “Hoffmon”  meaning  the  John  who  has  a  yard  around  his  house  probably  in 
such  a  good  condition  that  he  received  his  name  for  it,  and  was  known  as  John  Hoffman. 

Andrew  der  “Dunkle  Barrick”  meaning  the  Andrew  from  the  dark  mountain  and  he 
became  known  as  Andrew  Dunkelberger. 

Christoph  der  “Gayst”  meaning  the  Christoph  who  lived  a  real  Christian  life  after 
the  Holy  Spirit  and  eventually  was  known  as  Christoph  Gayst — Geist. 

These  are  examples  of  how  family  names  originated  always  remembering  that  there 
were  so  many  Johns — Jacobs — Daniels,  etc.,  that  the  people  had  to  give  some  description 
as  to  who  was  really  meant  when  they  wanted  to  refer  to  some  particular  John — Jacob — 
Daniel,  etc.  However-,  these  first  names  were  different  at  that  time  and  especially  so  in 
the  German  language.  Our  own  name — Geist — is  given  as  the  last  on  this  list  and  we 
are  not  certain  if  it  came  into  use  just  exactly  the  way  it  is  mentioned  in  this  list  but 
the  man  who  was  pointed  out  distinctly  must  have  had  some  religious  qualities  about  him 
or  they  would  not  have  described  him  in  such  a  way.  As  some  have  remarked — the  name 
might  have  been  derived  from  a  bad  spirit,  but  then  why  “Heiliger  Geist” — Holy  Spirit 
and  this  is  just  what  the  name  was  in  the  beginning  according  to  the  “Worter  Buch”  and 
all  history  concerning  the  name  and  we  have  a  perfect  right  to  claim  this  as  the  origin — 
“Heiliger  Gayst — Geist”  or  Holy  Spirit. 


COAT  OF  ARMS 

The  Geist  Ancestry,  through  a  complete  research  of  present  available  records  dates 
back  to  1129  A.  D.  At  the  beginning  of  the  twelfth  century,  the  Holy  Roman  Empire, 
covering  nearly  the  whole  continent  of  Europe,  adopted  a  Coat  of  Arms  in  recognition  of 
merit  to  civil  and  military  officers.  To  the  prestige  and  honor  of  the  true  nobility  of  our 
family  name  are  added  four  Coats  of  Arms.  Selecting  the  best  one  from  the  Holy  Roman 
Register  of  the  Fifteenth  century — Geist — that  of  a  King— has  been  most  carefully  repro- 
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duced  in  an  enlarged  superb  engraving  and  printed  in  its  four  original  colors  with  brief 
historical  data.  Any  Geist  or  Geist  Relative  should  avail  himself  of  this  opportunity  to 
own  one.  Many  families  of  wealth  would  gladly  pay  a  large  sum  of  money  to  possess  such 
an  evidence  of  an  honor  conferred.  This  is  a  proud  inheritance  and  would  constitute  a 
valuable  heirloom. 

The  description  of  this  is  almost  beyond  my  ability  to  give  and  to  appreciate  it  fully 
the  reader  should  see  it  in  its  four  original  colors.  The  colors  are  black,  blue,  gold  and 
white.  Our  name  is  derived  from  Holy  Spirit  and  in  this  Coat  of  Arms  this  is  most 
beautifully  illustrated.  The  white  dove  representing  the  Spirit  is  in  the  center  or  in  the 
heart  of  human  beings  and  then  again  on  top  ready  to  take  its  flight  to  Heaven  or  to  a 
world  unknown  to  mankind.  It  is  indeed  a  true  representation  of  our  name.  The  other 
three  colors  are  arranged  very  beautifully  by  the  artist.  It  is  one  of  the  most  attractive 
in  design,  color  and  meaning  of  any  Coat  of  Arms  from  the  twelfth  century.  Many  rela¬ 
tives  have  inquired  what  the  Latin  phrase  is  that  is  printed  on  the  bottom  of  it.  It  was 
translated  thus — A  Band  of  Invincible  Soldiers. — It  not  only  gives  us  the  thought  of  our 
name,  the  presence  and  the  future  of  the  Spirit  in  the  shape  of  a  white  dove,  but  it  also 
gives  us  the  thought  that  our  early  ancestors  were  a  brave  body  of  men  and  women. 

Namen  Kutur  ’  The  oldest  work  and  one  referred  to  as  good  authority  on  the 
German  names,  is  Foerstamamie’s  “Alt  Deutsches  Namen  Buch.”  In  this  German  book 
it  was  discovered  that  the  Coat  of  Arms  of  the  ancient  Geists  there  appeared  a  white 
dove  on  a  field  of  azure.  When  it  is  remembered  that  the  dove  is  universally  used  as  the 
symbol  of  the  Holy  Spirit  and  it  floats  in  the  beautiful  azure  of  the  Heavens,  the  explana¬ 
tion  of  Foerstemamie  is  sustained  as  to  how  the  name  was  derived.  Carrying  the  symbol 
in  the  shield  also  shows  that  these  bearers  of  the  name  bore  it  with  pride  and  that  they 
in  no  wise  held  it  anything  but  high,  noble  and  beautiful. 

One  of  the  other  Coats  of  Arms  of  the  Geists  is  described  as  follows — The  Coat  of 
Arms,  which  the  Count  received  to  the  assertion  of  their  title,  earning  half  of  the  dignity 
of  a  Count  through  marriage  are  three  black  horns  of  a  deer  in  gold.  On  the  helmet 
rests  a  yellow  striped  red  horn  whose  mouthpiece  is  decorated  with  three  bequests  of 
feathers,  red,  silver  and  blue.  The  covering  of  the  helmet,  which  direct  themselves  to 
the  ornament  of  the  helmet  are  golden  red. 

The  artist,  also  made  a  copy  of  this  last  Coat  of  Arms  and  while  it  is  very  nice, 
especially  so  when  in  colors,  nevertheless  it  is  not  equal  to  the  one  first  described  and  the 
artist  did  well  in  choosing  the  one  with  the  symbol  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 

The  other  two  Coats  of  Arms  are  not  described,  although  some  one  has  said  that  one 
was  a  plain  ring  with  a  picture  of  a  horse  in  the  lower  center. 

In  1488  the  common  people  rebelled  to  those  who  were  considered  a  little  higher,  those 
who  had  Coats  of  Arms  and  were  recognized  as  distinctive  people.  Their  castles  were 
destroyed  and  everything  else  that  these  people  possessed  and  that  showed  a  sign  of 
recognrtron  as  brave  and  loyal  subjects  of  the  King.  There  were  140  distinguished  families 
who  lost  their  Coats  of  Arms  in  this  rebellion  and  it  is  not  known  definitely  whether  the 
Gerst  famrly  lost  their  recognition  at  this  time  or  not,  but  they  continued  to  use  it  as 
late  as  1600.  The  common  people  who  destroyed  the  properties  of  these  distinguished 
people  had  organized  a  league  which  was  dissolved  in  1533  but  the  Roman  Empire  did  not 
recognize  the  Coats  of  Arms  any  more  although  the  families  carried  them  along  as  some 
do  at  this  time.  No  value  to  it  any  longer  but  it  shows  that  the  families  were  one 
trme  prominent  and  were  regarded  by  the  King  as  his  best  and  most  loyal  subjects

THE  GEISTS  IN  LITERATURE 

While  the  Geists  are  none  of  the  prominent  writers  and  educators  of  the  world, 
they,  however  have  a  list  of  authors  and  teachers  that  are  worth  while  to  note.  In  the 
catalogue  of  books  and  authors  from  the  British  Museum,  in  London,  and  from  the 
Surgeon  General’s  Library  at  Washington,  D.  C.,  we  find  a  number  of  books  written  by 
Geists,  especially  during  the  nineteenth  century.  The  first  one  mentioned  was  written 
by  Christianos  Andreas  Geist  in  1684  and  there  is  only  one  volume  in  existence  which  is 
found  in  the  British  Museum.  Then  from  1804  to  1900  there  are  no  less  than  twenty-five 
different  books  mentioned,  some  authors  writing  three  and  four  books  but  mostly  each 
book  had  a  different  author.  The  names  of  the  books  are  all  given  but  in  the  German 
language,  for  example —

All  of  these  twenty-five  books  could  be  mentioned  and  their  authors’  names.  They 
are  in  German  and  probably  not  interesting  to  the  reader.  If  a  person  should  be  inter¬ 
ested  in  them,  the  list  can  be  had  in  the  British  Museum  and  in  the  Library  in  Washington. 

We  have  no  records  of  any  books  in  the  twentieth  century  in  the  United  States 
although  there  may  be  some  written  in  Germany.  It  seems  the  Geists  in  the  United 
States  are  rather  slow  in  editing  books,  nevertheless,  we  have  some  who  would  qualify 
for  the  work.  The  George  W.  Geist,  formerly  of  Prankford,  Philadelphia.  Pa.,  while  he 
never  got  a  book  written,  he  certainly  had  the  material  and  the  ideals,  but  death  took 
him  before  his  ideals  were  accomplished.  There  are  two  Geists  Assistant  County  Super¬ 
intendents  of  Public  Schools  at  this  time — 1938 — one  in  Lancaster  County,  and  the  other 
in  Westmoreland  County  and  maybe  some  more  throughout  the  United  States  of  whom 
we  do  not  know.  There  is  a  Geist  teacher  in  the  Pennsylvania  State  College  at  this  time, 
one  is  a  United  States  Consul  in  Berlin,  Germany.  This  last  one  mentioned  was  looking 
after  the  interests  of  a  certain  Lawrence  Simpson  an  American  seaman,  who  was  under 
arrest  by  German  Authorities — 1936.  Besides  these  are  many  teachers  in  the  public  schools 
and  very  many  had  followed  some  profession  in  the  line  of  education  for  some  time  as 
teachers  and  a  good  many  women  as  nurses,  and  finally  settled  down  to  a  private  family 
life.  We  have  the  records  of  Dr.  James  Geist,  formerly  of  Wilkes-Barre,  Pa.,  who  is 
mentioned  in  the  third  reason — “Why  We  Are  Swabians.”  We  have  the  records  of  an 
Isaac  Geist  who  was  one  time  a  director  of  the  Millersville  Normal  School,  at  Millersville, 
Pa.,  and  now  known  as  Millersville  Teachers’  Cbllege.  He  held  this  position  not  very  long 
after  the  college  was  started.  He  was  later  the  editor  of  the  Marietta  Times,  a  news¬ 
paper  of  Lancaster  County,  Pa.  While  he  was  editor  of  this  paper  he  became  interested 
in  the  Geist  Relation  and  was  working  with  George  W.  Geist  in  this  line,  but  left  no 
records  available  in  regards  to  his  ancestor,  but  it  seems  probable  that  his  ancestor  was 
Hans  Jacob  Geist.  We  also  have  records  of  Geists  or  near  relatives  as  preachers,  doctors, 
lawyers,  financiers  and  a  host  of  others  serving  as  school  directors  and  in  other  organiza¬ 
tions  which  stand  for  the  advancement  of  religion  and  education  and  this  relation  can  be 
truly  judged  as  a  relation  who  is  one  hundred  per  cent  for  education  and  scientific 
advancement.

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THE  GEISTS  IN  ART 

In  fine  arts  probably  the  art  of  Painting  and  the  art  of  Music  are  the  foremost  and  a 
few  of  the  early  masters  in  the  art  of  Painting  will  be  mentioned  as  they  were  found. 
The  portrait  of  Mme.  Van  Der  Geest  has  been  reproduced  in  a  small  picture  which  is  in 
the  hands  of  descendents  of  George  W.  Geist  and  a  few  of  these  finer  arts  of  the  present 
time  should  not  be  overlooked. 


Cornelius  De  Vos  Geest 
1585  to  1651 

Friend  of  Van  Dyck,  dean  of  the  Guild  of  St.  Luke  at  Antwerp,  Holland.  De  Vos 
painted  many  historical  pictures  and  portraits,  examples  of  which  may  be  seen  in  many 
European  Museums.  In  this  superb  and  most  important  work  we  have  a  beautiful  woman 
elaborately  apparelled  in  black,  trimmed  with  pearls,  standing  on  the  balcony  of  a  sumptu-

ous  residence.  A  green  chair  is  beside  her,  and  on  it  she  rests  the  tips  of  the  fingers  of 
her  right  hand,  while  in  the  left  she  holds  a  fan  of  white  feathers.  A  little  white  spaniel 
lies  on  the  chair.  Behind  her  is  draped  a  red  curtain,  and  about  her  neck  is  a  great  ruff 
of  delicate  lace,  cuffs  of  the  same  being  over  her  wrists.  She  wears  a  rope  of  pearls.  The 
face  is  of  great  loveliness,  and  the  dark  hair  curls  about  the  fair  forehead,  dancing  black 
eyes  looking  out  at  the  spectator. 

The  work  is  signed  on  the  chair  to  the  left.  Height  84  inches,  width  57  inches. 

This  portrait  in  the  original  is  said  to  be  the  finest  specimen  of  portrait  painting  by 
the  old  masters. 

Signed — Van  Dyck — 16th  Century. 

The  subject  was  a  nobleman  of  Alkman  in  Friesland,  a  province  in  Holland.  His 
name  means  the  same  as  Geist.

Cornelius  De  Vos’  portrait  of  Mme.  Van  Der  Geest  called  forth  a  round  of  applause 
at  the  second  and  last  evening  of  the  sale  of  the  Blakeslee  collection  at  Mendelssohn  Hall 
last  night,  and  brought  the  highest  price  of  the  sale  $12,500.00  It  started  at  a  good  figure, 
$2,500.00,  jurmped  to  $3,000.00,  then  to  $5,000.00  and  worked  quickly  up  to  the  price  for 
which  it  was  bid  in  by  George  A.  Hearn. 

August  Christian  Geist 

A  landscape  painter,  born  at  Wurzburg  in  1835,  was  at  first  a  pupil  of  his  father, 
Andreas  Geist — who  died  in  1860 — under  whom  he  executed  many  landscapes,  architec¬ 
tural  and  marine  views,  and  heads  both  in  oil  and  water  colors.  In  1853  he  proceeded  to 
Munich  and  improved  himself  in  landscape  work  by  study  under  Friedrich  Bamberger. 
In  1854  he  traveled  in  the  Rhone  Mountains,  and  produced  therefrom  twenty-four  Indian 
Ink  drawings.  He  then  established  a  studio  of  his  own,  but  in  1859  he  made  a  tour  around 
Carlsruhe  with  Schirmer,  and  in  1860  visited  the  Rhine  and  Antwerp,  in  1862  the  High¬ 
lands  of  Bavaria,  in  1863  Franconian  Switzerland,  and  in  1864  the  Allgau.  The  years 
1865  to  1867  he  spent  in  Rome  on  account  of  his  health,  and  died  in  Munich  in  1868.  The 
following  are  some  of  his  best  works.

He  also  etched  thirteen  “Ruins  of  Franconian  Fortresses,”  for  the  Polytechnic  Associ¬ 
ation  at  Wurzburg,  for  which  also  the  above  Indian  ink  drawings  were  executed. 

This  is  taken  from  the  Dictionary  of  Painters  and  Engravers  Biographical  and  Critical. 

These  articles  give  us  a  very  good  conception  of  the  early  Geists  in  the  art  of  Painting 
and  looking  at  our  Coat  of  Arms,  we  cannot  but  admire  this  and  its  Artist. 

P.  F.  Geist,  formerly  of  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  studied  the  description  of  this  in  the  old 
Roman  Records  and  started  to  paint  it  and  we  need  not  say  anything  further,  but  it  is 
a  very  beautiful  piece  of  Art.  The  spirit  of  P.  F.  Geist  is  expressed  here  in  his  own 
words. 

“The  returns  for  the  necessary  labor  to  perpetuate  a  distinguished  heritage,  will,  doubt¬ 
less,  be  inadequate  to  meet  the  expenditures,  but  a  pardonable  family  pride  justifies  the 
undertaking.” — Signed,  P.  F.  Geist. 

P.  F.  Geist  who  died  in  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  about  1905  was  the  last  Artist  on  our  records 
but  we  have  some  musicians  who  deserve  recognition.  We  have  a  Geist  at  the  present 
time— 1938— teaching  instrumental  music  in  the  Public  Schools  of  Philadelphia,  Pa.  We 
have  some  expert  piano  players  and  teachers,  and  we  have  relatives  in  the  musical 
instrument  business  giving  us  the  idea  that  they  are  “music  minded.”  We  feel  confident 
that  if  the  right  young  people  could  be  picked  out  from  the  relation  and  placed  under 
a  competent  instructor,  that  we  would  have  De  Vos’  in  our  generation  that  would  be  just 
as  good  at  painting  as  he  was.  Why  not,  you  relatives,  give  your  children  a  start  in  these 
fine  Arts. 

Drawing,  painting  and  music  is  an  inborn  art  in  the  Geist  relation  and  all  it  needs 
is  an  awakening  and  a  guidance  to  produce  masters  of  old. 
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PATRIOTISM  IN  THE  GEIST  RELATION 

Centuries  ago  when  the  relation  was  still  among  the  Swabian  Tribe  we  find  that 
history  tells  us  “they  fought  like  four  footed  animals”  because  they  were  a  brave  and 
patriotic  Tribe  under  Marbod  their  leader  and  the  entire  story  of  the  Tribe  shows  patriot¬ 
ism.  Then  we  come  to  the  adoption  of  the  Coat  of  Arms.  The  Latin  phrase  at  the  bottom 
of  the  Coat  of  Arms  is  probably  the  best  proof  to  their  patriotism.  Translated  into  English 
it  says  “A  BAND  OF  INVINCIBLE  SOLDIERS.”  The  relation  must  have  made  a  wonder¬ 
ful  impression  upon  the  Roman  Government  by  their  brave  and  patriotic  acts  or  the 
Government  would  not  have  honored  them  with  such  an  expression.  Let  the  relatives 
ponder  this  and  compare  it  with  any  other  Coat  of  Arms  that  is  or  ever  was  in  existence 
and  see  if  it  is  surpassed  by  any  one.  We  as  a  Geist  Relation  should  reverence  this  in  a 
most  patriotic  manner  and  never  forget  it.  Whether  we  as  a  relation  could  be  that  brave 
today  and  cause  a  government  to  honor  our  relation  in  such  a  way  is  beyond  all  anticipa¬ 
tion.  Do  not  forget  the  phrase — 

A  BAND  OF  INVINCIBLE  SOLDIERS 

We  now  go  to  the  period  of  tne  Reformation  and  in  this  period  we  find  another 
Geist,  a  true  Christian  patriot.  We  quote  the  original  passage — 

From  Ven  Braght’s  “Martyrs  Mirror,”  published  in  Utrecht,  Holland,  A.  D.  1660. 
Translated  by  Jos.  F.  Sohm  from  the  Dutch  Edition. 

“Willem  Van  Bierk,  Christoff  Van  Den  Geisten,  Christian  Van  Eukerast  and  Tielman 
Va  Unkerken  were  executed  together  on  the  same  day  A.  D.  1552,  with  the  Sword,  at 
Klankenburg.  They  willingly  suffered  death  for  the  testimony  of  Jesus,  and  with  their 
blood  testified  to  their  faith.” 

This  Christoff  Van  Den  Geisten  certainly  showed  bravery  for  the  truth  he  believed. 
What  would  the  relatives  do  in  our  day  if  they  had  to  face  the  Sword  of  Death  in  this 
manner,  they  probably  would  give  way  and  change  their  opinions  rather  than  suffer  such 
a  death.  This  happened  in  1552  and  now  we  have  another  patriot  in  1640.  Bernhardt 
Geist  who  was  a  Colonel  in  the  Danish  and  Saxon  Army  in  the  thirty  year  war  from  1618 
to  1648.  He  wrote  a  letter  dated,  Gruningen,  Holland,  April  8,  1640.  A  photographic  copy 
of  the  letter  was  made  and  translated  from  the  original  French  Language  into  the  English. 

These  instances  are  quoted  here  to  show  that  our  early  Ancestors  were  among  the 
brave  and  we  have  no  more  records  available  at  this  time  in  Europe  and  since  it  is  only  77 
years  before  our  Ancestor  was  bcrn,  when  this  took  place,  we  will  now  follow  our  relation 
from  Europe  across  the  Atlantic  Ocean  to  America.  Undoubtedly,  if  the  records  were 
searched  in  Germany  up  to  the  present  time,  we  could  find  many  more  instances  of 
patriotism,  but  we  have  these  instances  in  America  as  well  as  in  Germany. 

Christoph  Geist,  our  Ancestor,  must  have  been  brave  and  patriotic  to  attempt  to  cross 
the  Atlantic  Ocean  in  ships  as  they  had  at  that  time,  and  then  after  coming  to  America 
to  brave  the  forests,  fight  the  Indians  if  necessary.  However,  we  want  to  call  your  atten¬ 
tion  now  to  Christoph  Geist’s  family.  He  had  eight  sons  and  one  daughter  in  his  family. 
Out  of  the  eight  sons,  five  saw  service  in  the  Revolutionary  War  and  one  the  youngest,  in 
the  War  of  1812,  or  six  soldiers  out  of  the  eight  sons,  who  fought  for  America’s  Inde¬ 
pendence.  If  we  relatives  would  have  to  give  up  six  sons  out  of  eight  to  go  to  war,  we 
would  then  realize  what  it  meant  to  our  Ancestor  in  the  Colonial  days  to  give  up  that 
many,  however,  they  all  came  through  without  being  hurt,  as  far  as  is  known  to  the  rela¬ 
tion.  One  of  these  six  Continental  Soldiers  saw  service  from  the  beginning  to  the  end  of 
the  Revolution.  Another  took  part  in  the  Battle  of  the  Brandywine.  Their  home  was 
not  more  than  fifteen  miles  from  the  World’s  Famous  Valley  Forge.  A  fuller  account  of 
these  patriots  will  be  given  later  on  in  the  biographical  section  of  this  book. 

There  are  given  at  least  four  more  Geists  from  other  branches  of  the  relation,  who 
saw  service  in  the  Revolution.  We  have  no  records  as  yet  that  any  Geists  of  the  Christoph 
Geist  branch,  were  in  the  Mexican  War  but  when  we  get  to  the  Civil  War  we  have  a  list 
of  not  less  than  fifty  Geists  or  their  near  relatives.  Besides,  these  are  only  men  out  of 
this  one  branch  and  how  many  more  were  in  the  Civil  War  out  of  the  other  Geist  branches, 
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is  not  known,  but  surely  there  were  a  good  many  more  when  we  think  of  the  eight  or  nine 
branches  of  Ancestors.  In  the  Spanish  American  War  we  have  records  only  of  one  out  of 
our  branch  while  in  the  World  War  there  were  over  one  hundred,  we  do  not  have  them  all 
listed  as  it  is  so  often  forgotten  to  mention  their  military  records  while  getting  data. 
These  one  hundred  are  out  of  this  one  branch  and  how  many  hundreds  out  of  the  other 
branches,  we  do  not  know.  Surely  the  Geist  Relation  is  well  represented  in  bravery,  and 
we  feel  as  if  we  could  challenge  any  other  relation  to  surpass  us. 


Translation  of  a  letter  written  by  Bernhardt  Geist  dated  April  18,  1640.  A  Colonel  in 
the  Danish  and  Saxon  Army  in  the  thirty  year  war,  1618  to  1648. 

Most  Worshipful,  Well  Experienced,  Highly  Esteemed,  Sir  and  Honoured  Friend: 

Thy  beloved  favor  has  been  brought  to  me  by  the  bearer  hereof,  and  just  at  this  hour 
a  dragoon  from  Schoningen  has  arrived  to  whom  I  have  delivered  the  letter  of  Platzkes 
to  the  Countess  of  Schwarzburg,  he  will  carry  it  to  Schoningen  this  evening,  for  the 
received  communication  I  am  heartily  thankful.  Hope,  since  the  Electral  Saxons  having 
gone  over  to  Madgeburg,  the  Swedes  of  these  places  are  not  to  come. 

Colonel  C _  B -  has  received  orders  to  advance  with  the  Finns  and 

Germans,  and  to  join  the  army,  I  suppose,  as  Schlenger  is  said  to  be  at  Halle,  these  will 
come  to  him,  and  enable  his  command  to  advance  with  greater  safety. 

Moreover  I  herewith  again  request  thee  Sir  Godfather,  most  respectfully,  to  give  a 

reminder  to  entreat  the  Prince  -  that  at  least  two  years  interest  be  paid  on 

account  on  my  Claims. 

I  am  constantly  pressed  by  others,  else  I  would  not  trouble  thee  Sir  Godfather,  theie- 
with,  I  will  be  most  patient  and  comfort  myself  with  the  hope  that  my  prayers  will  be 
answered  by  the  first  post. 

In  return  I  will  Most  Willingly  serve,  Sir  Godfather,  According  to  my  ability,  I  remain 
at  all  times 

My  highly  honoured  &c,  Sir  Godfather’s  Earnest  Volunteer. 

Bernhardt  Von  Hagen, 

Formerly  called  Geist. 

Gruningen,  Holland,  8,  April,  1640. 
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MY  GREAT-GREAT-GRANDSIRE 


My  great-great  grandsire  tilled  the  soil 
And  felled  tall  pines  on  slope  and  hill, 
His  homespun  garments  but  the  foil 
That  swathed  a  man  of  iron  will. 

And  yet  when  winter’s  race  was  run, 

And  came  the  springtime’s  first  caress, 
His  nature  warmed  before  the  sun 
And  melted  into  tenderness. 

He  knew  the  fields,  he  knew  the  woods, 

For  nature  was  his  guiding  star, 

And  sermons  found  in  solitudes, 

Where  only  nature’s  teachings  are. 

He  marked  the  gentian  of  the  brooks 

And  paused  where  honeysuckles  hung, 
And  rested  where  in  wildest  nooks 
The  lone  arbutus  trailing  clung. 

Where  towered  up  the  bristling  head 
Of  some  colossus  of  the  pines, 

Like  a  great  stag  with  antlers  spread — 

The  monarch  of  a  thousand  tines. 

And  with  his  rod  or  flintlock  gun 

He  whipped  the  pools  or  led  the  chase. 
Tracked  the  black  bear  till  set  of  sun 
And  slew  him  in  his  hiding  place. 

And  thus  he  lived  an  outdoor  life, 

With  sight  of  flower  and  bird  and  bee, 
With  yoke  of  oxen,  and  a  wife 

The  children  playing  at  her  knees. 

A  murrain  on  your  coats  of  arms — 

He  did  his  best,  as  mortal  can, 

Wrung  a  rough  living  from  the  farms 
And  lived  and  died  an  honest  man. 
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THE  PIONEERS 

We  do  not  know  if  the  Geists  as  a  relation  or  as  individuals  should  have  recognition 
as  pioneers  or  not.  They  are  a  people  who  like  to  wander,  travel  and  be  out  in  the  wilder¬ 
ness.  They  like  the  woods,  the  streams  and  the  open  fields,  like  the  tribes  of  old— 
“People  of  Nature.” 

A  real  pioneer  is  one  who  goes  into  the  wilderness,  selects  a  place  where  he  thinks  he 
would  like  to  live  in  peace  and  quietness.  He  brings  his  wife  and  children  into  such  a 
place,  builds  a  log  cabin  for  his  family.  He  then  shoots  the  roaming  wild  animals  that 
happen  to  come  too  near  his  cabin,  with  his  old  flint-lock  rifle,  then  he  begins  to  cut  down 
the  sturdy  oak  or  pine  and  becomes  master  of  the  forest.  He  cultivates  his  acres  and  raises 
his  children  in  a  true  pioneer  fashion.  He  loves  his  log  cabin  home,  his  family  and  all 
the  surroundings  and  finally  lays  down  to  sleep  and  die  a  peaceful,  happy,  contented  and 
honest  man. 

We  have  a  few  things  in  the  Geist  relation  which  may  be  worth  mentioning  as  pioneer 
life  but  after  all  is  said,  we  leave  the  reader  to  be  the  judge — were  they  pioneers. 

We  again  go  back  into  the  tribes  and  find  the  relation  among  the  pioneers  who  came 
from  Asia  across  the  plains  and  mountains  into  the  wilderness  of  Germany.  Here  they 
wandered  hither  and  thither  until  they  eventually  settled  in  the  forests  of  the  State  of 
Wurtemburg,  where  they  remained  for  a  long  long  time.  However,  some  started  to  move 
from  Wurtemburg  to  different  parts  of  Europe  but  these  seemed  to  be  more  of  emigrants 
than  pioneers,  and  they  emigrated  to  all  parts  of  Europe  and  eventually  to  America. 
Those  emigrants  who  came  to  America  were  no  pioneers  until  they  left  their  landing 
place  and  went  out  into  the  forests  or  “Penn’s  Woods”  and  there  started  their  respective 
homes.  Thus  we  have  the  ancestor  of  this  particular  branch  of  Geists  come  from  Phila¬ 
delphia,  Pa.,  where  he  had  landed,  into  the  wilds  of  northern  Philadelphia  County  now 
Montgomery  County.  Here  he  married  and  raised  his  family  of  eight  sons  and  one 
daughter.  What  became  of  the  other  ancestors  who  emigrated  to  America  and  where 
their  descendents  went  to  we  do  not  know.  It  would  be  indeed  very  interesting  history  if 
some  one  in  each  branch  would  trace  up  their  relatives  and  find  out  just  what  they  did 
and  what  became  of  them,  however,  we  do  not  have  this  and  will  continue  in  this  Christoph 
Geist  branch.  Now  out  of  his  family  of  eight  sons  and  one  daughter  we  find  that  four  of 
them  stayed  at  home  or  near  home  and  five  of  the  sons  left  “Home  Sweet  Home”  for  a  pio¬ 
neer  life.  The  first  one  to  leave  came  across  the  hills  and  through  the  woods  to  Weisenberg, 
Berks  County,  now  Lehigh  County,  after  the  Revolutionary  War  was  all  over.  Here  he 
met  his  future  wife  and  some  time  after  their  marriage,  they  packed  up  their  belongings 
in  bundles  and  with  two  small  children  they  followed  the  Tulpehocken  Trail  to  the  wilds 
of  southern  Northumberland  County.  Here  he  settled,  and  the  first  night  he  and  his  wife 
and  children  slept  under  a  big  white  oak  tree  with  wild  animals  all  around  and  an  Indian 
Camp  not  more  than  a  quarter  mile  away.  One  of  his  brothers  soon  followed  him  and 
later  on  his  youngest  brother  settled  in  the  same  County  about  fifteen  miles  further  east, 
but  no  roads  between  them.  This  younger  brother  also  came  with  his  young  wife  and  one 
child.  She  died  soon  after  they  had  come  into  this  wilderness  and  a  fuller  account  of  this 
and  others  will  be  found  in  the  biographical  part  of  this  book. 

Well  the  spirit  of  pioneering  did  not  stop  and  in  1825  we  find  a  young  man  of  sixteen 
years  starting  “west”  and  he  came  to  what  is  generally  called  Jefferson  County,  Pa.  How¬ 
ever,  this  included  a  part  of  Indiana,  Armstrong  and  a  part  of  Clarion  County.  This 
young  man  found  what  Russell  Conwell  called  “Acres  of  Diamonds,”  but  he  found  “Forests 
of  Diamonds.”  He  came  back  home  on  foot  and  told  his  parents,  brothers,  sisters  and 
his  companions  what  he  found  and  in  the  next  twenty  years  eight  of  his  brothers  and 
sisters  with  their  families  and  some  other  relatives  and  friends  went  on  foot  across  the 
Allegheny  Mountains  of  Pennsylvania  to  Jefferson  County,  here  to  build  homes  for  them¬ 
selves  in  the  woods  two  hundred  miles  from  home.  But  we  cannot  stop  at  this,  one  family 
left  Jefferson  County  and  went  to  the  wilds  of  Missouri,  from  there  to  Illinois,  thence  to 
Michigan,  and  in  1905  this  same  family  moved  to  the  lumbering  regions  of  California,  and 
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finally  settled  in  Los  Angeles  where  he  died  at  a  little  over  one  hundred  years  of  age. 
Now  we  come  back  to  Jefferson  County  and  we  follow  another  Geist.  This  man  emigrated 
to  the  wilds  of  Missouri  in  1865.  The  writer  had  the  opportunity  to  visit  this  section  in 
1935,  he  has  seen  the  grave  where  this  pioneer  is  buried  and  by  the  looks  of  the  country 
it  certainly  must  have  been  wild  and  woolly  when  he  first  came  there.  Again  we  come 
back  to  Jefferson  County  and  still  another  Geist  left  there  in  1878  for  Kansas.  This  man 
for  some  years  built  his  outbuildings  from  square  blocks  of  sod  piled  on  top  of  each  other. 
They  also  built  ground  cellars  into  which  they  would  run  in  case  of  a  cyclone.  These 
ground  cellars  to  some  extent  are  still  in  use.  These  cyclones  in  the  middle  west  are 
sometimes  very  severe.  The  writer  had  witnessed  the  results  of  one  in  1935.  It  took  a 
house  from  its  foundation  and  broke  it  to  splinters  scattering  it  and  the  contents  all  over 
and  uprooted  every  tree  in  its  path.  We  come  back  to  Pennsylvania  once  more  and  find 
that  a  Geist  left  Berks  County  and  settled  in  the  eastern  part  of  Nebraska,  and  we  find 
one  of  this  man’s  grandsons  emigrated  to  the  lumbering  regions  of  northern  Idaho. 

These  are  some  of  the  instances  which  may  or  may  not  be  called  pioneer  life,  we  will 
leave  it  to  you  to  be  the  judge. 

We  stated  that  five  of  the  sons  of  the  first  family  left  “Home  Sweet  Home’’  thus  far 
we  mentioned  three.  One  of  the  others  came  to  Reading,  Pa.,  but  not  following  the  life  of  a 
pioneer.  The  other  or  the  fifth  son  came  across  the  hills  and  through  the  woods  and 
settled  in  Long  Swamp,  Berks  County,  Pa.,  where  he  remained  and  the  one  who  went  to 
Nebraska  was  a  grandson  of  this  one.

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THE  EIGHTEENTH  CENTURY  ANCESTORS  IN 
AMERICA  OF  THE  GEIST  RELATION 


1 —  Johann  Henrich — “Henrick” — Geist  came  to  America  in  1738.  He 
wrote  his  own  name  in  signing  the  Allegiance  to  the  King  of  England. 

2 —  Christoph  Kyct — “Geist”  came  to  America,  landed  September  27, 
1740.  He  took  the  Oath  of  Allegiance  to  the  King  of  England  and 
wrote  his  own  name  not  Kyct  but  Geist. 

3 —  Jan  Gorg — “George” — Geist  came  to  America  in  1741.  He  signed  the 
papers  in  his  own  handwriting. 

4 —  Michl — “Michael” — Geist  came  to  America  in  1741.  He  could  not 
write  his  name  but  made  his  mark  as  is  the  custom  with  those  who 
cannot  write. 

5 —  Nicolas — “Nicklas” — Geist  came  to  America  in  1741.  He  like  Michael 
Geist  could  not  write  his  name  but  made  his  mark. 

6 —  Fred.  Wilhelm  Geist  came  to  America  and  landed  on  September  26, 
1749.  He  could  not  write  his  name  but  made  his  mark. 

7 —  Hans  Jacob  Geist  came  to  America  and  landed  on  September  30,  1754. 
He  signed  the  papers  in  his  own  handwriting. 

8 —  Gottleib  Geist  came  to  America  in  1787  and  he  also  signed  the  papers 
in  his  own  handwriting. 

9 —  Philipp  Geist  came  to  America  in  1792.  All  we  have  of  his  record  is 
that  he  signed  as  a  passenger  on  the  ship. 

It  is  a  tradition  that  Nos.  2-6-7  were  brothers. 

The  second  part  and  also  the  biggest  part  of  this  book,  are  the  de- 
scendents  of  Christoph  Geist  No.  2  in  the  above  list. 

The  children  of  Fred.  Wilhelm  Geist  No.  6  and  Hans  Jacob  Geist  No. 
7  spread  to  Lancaster  and  also  to  Northumberland  Counties,  Pa. 

The  descendents  of  the  other  six  ancestors,  we  do  not  know  where 
they  went  or  where  they  got  to  and  are  very  hard  to  trace. 

The  spelling  of  these  different  names  has  nothing  to  do  with  the 
history.  The  Hollanders  had  their  way  to  spell  and  these  captains  of  the 
ships  had  another  and  a  very  poor  way  of  spelling. 
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INDEX  AND  KEY

While  there  were  nine  Ancestors  of  Geists  who  came  to  America 
from  1738  to  1800  only  the  descendents  of  Christoph  Geist  were  traced 
and  are  recorded  on  the  following  pages. 

Other  Geists  not  belonging  to  this  branch  and  with  whom  contact 
was  made  during  the  tracing  of  this  relation,  are  mentioned  in  the  latter 
part  of  this  book. 
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INSTRUCTIONS 

In  these  records  the  oldest  member  in  the  family  always  comes  first 
and  is  carried  out  to  the  present  time  before  the  second  member  is  given. 
Then  the  second  member  is  carried  out  in  the  same  manner,  etc. 

In  this  Index  and  Key  we  have  the  first  number  indicating  the 
person’s  position  in  the  respective  families,  second  number,  the  genera¬ 
tion  in  which  the  person  belongs,  the  year  of  birth,  the  year  of  death 
and  the  page  number  where  a  short  sketch  of  their  lives  are  given.  These 
sketches  are  grouped  together  in  generations. 

The  numbers  in  parenthesis  should  not  be  considered  in  reading  as 
they  are  only  for  identification. 

Man  and  wife  always  have  the  same  numbers. 

Twin  children  are  not  marked  except  in  their  birth  dates.  They  can 
be  distinguished  by  these  dates. 

Schools  and  Colleges  are  mentioned  by  name.  No  location  given. 
The  names  and  locations  have  changed  from  past  years. 

The  numbers  of  the  second  wife  or  second  husband  are  printed  in 
Italic  figures  but  have  the  original  numbers.  For  the  Lancaster  County 
Geists’  and  other  Geists’  in  the  back  part  of  the  book,  Black  Face  figures 
are  used. 

The  Geist  women  when  married  into  different  families  are  traced 
as  far  as  their  grandchildren.  The  great-grandchildren  are  mentioned 
by  name  only.  This  applies  to  families  who  were  willing  to  have  their 
families  included. 

In  tracing  your  relation,  or  your  relationship  to  any  one  in  this 
branch  of  the  Geists,  you  will  find  it  best  to  start  with  yourself. 
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HOW  TO  WORK  OUT 

THE  RELATION  BETWEEN  MEMBERS  OF  THIS  BRANCH 

1st — Select  two  names  you  desire.  Leave  out  the  words  printed  in  Italics. 

2nd — Get  them  in  the  same  generation  if  possible  by  adding  or  subtract¬ 
ing  other  relatives.  It  will  be  much  easier  to  follow  and  to  under¬ 
stand  if  the  generations  are  alike.  The  second  number  is  always 
the  generation  number. 

3rd — Follow  the  generations  back  very  carefully.  Be  sure  not  to  miss 
a  single  one,  and  when  the  two  sides  meet  with  the  same  parent 
then  you  stop  and  write  in  the  relationship  as  illustrated  with  the 
Italic  words.

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FIRST  GENERATION,  IN  AMERICA 

In  the  Archives  of  the  Historical  and  State  Libraries  are  preserved  the  names  of 
Germans  and  other  European  immigrants  who  came  to  America  from  1725  to  1775  inclusive. 

Mr.  R.  B.  Strassburger,  L.  L.  D.f  publisher  and  historian  from  Norristown,  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  made  it  a  special  study  to  trace  the  Pennsylvania  German  people  and  has  as  a 
result  of  this,  written  three  large  volumes  on  the  subject,  which  were  published  by  the 
Pennsylvania  German  Society  in  1934.  In  this  history  the  accounts  of  these  early  immi¬ 
grants  is  given  probably  more  exact  and  more  fully  than  in  the  Archives.  The  names  are 
arranged  according  to  the  passenger  lists  furnished  the  authorities  by  the  Captains  of 
Vessels  in  which  these  foreigners  arrived. 

In  one  of  these  lists  we  find  the  name  Christoph  Geist  (1-1).  Recent  researches  prove 
that  this  was  the  original  ancestor  of  a  long  line  of  descendants  here  chronicled,  who  now 
extend  into  the  ninth  generation  and  whose  representatives  are  scattered  over  the  length 
and  breadth  of  the  whole  United  States.  This  Christoph  Geist  (1-1)  was  the  great-grand-

father  of  Mrs.  Amelia  Geist — Erdman  (7-4)  and  she  being  an  Aunt  to  the  writer  has  told 
him  many  Interesting  things,  and  who  knew  nothing  but  the  Pennsylvania  German 
Language,  would  refer  to  this  ancestor  in  a  broken  English  as  “Christo”  or  “Christel”  from 
“Gomery  Co.”  meaning  Christoph  Geist  (1-1)  from  Montgomery  County,  Pennsylvania. 

He  did  not  come  to  America  on  account  of  persecution,  although  that  may  have  had 
some  influence,  but  he  came  for  the  purpose  of  mining  copper  along  the  Perkiomen 
Creek  in  Philadelphia  County— now  Montgomery  County.  A  piece  of  this  copper  ore 
out  of  the  pits  which  he  had  in  his  care  at  one  time,  is  held  by  the  writer  as  a  token  from 
our  Ancestor.  The  writer  had  the  privilege  to  visit  and  see  these  pits  and  tunnel  twice. 
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Christoph  Geist  (1-1)  was  bom  in  the  State  of  Wurtemburg,  Germany  in  1717.  The 
month  and  day  we  do  not  know,  neither  the  place  of  his  birth.  In  his  younger  days  he 
learned  to  be  a  mineralogist.  In  1720  copper  was  discovered  in  the  northern  part  of 
Philadelphia  County — now  Montgomery  County — and  this  was  developed  by  the  Perkio- 
men  Mining  Company  who  had  a  great  deal  of  trouble  to  extract  the  copper  from  the 
rocks.  They  had  different  people  trying  it  and  eventually  they  sent  a  challenge  to 
Germany  for  some  man  who  could  do  this  work.  Christoph  Geist  (1-1)  accepted  the 
challenge  and  came  to  America,  took  charge  of  the  copper  mines  but  the  extraction  of  the 
copper  was  never  successful  in  the  colony.  They  sent  some  of  the  copper  ore  on  the 
backs  of  mules  to  Philadelphia,  a  distance  of  about  thirty-five  miles,  there  they  loaded 
it  on  vessels  which  took  the  ore  to  England.  The  English  had  a  process  to  extract  this 
copper  but  they  would  not  tell  the  Germans  how  to  go  about  it.  Some  of  these  copper 
ore  laden  ships  were  lost  at  sea  and  eventually  the  idea  of  mining  copper  and  of  shipping 
ore  to  England  was  abandoned. 

Christoph  Geist  (1-1)  left  Wurtemburg.  Germany  and  went  down  the  Rhine  River 
by  boat  on  his  way  to  Holland.  Going  down  the  Rhine  there  were  no  less  than  twenty- 
six  custom  houses  and  it  took  from  five  to  six  weeks  to  get  to  Holland.  At  each  custom 
house  the  boats  were  stopped  and  had  to  be  inspected  by  the  custom  house  officials  who 
would  do  it  at  their  convenience,  and  this  caused  the  long  delay  in  reaching  Holland  and 
at  the  same  time  was  expensive  to  the  travelers.  When  finally  they  reached  Holland  they 
were  again  held  back  for  weeks  before  getting  passage  to  England.  All  these  delays  were  on 
purpose  to  get  the  passengers  to  spend  their  money.  After  they  received  their  passage 
papers  in  Holland  they  either  left  from  Rotterdam  or  Amsterdam  but  mostly  from  the 
former  place.  They  now  sailed  for  Dover,  England,  where  the  ships  were  equipped  for 
the  journey  across  the  Atlantic.  The  sufferings  of  these  early  emigrants  on  such  a  trip 
was  tremendous.  They  had  no  good  drinking  water,  nor  the  proper  food,  nor  the  medical 
attention  they  should  have  had  and  after  a  disease  broke  out  in  one  of  these  groups  of 
emigrants,  it  was  very  severe.  The  ship  on  which  Christoph  Geist  (1-1)  came  was 
called  “Lydia,”  had  seventy-one  passengers  on  and  was  commanded  by  James  Allen. 
Captain  James  Allen  had  to  take  an  oath  before  the  Supreme  Court  on  the  same  day 
they  arrived  that  the  list  of  names  of  passengers  was  correct.  They  landed  on  September 
27th,  1740,  on  the  banks  of  the  Delaware  River  in  Philadelphia.  Christoph  Geist  (1-1) 
and  all  the  other  passengers  but  nine  took  the  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  King  of  England 
on  the  same  day  they  landed.  On  the  same  day  sixty-four  out  of  the  seventy-one  took  a 
similar  oath  to  be  loyal  to  the  Province  of  Pennsylvania.  Christoph  Geist  was  one  of  the 
sixty-four  and  thereby  became  a  loyal  citizen  of  Pennsylvania  and  a  subject  to  the  King 
of  England.  He  signed  his  own  name  in  German  in  both  affidavits.  The  names  of  the 
people  witnessing  the  signing  of  these  affidavits  are  also  given.  The  Captain  of  the  ship 
spelled  Christoph’s  last  name  “Kyst,”  but  he  wrote  it  plainly  G-E-I-S-T.  The  place  where 
these  people  took  their  oaths  and  thereby  became  English  subjects  and  Americans  took 
place  on  High  Street,  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania.  It  is  now  Market  Street  and  the 
Custom  House  was  between  Second  and  Third  Streets  on  Market. 

Now  we  have  our  Ancestor  Christoph  Geist  (1-1)  in  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  as  an 
American  citizen,  and  he  starts  out  as  a  pioneer,  settling  in  Frederick  Township,  Phila¬ 
delphia  County — now  Montgomery  County — and  taking  charge  of  the  copper  mines.  He 
was  instrumental  in  locating  a  number  of  these  copper  mines  and  pits  from  which  the 
ore  was  taken.  He  was  a  young  man  of  twenty-three  years  when  he  came  to  America 
and  after  he  had  located  himself  at  the  copper  mines  for  a  couple  of  years,  he  married. 

His  wife’s  name  was  Anna  Margaretha - ,  but  her  last  name  was  never  found. 

They  had  a  family  of  nine  children,  eight  boys  and  one  girl.  They  were: 

1 —  Conrad  Geist 

2 —  Christopher  Geist 

3 —  Mathias  Geist 

4 —  John  Geist 
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5 —  Andrew  Geist 

6 —  Elizabeth  Geist 

7 —  Samuel  Geist 

8 —  Valentine  Geist 

9 —  George  Geist 


Besides  following  the  mining  business  he  also  became  a  farmer  and  tradition  tells 
us  that  while  out  in  the  harvest  field  cutting  grain,  he  hurt  himself  and  this  injury  caused 
his  death.  He  died  in  1766  at  the  age  of  forty-nine  years,  ten  years  before  the  Revolu¬ 
tionary  War  broke  out.  Farming  at  that  time  was  a  hard  job  as  everything  had  to  be

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done  by  hand  work.  The  grain  had  to  be  cut  with  the  sickle,  the  grass  with  the  scythe, 
the  plowing  and  harrowing  with  plows  and  harrows  which  today  are  shown  as  souvenirs 
of  early  farming.  Their  new  fields  were  just  cleared  of  the  woods  and  had  plenty  of 
stumps  and  rocks  in  them  for  these  pioneers  to  cultivate  around  them  and  finally  had  to 
get  them  out  of  the  way  by  digging  them  out  or  blasting  them. 

Christoph  Geist’s  (1-1)  burial  place  is  not  exactly  known.  Some  of  his  children  were 
confirmed  and  admitted  into  the  Reformed  Church  at  Falkner  Swamp  Church  and  chances 
are  that  he  is  buried  there  but  has  no  tombstone.

Anna  Margaretha - Geist  (1-1)  the  wife  of  Christoph  Geist  (1-1)  was  born 

on  December  30th,  1724  and  died  on  October  22nd,  1776.  She  is  buried  at  Mertz  Church  in 
Dryville,  Berks  County,  Pennsylvania  in  the  old  cemetery  but  has  no  tombstone.  The 
records  of  the  said  Church  give  her  birthday  and  time  of  death.  It  seems  they  are  buried 
about  thirty  miles  from  each  other  and  this  is  very  likely  the  case.  After  Christoph’s 
death  his  sons  left  home  and  a  few  of  them  came  north  from  their  original  home  into 
Berks  County  and  probably  the  mother  came  along  and  died  and  was  buried  in  this  new 
home,  Berks  County.  Mrs.  Anna  Margaretha  Geist  (1-1)  was  left  a  widow  at  the  age  of 
forty-two  years  with  a  family  of  nine  children  eight  boys  and  one  girl  ranging  in  ages 
from  a  new  born  babe  to  the  oldest  who  was  twenty- one  years.  When  we  think  how  hard 
it  is  for  a  widow  in  modern  times  to  raise  children  without  having  any  support,  we  then 
can  realize  the  difficulties  this  woman  had  to  take  care  of  her  family  of  nine  in  those

early  pioneer  days  and  yet  she  did  not  lose  a  single  one  of  her  family.  She  died  when 
the  youngest  one  was  only  ten  years  old  thereby  making  it  still  more  difficult  for  the 
younger  children. 


It  is  a  great  privilege  to  write  the  history  of  such  a  memorable  family  and  at  the  same 
time  a  sad  thought  creeps  into  our  mind  when  you  hear  some  descendants  remark  “We 
have  no  use  for  our  Ancestry.”  If  such  persons  who  have  no  use  for  their  Ancestry  would 
not  be  recognized  by  their  children,  grandchildren  and  relatives,  their  lives  would  indeed 
be  sad  and  depressing.  Let  us  not  forget— Our  Ancestors  suffered  the  hardships  of  the 
early  pioneer  days  so  that  we  might  have  the  ease  and  contentment  of  modem  living  with 
all  its  pleasures  and  amusements  of  which  our  Ancestors  had  never  any  idea  or  imagina¬ 
tion. 

Here  in  America,  in  Northern  Philadelphia  County  where  he  had  made  his  home,  he 
had  to  associate  with  the  English,  Irish  and  Dutch  and  the  result  was  that  his  children 
drifted  away  from  the  "all  German”  language  and  what  came  out  of  this  mixture  of 
languages  was  the  Pennsylvania  German.  It  is  not  considered  a  language  but  a  dialect. 
It  is  not  a  printed  language,  although  there  are  some  books  published  in  this  language 
and  they  are  humorous  and  at  the  same  time  instructive.  The  history  of  the  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  Germans,  their  customs,  ambitions,  family  lives,  pioneering,  patriotism,  their  educa¬ 
tion,  religion,  economy,  business,  farming,  etc.,  has  been  related  by  writers  in  different 
books  and  it  is  of  such  a  character  that  the  Pennsylvania  German  people  can  feel  proud 
of  and  is  not  outclassed  by  any  other  class  of  people.  The  Pennsylvania  German  women 
are  especially  noted  for  their  excellent  cooking.  How  then  did  the  Pennsylvania  German 
people  become  so  prominent.  They  had  to  shift  for  themselves,  and  learn  by  trying. 
When  the  Germans,  English,  Irish  and  Dutch  mixed,  they  retained  the  best  ways  and 
ideas  of  each  class  and  improved  on  these  by  experience  and  you  know  that  experience  is 
the  best  teacher.  It  is  impossible  to  give  the  history  of  these  Pennsylvania  Germans  but 
will  mention  a  few  things  which  were  brought  to  light  at  some  of  the  Pennsylvania  Ger¬ 
man  Organizations,  who  are  not  trying  to  retain  or  bring  back  the  language  but  to 
establish  facts  of  these  people  so  they  may  not  be  forgotten.  Their  motto  seems  to  be 
“Let  us  what  we  are  and  give  to  us  what  belongs  to  us.” 

The  Geist  Relation  is  a  typical  Pennsylvania  German  Clan.  After  the  children  of 
Christoph  Geist  (1-1)  had  grown  up  they  mixed  still  more  and  more  with  the  other  classes 
and  we  had  the  results  as  follows: 

1st  generation — "All  German,”  a  little  English. 

2nd  generation — German,  English  and  Dutch. 

3rd  generation — German  and  Pennsylvania  German. 

4th  generation — Pennsylvania  German  and  English. 

5th  generation — Pennsylvania  German  and  English. 

6th  generation — English  and  Pennsylvania  German. 

7th  generation— English  and  Pennsylvania  German. 

8th  generation — English. 

9th  generation— English. 

By  this  analysis  you  will  see  how  the  Geist  Relation  drifted  from  the  “all  German” 
in  the  first  generation  to  the  "  Pennsylvania  German’  ’in  the  fourth  generation  and  finally 
to  the  English  in  the  last  four  generations.  There  are  probably  a  few  families  in  the  last 
generations  who  are  still  talking  the  Pennsylvania  German.  This  analysis  is  not  intended 
to  be  correct  in  all  the  Geist  families  as  some  have  drifted  to  the  English  language  mua(h 
sooner  than  others  but  it  is  given  as  an  average. 

The  Pennsylvania  Germans  had  a  part  in  forming  the  United  States  Government, 
the  biggest  and  best  in  the  world.  They  were  some  of  the  first  to  respond  to  Washington’s 
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call  for  volunteers,  and  were  some  of  Washington’s  best  advisors.  Christoph  Geist  (1-1) 
and  his  family  lived  approximately  fifteen  miles  away  from  that  world  famous  Valley 
Forge.  These  Pennsylvania  Germans  were  some  of  the  first  people  to  oppose  slavery. 
They  were  prominent  in  industry  and  art.  The  first  stove  made  in  America  was  made 
by  a  Pennsylvania  German.  There  are  numerous  industries  in  which  these  people  were 
pioneers.  They  were  painters,  musicians,  educators  and  were  prominent  in  religion,  astron¬ 
omy,  etc.  The  greatest  interpreter  to  the  Indians  was  Conrad  Weiser,  a  Pennsylvania 
German,  who  stood  for  honesty  and  a  square  deal  to  his  fellow  men. 

Farming  was  one  of  the  main  occupations  of  this  relation,  and  very  many  men  are 
mentioned  in  this  record  as  farmers,  also  about  90  per  cent  of  the  women  are 
mentioned  as  housewives.  These  two  occupations,  while  they  do  not  seem  to  all  people 
very  prominent  occupations,  are  the  best  of  all  occupations.  If  it  was  not  for  the  tiller 
of  the  soil  no  human  person  could  long  endure.  The  farmers  keep  the  world  industry  mov¬ 
ing.  The  housewife  and  as  a  rule  mother  is  the  loftiest  position  any  woman  can  reach. 
A  good  housewife  is  a  good  cook  and  as  such  is  also  a  good  Doctor.  A  good  mother  is  also 
a  good  nurse,  seamstress,  a  helpful  neighbor  and  the  best  teacher  in  the  world.  She  is 
also  the  best  Spiritual  adviser  and  can  direct  her  children  better  than  any  other  leader. 
The  mothers  have  the  future  civilization  in  their  hands.  The  man  who  delivered  that 
famous  Gettysburg  address,  which  is  known  all  over  the  world,  also  gave  this  sentence 
to  us — “All  that  I  am  or  hope  to  be,  I  owe  to  my  angel  mother.”  The  two  occupations 
mentioned  are  the  two  noblest  and  any  relative  following  either  one  of  them,  can  feel 
themselves  proud  and  it  is  for  this  reason  that  these  occupations  are  mentioned  in  this 
history  of  the  relation. 
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PROVING  THE  FIRST  GEIST  FAMILY 

It  is  sometimes,  by  some  people  doubted,  about  the  relationship  of  the  early  pioneer 
families  and  we  will  try  to  prove  this  relationship  of  the  first  Geist  family. 

After  the  first  family  is  definitely  known,  it  is  not  so  difficult  to  follow  each  branch 
down  to  the  present  day. 

The  old  Family  Bibles,  the  Old  People,  the  Court  Records,  the  Old  Historical  Libraries, 
the  State  Library  and  County  Histories,  the  Newspaper  Articles  and  the  Old  Church 
Records,  all  these  helped  to  prove  this  relation. 

Christoph  Geist  was  our  Ancestor.  He  signed  the  immigration  papers  in  his  own 
handwriting  which  can  still  be  seen  in  the  State  Library.  That  he  was  our  Ancestor  will 
be  seen  as  we  follow  these  different  lines  of  thought. 

Christopher  Geist  was  the  second  of  his  sons.  He  was  an  invalid  and  died  at  the  age 
of  35  years  according  to  the  Court  Records  of  Montgomery  County.  It  was  a  law  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  that  a  property  would  revert  to  the  widow  when  there 
were  no  heirs  and  that  the  elder  brother  was  to  assist  in  the  settling  of  the  estate.  There¬ 
fore  Conrad  Geist  was  the  oldest  brother  of  Christopher.  In  the  same  Court  Records  is 
shown  that  Conrad  Geist  and  the  widow  of  Christopher  Geist  were  the  executors  of  this 
estate.  That  these  two  men  were  the  sons  of  Christoph  Geist,  we  have,  the  old  Church 
Records  of  Falkner  Swamp  Reformed  Church  in  which  it  says  that  Christopher  was  the 
son  of  Christoph  Geist.  In  the  same  Records  it  says  that  Christopher  and  Mathias  Geist, 
sons  of  Christoph  Geist  were  confirmed  in  that  Church  in  1766  and  we  now  have  this 
family  as  follows — Father  Christoph  Geist  and  three  sons — Conrad,  the  oldest  brother, 
Christopher  and  Mathias  the  sons  who  were  confirmed  together  in  the  same  Church. 

We  want  to  take  the  fourth  son  who  was  a  John  Geist.  In  the  Pottstown  Ledger  of 
April  15,  1881  it  states  very  clearly  that  this  John  Geist  was  the  son  of  Christoph  Geist  or 
one  of  the  first  family.  In  Bean’s  history  of  Montgomery  County  it  says  that  Mathias 
Geist  and  his  brother  John  Geist  served,  under  Captain  Doterer,  in  the  Philadelphia 
Militia  in  the  Continental  Army.  We,  therefore,  add  this  John  Geist  as  the  fourth 
member  of  this  first  family. 

The  fifth  son  in  this  family  was  Andrew  Geist.  The  late  Mrs.  Amelia  Geist — Erd- 
man,  a  granddaughter  of  this  Andrew  Geist,  has  told  us  personally  that  her  grandfather 
“Andrew  Geist”  came  from  Montgomery  County  and  that  his  father  was  Christoph  Geist. 
Jesse  Geist  a  great-grandson  of  Mathias  Geist,  when  a  young  man  of  about  25  years,  and 
before  the  Civil  War  made  a  trip  from  Fagleysville,  Montgomery  County  to  Greenbrier, 
Northumberlnd  County,  to  visit  Andrew  Geist  then  a  very  old  man  and  to  visit  his  rela¬ 
tives.  Now  Andrew  Geist  and  his  family  were  the  only  Geists  around  Greenbrier, 
Northumberland  County  at  that  time  and  therefore  these  people  were  related  to  this 
Jesse  Geist  from  Montgomery  County,  and  since  Jesse  was  a  descendent  from  Mathias 
Geist,  we  have  proof  here  that  Andrew  Geist  was  related  to  Mathias  Geist,  yes,  a  brother. 
It  was  during  this  visit  of  Jesse  Geist  to  his  relatives  in  Northumberland  County  that 
statements  like  the  following  were  made — 

“The  escape  from  the  Battle  of  the  Brandywine.” 

“The  new  residence  in  Weisenberg  Township,  Berks  County.” 

“The  trip  across  the  mountains  to  Northumberland  County.” 

“The  first  night  in  the  wilderness  of  Northumberland  County.” 

“The  new  neighbors  and  the  name  Greenbrier.” 

These  statements  were  made  by  Jesse  Geist  to  George  W.  Geist,  formerly  of  Frankford, 
Philadelphia,  and  who  made  a  note  of  them.  This  George  W.  Geist  was  interested  in  the 
history  of  the  relation  and  we  quote  these  statements  from  his  manuscripts. 

We  now  come  to  the  sixth  member  of  the  first  family  and  that  was  a  daughter  and 
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the  only  girl  in  the  first  Geist  family.  Her  name  was  Elizabeth  Geist  and  she  was  mar¬ 
ried  to  Reinhard  Keeler.  Her  last  grandson,  Reinhard  Keeler,  a  man  of  75  years,  per¬ 
sonally  told  the  George  W.  Geist  from  Frankford,  Philadelphia,  that  his  grandmother  was 
the  only  daughter  of  the  Christoph  Geist.  The  Falkner  Swamp  Reformed  Church  Rec¬ 
ords  show  that  after  she  was  married  and  had  children,  that  she  and  her  children  were 
baptized  and  that  she  and  her  husband  were  admitted  into  this  church  indicating  that  she 
was  in  harmony  with  the  church  of  her  family.  The  Christoph  Geist  family  was  the  only 
Geist  family  in  and  around  Frederick  Township,  Montgomery  County,  where  this  Falkner 
Swamp  Reformed  Church  is  and  therefore  Elizabeth  was  a  daughter  of  this  first  family. 

Samuel  Geist,  the  seventh  member  of  this  first  Geist  family,  was  a  bachelor  and  is 
mentioned  in  the  George  W.  Geist  manuscripts  as  a  member  of  this  family.  We  have 
found  him  in  Northumberland  County  with  his  brother  Andrew  and  he  died  here  in  1820. 
Had  he  not  been  a  brother  to  Andrew  Geist,  why  then  come  from  Montgomery  County  to 
Northumberland  County  and  make  his  home  with  Andrew.  Yes,  for  this  reason  and  being 
mentioned  by  George  W.  Geist  we  consider  him  a  member  of  the  first  family. 

We  have  two  more  members  of  this  family  to  account  for.  They  are  Valentine  Geist 
and  George  Geist.  Again  we  quote  the  notes  from  the  manuscripts  of  George  W.  Geist, 
which  say  that  these  two  men  were  brothers  and  came  to  Long  Swamp,  Berks  County,  and 
started  the  tannery  business.  Now  being  brothers  we  will  go  to  the  Old  Falkner  Swamp 
Reformed  Church  and  find  that  George  Geist  was  a  son  of  Christoph  Geist.  Was  bap¬ 
tized  1766  and  confirmed  in  1783.  Comparing  the  birth  years  of  these  nine  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  first  Geist  family  is  another  indication  that  the  records  are  right.  The  said 
George  W.  Geist  from  Frankford,  Philadelphia,  was  a  descendant  of  the  last  member  of 
this  early  family  and  he  lived  for  some  time  in  the  Township  of  these  two  last  members 
and  had  known  the  older  people  from  whom  he  received  very  much  of  his  information. 
This  information  was  recorded  by  him  and  can  be  found  with  one  of  his  children.  So  ib 
is  not  tradition  but  real  facts  which  were  transferred  from  his  records  into  this  one. 

We  now  gave  the  proof  of  this  family  and  present  their  names  and  birth  years.

Note — The  birth  year  of  Conrad  Geist  is  not  sure.  The  birth  year  of  Christopher 
Geist  is  given  as  1746  and  may  have  been  a  twin  to  Mathias,  then  again  he  may  have 
been  born  a  few  years  sooner.  We  have  no  definite  proof  that  these  two  birth  years  are 
exactly  right. 

Further  history  on  these  people  will  be  found  under  the  proper  headings  in  another 
part  of  this  history. 
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Conrad  Geist  (1-2)  the  first  child  in  Christoph  Geist’s  (1-1)  family,  was  bom  in  Fred¬ 
erick  Township,  Philadelphia  County— now  Montgomery  County,  Pa.— approximately  in 
1744,  exact  date  not  known,  and  died  in  Cumru  Township,  Berks  County,  Pa.,  in  1812. 
In  his  youth  he  worked  at  home  with  his  father  at  the  copper  mines  and  on  the  farm  and 
when  he  went  away  from  home  he  soon  found  his  way  to  Hereford  Township,  Berks 
County,  Pa.,  in  1772.  When  the  Revolutionary  War  started  we  find  him  enlisting  and 
while  his  brothers  were  in  the  Philadelphia  Militia,  he  was  in  the  Berks  County  Militia. 
His  brothers  were  still  in  Philadelphia  County— now  Montgomery  County— and  he  living 
in  Berks  County  came  into  the  Berks  County  Militia.  We  have  the  following  records  of 
him: 

In  the  meager  annals  of  “Pennsylvania  in  the  Revolution”  as  preserved  in  the  Penn¬ 
sylvania  Archives  there  are  fragmentary  references  to  this,  the  oldest  son  of  the  Copper 
Miner.  He  was  a  Captain  in  the  Berks  County  Militia  during  the  entire  struggle  from  1776 
to  1783. 

On  page  303  of  Volume  XIV  of  the  Archives  is  given  the  pay  roll  of  a  detachment  of 
the  Sixth  Battalion,  Pennsylvania  Militia,  under  Captain  Conrad  Geist  (1-2)  detailed  to 
guard  British  prisoners  of  war  confined  in  the  jail  in  Reading,  that  had  attempted  to 
break  out  and  afterwards  guarding  them  from  Reading  to  Lancaster,  to  which  place  these 
prisoners  were  transferred.  This  was  in  1776. 

The  same  volume  shows  elsewhere,  that  in  1777  he  commanded  the  first  Company  of 
the  Fourth  Battalion.  This  Company  remained  under  his  command  to  the  end  of  the 
war.  In  another  volume  of  the  State  Annals  it  is  shown,  after  peace  was  declared,  a 
petition  was  presented  to  the  Executive  Council,  subscribed  by  forty  three  signers,  pray¬ 
ing  for  an  allowance  to  pay  for  military  service  rendered.  The  petition  states  that  the 
petitioners  had  been  in  constant  service  from  1781  until  peace  happened,  doing  constant 
guard  duty  during  the  stay  of  the  prisoners  to  the  great  hindrance  of  their  several  occu¬ 
pations,  with  a  firm  reliance  that  their  country  would  make  such  satisfaction  as  the 
Militia  Laws  should  entitle  them,  and  that  they  had  made  numerous  applications  for  pay 
but  their  efforts  were  in  vain. 

Among  the  signers  to  this  petition  was  Captain  Conrad  Geist  (1-2)  and  a  number  of 
those  who  had  served  in  his  company,  as  shown  in  the  above  pay  roll  of  1776.  There  is  no 
record  as  to  whether  their  petition  was  granted.

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It  is  rather  singular,  but  according  to  the  records,  the  wife  of  Christoph  Geist  (1-1) 

was  Anna  Margaretha - and  Captain  Conrad  Geist’s  (1-2)  wife  was  also  Anna 

Margaretha  -  and  Anna  -  was  the  name  of  Christopher  Geist’s 

(2-2)  wife.  On  the  deed  bearing  the  signatures  Conrad’s  (1-2)  name  is  written  in  a  large 
bold  hand  in  English  letters,  his  wife’s  name  is  written  in  neat  German  letters  and  Anna 
could  not  write  but  made  her  mark  as  is  the  customary  way.  The  last  names  or  family 
names  of  these  women  have  not  been  found  and  as  they  do  not  appear  in  any  legal  docu¬ 
ments,  neither  on  tombstones,  it  is  doubtful  if  their  family  names  will  ever  be  known. 


No  record  of  children  has  been  found  of  Captain  Conrad  Geist  (1-2)  however,  a  cer¬ 
tain  Geist  family  in  Schuylkill  County,  Pa.,  claim  to  be  descendents  of  this  man.  At  the 
same  time  there  is  a  family  of  Geists  in  Northumberland  County,  Pa.,  who  also  claim  they 
are  descendents  of  this  Captain.  There  were  more  than  one  Conrad  Geist  in  those  days 
because  there  were  different  branches  of  Geists  and  whether  these  families  are  really 
descendents  of  Captain  Conrad  Geist  (1-2)  is  still  a  question. 

After  the  War  he  was  the  proprietor  of  a  hotel  in  Reading,  but  his  last  years  were 
spent  in  Cumru  Township,  Berks  County.  He  died  in  this  Township  but  his  grave 
is  not  known.  Efforts  to  find  his  burial  place  were  made  by  different  people  and  at 
different  times  but  nothing  has  been  accomplished.  It  is  a  sad  and  discouraging  thought 
to  think  of  such  a  man  and  not  being  able  to  find  his  burial  place. 

Christopher  Geist  (2-2)  the  second  child  of  Christoph  Geist  (1-1)  was  born  in  Fred¬ 
erick  Township,  Philadelphia  County — now  Montgomery  County — approximately  in  1746. 

In  the  Reformed  Church  Records  at  Falkner  Swamp,  Montgomery  County,  we  find  that 
in  a  list  of  36  young  people  confirmed  Friday  before  Whitsunday  1766  these  names  occur: 

Mathias  Geist,  aged  18  years,  son  of  Christoph  Geist  (1-1). 

Christopher  Geist — no  age — son  of  Christoph  Geist  (1-1). 

There  is  no  age  given  after  Christopher’s  name.  This  may  be  taken  as  if  they  were 
twin  brothers  but  it  is  not  definitely  known.  If  we  consider  Mathias  and  Christopher  as 
twins  it  would  make  their  birth  year  1748  and  Christopher  bought  his  farm  in  1768  which 
would  mean  that  he  was  only  20  years  old  at  that  time  when  he  acquired  his  farm.  It, 
therefore,  seems  probably  nearer  correct  to  give  his  birth  year  as  1746. 

Christopher  Geist  (2-2)  was  a  weaver  and  did  this  work  at  home.  Records  are  found 
that  he  bought  a  tract  of  land  in  Frederick  Township  from  James  Brooks  and  David 
Evans  containing  52 Ms  acres.  This  he  bought  on  February  5th,  1768,  and  in  1779  the 
assessors  list  shows  that  he  owned  it  but  being  an  invalid  he  died  at  an  early  age  in  1782 
leaving  his  property  to  his  wife  Ann  and  to  his  oldest  brother  Conrad  Geist  of  Reading. 
Christopher  Geist  (2-2)  had  no  children  and  at  that  time  according  to  the  law  his  oldest 
brother  became  a  part  owner  of  his  property.  On  December  2nd,  1782,  his  wife  Ann  and 
his  brother  Conrad  sold  the  property  to  Peter  Reifsnyder  for  400  lbs.  of  English  money 
and  Reifsnyder  sold  it  again  on  April  8th,  1783  to  a  John  Geist,  another  brother  of  Conrad, 
Christopher  and  Mathias,  thus  bringing  the  home  back  in  the  Geist  Relation  again  and 
it  has  remained  in  the  relation  ever  since  by  inheritance. 

The  signatures  to  these  various  deeds  give  the  names  of  Christopher  Geist’s  wife  (2-2) 
as  Anna  and  that  of  Conrad  Geist’s  (1-2)  as  Anna  Margaretha.  What  the  widow  of 
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Christopher  Geist  (2-2)  did  after  his  death  is  not  known  and  leaving  no  children  the 
records  of  these  two  oldest  brothers  of  Christoph  Geist’s  children  are  short.  His  burial 
place  is  not  known. 

Mathias  Geist  (3-2)  the  third  son  of  Christoph  Geist  (1-1)  was  bom  in  Philadelphia 
County,  now  Montgomery  County,  on  September  11,  1748,  according  to  records  found  in 
the  Falkner  Swamp  Church  History.  He  was  a  farmer  and  during  his  life  held  various 
local  offices.  One  time  he  was  a  commissioner  of  Philadelphia  County.  During  the  War 
of  the  Revolution  he  was  a  member  of  Captain  Dotterer’s  Company  in  the  6th  Battalion 
Pennsylvania  Militia  of  Philadelphia  County. 

There  is  an  old  deed  dated  April  19th,  1773  which  shows  that  when  the  Perkiomen 
Mining  Company’s  properties  were  sold  at  a  Trustee’s  sale  he  purchased  177  acres  of  the 
tract  upon  which  the  Copper  mine  was  located,  for  a  consideration  of  Four  Hundred  and 
Twenty  Six  pounds,  three  shillings,  and  four  pence  in  English  money.  This  deed  contains 
a  clause  to  the  effect,  “In  case  copper  ore  is  taken  from  this  land  1/10  part  shall  be  his, 

the  other  9/10  to  go  to  the  Trustees.”  He  was  married  to  Elizabeth - and  they 

had  two  sons. 

1 —  Mathias  Geist 

2 —  Conrad  Geist 

He  died  January  24th,  1823. 

His  wife  was  born  April  14th,  1753,  and  died  November  2nd,  1821. 

In  the  Assessors’  List  of  Frederick  Township,  Montgomery  County  of  1779  his  name 
is  shown  and  his  taxable  possessions  were: 

150  acres  of  land,  2  cows,  2  horses. 

He  was  a  man  of  standing  and  wealth. 

John  Geist  (4-2)  the  fourth  son  of  Christoph  Geist  (1-1)  was  born  in  Frederick  Town¬ 
ship,  Philadelphia  County,  Pa.,  now  Montgomery  County,  on  October  8,  1750. 

On  the  Assessors  List  of  1779  in  Frederick  Township,  we  find  this  man’s  name  given 
as  a  single  man.  On  April  8th,  1783,  he  bought  the  farm  of  52%  acres  of  land  from  Peter 
Reifsnyder  and  formerly  owned  by  his  brother  Christopher  Geist  (2-2).  This  farm  re¬ 
mained  in  the  Geist  relation  from  that  time  on  to  the  present  day.  The  Pottstown  Ledger 
of  April  15th,  1881,  states  that  he  was  the  proprietor  of  a  farm  at  Bombay  Hook  in  Potts- 
grove  Township,  Montgomery  County  and  the  same  editorial  tells  of  the  death  of  one  of 
his  sons — John  Geist  (1-3).  In  this  article  the  relation  is  given  back  to  the  first  genera¬ 
tion  or  Christoph  Geist  (1-1).  The  generations  are  given  thus: 

1 — 1 — Christoph  Geist 
4 — 2 — John  Geist 

1 — 3 — John  Geist 

His  wife’s  name  has  not  been  found  but  the  same  editorial  mentions  the  children 
who  were  living  at  that  time.  The  children  of  John  Geist  (4-2)  and  they  are: 

1 —  John  Geist 

2 —  Mathias  Geist 

3 —  Catherine  Geist 

4 —  Susan  Geist 

5 —  Rebecca  Geist 

During  the  War  of  the  Revolution  he  was  a  member,  with  his  brother  Mathias,  in 
Captain  Dotterer’s  Company  in  the  6th  Battalion,  Pennsylvania  Militia  of  Philadelphia 
County.  He  died  in  1825. 
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Andrew  Geist  (5-2)  the  fifth  son  of  Christoph  Geist  (1-1)  was  born  in  Frederick 
Township,  Philadelphia  County,  now  Montgomery  County,  Pa.,  on  January  26th,  1755. 
When  a  young  man  he  joined  the  Continental  Army,  in  the  Philadelphia  County  Militia, 
in  1777  and  saw  service  under  General  George  Washington  in  the  battle  of  the  Brandy¬ 
wine  on  September  11,  1777.  He  was  a  teamster  in  the  army  at  that  time  and  as  the 
history  of  this  battle  tells  us — The  British  attacked  the  Continental  Army  in  front  while 
Cornwallis  stole  around  to  the  rear,  thereby  trying  to  surround  the  Continental  Army.  It 
was  here  where  Lafayette,  the  French,  and  Count  Pulaski,  the  Polish  general  voluntarily 
helped  to  defend  Philadelphia  from  the  British,  but  the  British  were  too  strong  and  the 
battle  of  the  Brandywine  was  lost  to  the  Americans.  It  was  here  in  this  battle  where 
Andrew  Geist  (5-2)  was  a  teamster,  and  realizing  that  the  battle  would  be  lost,  he  quickly 
took  his  pocket  knife  and  cut  the  harness  loose  from  his  best  horse  and  before  the  British 
could  surround  the  Americans,  Andrew  Geist  (5-2)  had  disappeared  on  the  back  of  his 
horse  and  the  Continental  Army  under  General  George  Washington,  withdrew  to  the 
city  of  Philadelphia. 

Tradition  is  that  after  his  escape  from  the  battle  of  the  Brandywine  he  paid  a  certain 
amount  of  money  for  his  release  as  a  Continental  soldier.  The  following  winter  1777-1778, 
the  Continental  Army  was  encamped  at  the  world  famous  Valley  Forge,  and  while  the 
Geist  home  was  only  fifteen  miles  away  it  is  reasonable  that  the  Geist  soldiers,  Mathias, 
John  and  Andrew,  went  home  for  winter  quarters.  We  do  not  find  any  more  records  of 
Andrew  Geist  (5-2)  in  the  Continental  Army,  however,  the  Government  records  are  very 
few  about  this  war  for  Independence,  and  we  cannot  say  just  what  happened  with  these 
Geist  soldiers. 

The  next  record  we  have  of  Andrew  is  found  in  Weisenberg  Township,  Berks  County, 
now  Lehigh  County,  Pa.,  where  he  was  a  jointer  and  a  farmer.  He  had  married  now  and 
had  at  least  two  children,  and  becoming  dissatisfied,  he  got  the  idea  of  traveling.  It  seems 
probable  that  he  had  relatives,  first  cousins,  living  in  the  wilds  of  Northumberland  County, 
Pa.,  as  tradition  is  that  Christoph  Geist  (1-1)  had  two  brothers  who  came  to  America  a 
little  later  than  he  did.  One  of  them,  Freid.  Wilhelm  Geist,  came  in  1749  and  in  the  Ar¬ 
chives  we  find  there  were  two  Continental  soldiers,  Christian  and  Nicolas  Geist  living  in  the 
extreme  northern  part  of  Berks  County,  Pa.,  now  Schuylkill  County,  probably  known  at 
that  time  as  the  southern  part  of  Northumberland  County,  and  these  two,  Christian 
and  Nicolas  Geist,  may  have  been  boys  of  Fried.  Wilhelm  Geist,  or  first  cousins  to  Andrew. 
The  other  supposed  brother  of  Christoph  Geist  was  Hans  Jacob  Geist,  who  came  to 
America  in  1754  and  it  seems  his  descendents  settled  to  the  west  from  Philadelphia. 

We  find  Andrew  Geist  (5-2)  assessed  as  a  jointer  in  the  Weisenberg  Township,  Berks 
County,  now  Lehigh  County,  assessment  list  as  late  as  1787,  but  not  later,  so  evidently 
he  must  have  left  Weisenberg  Township  in  1788  making  an  allowance  that  he  may  have 
left  a  year  sooner  or  a  year  later  but  1788  is  a  fair  mark.  It  is  said  that  he  and  his  wife 
packed  up  their  belongings  into  bundles  and  on  foot  and  horseback  they  traveled  with 
their  two  children  and  belongings  west  from  Weisenberg  Township  and  followed  the 
Tulpehocken  Trail  to  Bethel,  Berks  County,  across  the  Blue  Mountains  to  Pine  Grove, 
north  to  Keffers,  then  northwest  to  the  Valley  View  Gap,  on  to  the  Klingerstown  Gap,  all 
in  Schuylkill  County,  but  at  Klingerstown  Gap  he  came  into  Northumberland  County  and 
he  took  a  course  north  across  the  hills  and  finally  settled  at  Greenbrier,  Northumberland 
County.  None  of  these  towns  were  in  existence  at  that  time,  it  was  nothing  but  wilderness 
and  a  few  stopping  places  along  this  Tulpehocken  Trail.  When  he  came  to  Greenbrier  in 
1788,  he,  his  wife  and  two  children  slept  under  a  big  oak  tree  the  first  night.  The  reason 
that  he  stopped  here  and  did  not  continue  further  north  to  Sunbury,  Pa.,  which  was  then 
an  Outpost  for  the  early  settlers,  is  probably  for  the  fact  that  he  found  a  few  scattered 
German  settlers  in  this  part  of  the  country  and  decided  to  stay  with  them  and  from  this 
place  the  largest  branch  of  any  Geist  started  to  grow  up  and  spread  to  all  parts  of  the 
United  States.  This  section  of  the  country  was  then  a  hunting  ground  for  the  Indians 
of  the  Six  Nations  and  not  more  than  a  half  mile  from  where  Andrew  and  family  slept 
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the  first  night  in  this  wilderness  was  an  Indian  Camp.  These  Indians  had  a  cemetery 
which  adjoined  Andrew’s  farm  and  later  became  a  part  of  his  tract.  It  is  said  that  he  got 
along  with  these  Indians  very  nicely.  His  own  house,  not  far  away  from  the  Indian  Camp, 
was  a  log  house,  and  through  the  cracks  he  could  watch  and  shoot  at  them,  but  he  did 
nothing  of  the  kind.  He  made  friends  with  them  and  it  is  said  that  these  Indians  soon 
were  seen  to  form  into  two  groups,  the  first  group  were  the  tame  Indians,  and  the  second 
were  the  shy  Indians.  The  tame  Indians  used  to  come  to  the  farm  houses  and  pick  up 
the  food  the  farmers  set  out  for  them,  carry  it  back  to  their  camp  and  sharing  it  with  the 
shy  Indians.  However,  this  Indian  Camp  did  not  remain  many  years  and  they  soon  moved 
to  other  sections.  The  exact  time  of  their  moving  is  not  known.

Andrew  was  married  twice.  Soon  after  he  came  back  from  the  Battle  of  the  Brandy¬ 
wine  he  married  a  woman  whose  last  name  was  Dommeier,  her  first  name  was  never 
found,  neither  do  we  know  her  birthday  or  the  time  she  died.  She  must  have  lived  be¬ 
tween  1750  to  1795,  and  one  of  Andrew’s  granddaughters  told  the  writer  of  this  article, 
that  his  first  wife  is  buried  at  the  side  of  Andrew  but  she  has  no  tombstone,  and  his 
second  wife  is  buried  on  the  other  side  of  him.  The  same  granddaughter  also  says  he  had 
four  children  with  the  first  wife  and  thirteen  children  with  the  second  wife,  but  she  also 
says  he  had  twenty-one  children  in  all,  so  four  must  have  died  in  infancy  of  whom  we 
have  no  records.  We  might  mention  the  fact  that  this  granddaughter,  mentioned  above, 
personally  knew  Father  Andrew  as  he  is  known  to  his  descendents.  His  second  wife  was 
Marie  Christiana  Schneider.  She  was  born  on  February  8th,  1778,  and  died  on  September 
12th,  1859.  She  is  buried  aside  of  Father  Andrew  at  the  Himmel’s  Church,  near  Rebuck, 
Northumberland  County.  She  has  a  tombstone  to  mark  her  grave.  Both  his  wives  had 
a  little  German  education,  which  they  got  from  their  parents,  and  were  both  housewives. 
Inscriptions  on  tombstone  are  in  German,  and  as  his  father  was  a  German,  naturally  his 
little  education  which  he  received  from  his  parents  was  in  German.  The  children  who  have 
been  traced  are  the  following:

After  Father  Andrew  had  settled  at  Greenbrier  for  awhile  and  looking  the  farm  land 
over,  he  decided  to  stay  and  then  he  bought  close  to  three  hundred  acres  of  land.  The 
first  tract  he  bought  from  Adam  Schlick  and  contained  216  acres  and  another  he  bought 
from  Henry  Miniam,  both  tracts  were  acquired  in  1795.  Now  these  gentlemen  had  their 
land  rights  from  the  Penn  Colony  and  in  1795  when  Father  Andrew  bought  it  the  Penn 
Colony  was  no  more.  We  had  a  United  States  in  its  infancy  and  these  gentlemen  could 
not  give  a  clear  deed  to  Father  Andrew  so  he  waited  and  was  looking  into  the  matter  when

finally  in  the  year  1800  he  got  a  Patent  Deed  from  the  Governor  of  Pennsylvania,  from 
Governor  Thomas  McKean  who  was  then  the  second  Governor  of  Pennsylvania.  On  this 
large  farm  he  had  two  dwelling  houses  both  built  on  the  same  style.  They  were  in  a  rec¬ 
tangular  shape,  a  large  kitchen  at  one  end  and  a  sitting  room  and  a  bed  room  at  the  other 
end.  The  front  of  both  houses  faced  the  South  and  each  had  a  porch  on  this  side,  the 
entire  length  of  the  house.  They  were  weather  boarded  crosswise  with  wide  heavy  boards 
before  he  died  and  inside  all  the  walls  were  made  of  boards.  Home  made  doors,  floors, 
windows  and  all  were  probably  made,  with  the  help  of  others,  by  Father  Andrew,  the 
jointer  of  Berks  County. 

Father  Andrew  belonged  to  the  Himmel’s  Church  and  his  children  were  confirmed 
here.  He  and  some  of  his  children  are  buried  at  the  same  church.  He  died  on  December 
19th,  1849,  aged  94  years,  10  months  and  23  days.  He  has  a  tombstone  to  mark  his  grave. 

This  church  was  founded  in  1772  and  is  the  oldest  church  for  many  a  mile  in  that 
section.  Three  buildings  have  been  built,  the  first  a  log  church  and  stood  to  the  north  of 
the  present  church,  the  second  was  a  stone  church  which  stood  on  the  same  site  as  this 
one  does  and  the  third  is  a  wooden  church  built  in  1903.  The  stone  church  was  built  in 
1817-18. 

Father  Andrew  settled  here  at  Greenbrier  and  raised  his  family  of  seventeen  children 
and  as  Greenbrier  is  mentioned  quite  frequently  in  this  history,  a  short  account  of  this 
memorable  place  will  be  given: 
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It  was  in  the  time  William  Penn  and  his  children  had  charge  of  this  land  known  as 
Pennsylvania,  when  it  was  difficult  to  find  the  different  places  which  these  early  settlers 
had  occupied,  so  in  order  to  find  this  place  where  this  church  was  organized  and  where 
these  early  German  settlers  built  their  homes  in  the  wilds  of  Northumberland  County,  the 
officials  from  Harrisburg  and  elsewhere  were  directed  to  come  up  along  the  Susquehanna 
River  to  a  certain  big  creek,  now  known  as  Mahantongo  Creek,  then  follow  this  creek  east-

ward  until  it  made  a  bend  through  a  gap  in  the  mountains,  known  as  Klingerstown  Gap. 
From  this  bend  in  the  creek  they  were  directed  to  go  north  across  the  hills  and  then  the 
traveler  would  come  to  a  section  of  the  country  full  of  nothing  but  green  briers,  therefore 
it  was  called  Greenbrier.  These  green  briers  were  cleared  away  and  the  settlers  soon  had 
nice  farms  and  it  was  known  to  them  as  Swoben  Creek  after  the  Swabian  Tribe.  It  is  a 
little  valley  eight  or  ten  miles  long  with  a  stream  of  fresh  water  running  through  it. 
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This  was  the  home  of  Father  Andrew  and  his  family.  He  sold  a  part  of  his  farm  in  1825 
to  one  of  his  sons,  George,  and  on  this  deed  we  have  his  own  handwriting  in  German. 


His  son  George  soon  sold  it  back  to  his  father  in  1830  and  he  with  his  family  left 
Greenbrier  to  make  their  home  in  Jefferson  County.  Eight  out  of  his  seventeen  children 
left  Greenbrier  from  1825  to  1850  and  settled  in  said  Jefferson  County,  in  the  western  part 
of  the  State.  The  reason  these  eight  children  went  to  Jefferson  County  was  the  fine  virgin 
White  Pine  Forests  which  were  found  by  one  of  them  and  which  will  be  called  to  your 
attention  later  on.  These  forests  were  a  wonder,  and  people  can  still  see  an  example  of 
them  by  visiting  the  Cook  State  Forest  in  Jefferson  and  Clarion  Counties  and  following 
the  Longfellow  Trail.  You  surely  will  see  a  wonderful  sight  of  White  Pine  Forests  and  no 
wonder  these  early  Geists  wanted  to  go  to  Jefferson  County.  It  seems  traditional  that  the 
Geists  wanted  to  work  at  metals,  timber  or  tanneries. 

Father  Andrew  was  the  great-grandfather  of  the  writer  and  his  granddaughter  men¬ 
tioned  hi  this  writing  was  an  old  Aunt  to  the  writer  and  she  had  a  great  deal  to  do  in 
recalling  these  facts  and  to  establish  this  history. 

Elizabeth  Geist — Keeler  (6-2)  a  daughter  and  the  only  daughter  of  Christoph  Geist 
(1-1)  was  born  in  Frederick  Township,  Philadelphia  County,  Pa.,  now  Montgomery  County, 
on  August  28th,  1757.  The  only  account  of  her  that  is  available  at  this  time  is  what  her 
grandson  related  to  George  W.  Geist  (1-5)  formerly  of  Frankford,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  in 
the  fall  of  1897.  He  says  that  he  remembers  his  grandmother  well  and  he,  himself,  re¬ 
sembled  her.  “After  her  husband  Reinhardt  Keeler  died,  she  remained  a  widow  for 
twenty-four  years,  and  as  the  country  in  those  days  was  new  and  present  day  conveniences 
and  customs  unknown,  she  followed  the  occupation  of  midwife  and  had  the  reputation  for 
great  skill  and  success  in  her  calling.  It  is  remembered  of  her  that  she  kept  her  own 
horse  and  saddle  and  it  was  a  common  occurence  for  her  neighbors  to  see  her  called  at  all 
hours  of  the  day  and  night  to  respond  to  the  call  of  her  patients.  The  record  left  by  her 
showed  that  she  aided  the  advent  of  over  1800  children.  She  was  endowed  with  a  sweet 
disposition  and  was  always  heralded  as  a  welcome  visitor  at  the  bedside  of  the  sick.” 

This  is  the  account  of  her  only  living  grandson,  Reinhart  Keeler  (2-4)  in  1897,  of  this 
the  only  daughter  of  our  ancestor,  the  Copper  Miner. 

She  married  Reinhardt  Keeler  (6-2)  on  May  13th,  1777,  and  they  had  six  sons  and  two 
daughters :

She  died  March  18th,  1846,  and  lies  side  by  side  with  her  husband  in  the  old 
Keeley’s  cemetery,  near  Schwenksville,  Montgomery  County,  Pa.,  and  within  easy  rifle 
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Cemetery  of  Himmel’s  Church 

Very  Many  of  the  Geists  and  Their  Relatives  are  Buried  Here 

The  Burial  Place  of  Father  Andrew  Geist  (5-2)  and  Brother  Samuel  Geist  (7-2) 

Reinhardt  Keeler  (6-2)  married  Elizabeth  Geist — Keeler  (6-2)  on  May  13th,  1777,  and 
their  eight  children  are  given  under  her  name.  He  died  in  Limerick  Township,  Mont¬ 
gomery  County,  Pennsylvania,  on  October  10th,  1822,  and  is  buried  in  the  Keeley’s  ceme¬ 
tery  near  Schwenksville,  Pa.  A  tombstone  marks  his  grave.  It  is  not  said  what  his 
occupation  was,  but  naturally,  farming,  as  that  was  about  the  only  thing  that  these  early 
people  could  do  out  in  the  woods.  He  was  a  German. 

Samuel  Geist  (7-2)  the  seventh  child  and  the  sixth  son  of  Christoph  Geist  (1-1)  was 
bom  in  Frederick  Township,  Philadelphia  County,  Pennsylvania,  now  Montgomery  County, 
on  May  5,  1760.  There  are  no  records  of  Samuel  and  for  a  long  time  the  relation  knew 
nothing  of  his  whereabouts.  Relatives  from  Jefferson  County  have  canvassed  Northum¬ 
berland,  Berks  and  Montgomery  counties  in  an  effort  to  find  some  descendents  of  his 
but  all  in  vain.  Another  relative  states  he  died  a  young  man.  One  of  Valentine  Geist’s 
(8-2)  grandsons,  states  that  Samuel  had  a  very  good  education,  for  his  time,  and  possessed 


shot  of  the  long  deserted  and  abandoned  tunnels  and  shafts  of  the  old  Perkiomen  Copper 
Mine.  A  tombstone  marks  her  grave.  Aged  88  years,  6  months  and  20  days. 


The  inscription  on  the  tombstone  is  in  German  and  as  her  father  was  a  German, 
naturally  her  little  education  that  she  received  from  her  parents  was  German. 


In  this  family  we  find  the  spelling  of  names  as  Reinhard  and  Reinhardt  also  Kieler 
and  Keeler. 


Reinhardt  Keeler  (6-2)  the  husband  of  Elizabeth  Geist — Keeler  (6-2)  was  born  in 

- ,  on  May  3rd,  1755.  On  June  18th,  1789  he  and  his  wife  and  five 

children  were  baptized  and  admitted  into  the  Reformed  Church  at  Falkner  Swamp.  It 
will  be  remembered  that  some  of  Mrs.  Keeler’s  brothers  were  confirmed  in  the  same  church 
some  years  before  and  as  is  mentioned  on  a  previous  page,  it  is  very  probable  that  her 
father  Christoph  Geist  (1-1)  was  buried  at  this  church. 
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a  Bible  with  all  the  family  records  which  he  had  kept  himself.  After  all  this  tracing  and 
hunting  for  descendents  we  finally  solved  the  question.  Mrs.  Amelia  Geist — Erdman  (7-4) 
an  Aunt  to  the  writer  of  this  article  told  him  that  she  remembers  her  father  and  others 
talk  of  Samuel  Geist  (7-2)  as  a  bachelor  and  while  looking  for  tombstones  of  departed 
relatives,  the  writer  had  the  good  luck  of  finding  the  grave  of  this  Samuel  Geist  (7-2) 
with  a  small  tombstone  at  the  head  of  the  grave.  The  stone  is  almost  worn  away  by  time 
and  weather.  This  was  discovered  in  1936.  He  died  at  Greenbrier,  Northumberland 
County,  Pa.,  on  December  29th,  1820,  is  buried  in  the  Himmel’s  Church  cemetery  near 
Rebuck,  Northumberland  County,  and  has  a  tombstone  to  mark  his  grave,  but  no  other 
relatives  are  buried  near  him.  When  and  why  he  came  to  Greenbrier  is  not  known,  but 
he  followed  the  trail  of  his  brother  Andrew  and  settled  in  the  same  community.  It  is  not 
known  whether  he  made  his  home  with  his  brother  Andrew  or  whether  he  stayed  with 
other  people,  but,  naturally,  he  would  have  made  his  home  with  his  brother  Andrew. 
All  his  brothers  who  were  capable  were  in  the  Revolution  and  why  he  did  not  get  in  is  a 
mystery.  We  recall  that  his  second  oldest  brother  was  an  invalid  and  this  may  have  been 
true  of  Samuel  as  he  died  at  the  age  of  sixty  years,  had  no  family  and  was  not  in  the  war. 

The  inscription  on  this  old  hard  worn  little  tombstone  is  in  German,  showing  that 
his  education  was  German  which  he  received  from  his  German  parents. 


Long-swamp  Church  Organized  in  1748.  Burial  Place  of  Valentine  Geist  (8-2)  and 

Many  of  His  Descendents. 

Valentine  Geist  (8-2)  the  eighth  child  and  the  seventh  son  of  Christoph  Geist  (1-1) 
was  born  in  Frederick  Township,  Philadelphia  County,  Pennsylvania,  now  Montgomery 
County,  on  October  3rd,  1762.  He  was  only  four  years  old  when  his  father  died  and  it 
seems  that  his  mother  bi'ought  him  and  another  son,  George,  from  Frederick  Township  to 
Berks  County  about  the  year  1772  where  she  died  in  1776  leaving  these  two  boys  orphans. 
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Conrad,  his  oldest  brother  also  came  to  Berks  County  about  the  same  time  and  he  prob¬ 
ably  took  care  of  these  boys  until  they  were  old  enough  to  go  for  themselves.  His  brothers, 
Christopher,  Mathias,  John  and  also  his  only  sister,  Elizabeth,  remained  on  and  near  the 
old  homestead  in  Montgomery  County,  while  Conrad,  Andrew,  Samuel,  Valentine,  George 
and  their  mother  moved  to  Berks  County.  We  find  Valentine  and  George  his  youngest 
brother,  after  they  had  grown  up  to  manhood  and  were  able  to  take  care  of  themselves 
came  across  the  hills  of  Long  Swamp  Township  and  settled  near  the  present  site  of  the 
Long  Swamp  Church,  and  the  little  towns  were  started  which  are  today — Macungie, 
Alburtis,  Long  Swamp,  Mertztown  and  Topton.  These  two  young  men  of  the  early  pio¬ 
neers  in  Long  Swamp  started  a  tannery  business  but  George  withdrew  from  it  soon  and 
left  it  to  Valentine.  Valentine  continued  the  tannery  business  and  farming  up  to  the 
time  of  his  death. 

He  was  another  of  the  Geist  brothers  who  saw  service  in  the  Revolution.  He  was  a 
private  under  Lieutenant  Kline’s  command  of  Captain  Haupt’s  Company  in  the  Third 
Battalion,  the  Seventh  Company  of  Berks  County  Militia  under  command  of  Colonel  Ely’s 
Battalion,  Long  Swamp.  The  records  show  the  following  men  in  the  company :

He  died  in  Long  Swamp,  Berks  County,  Pa.,  on  December  28th,  1849,  and  is  buried  in 
the  Long  Swamp  Church  cemetery.  A  tall  tombstone  marks  his  grave  in  the  old  section 
of  the  cemetery.  The  inscription  on  the  tombstone  is  in  the  German  language  and  his 
father  being  a  German,  it  is  natural  that  his  education  was  little  and  German  which  he 
received  from  his  parents. 

His  wife  was  Catherine  Dornmeier  and  was  born  on  July  2,  1762  and  died  on  Febru¬ 
ary  9th,  1850.  She  is  buried  at  his  side.  This  is  all  we  could  find  of  these  first  Geists  in 
Long  Swamp  and  his  children  all  stayed  in  Berks  County.  Long  Swamp  Township  and 
vicinity  has  very  many  of  his  descendants. 

We  now  come  to  the  last  child  or  son  of  Christoph  Geist  (1-1)  and  in  giving  the 
account  of  this  man  we  have  the  saddest  account  probably  in  the  whole  Geist  Relation. 

George  Geist  (9-2)  was  born  in  Frederick  Township,  Philadelphia  County,  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  now  Montgomery  County,  on  October  8th,  1766.  The  way  the  records  show  this 
youngest  son  was  born  after  the  death  of  his  father.  When  he  attained  the  age  of  ten 
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years  his  mother  died  and  all  through  his  life  it  was  nothing  but  sad  occurrences  for  this 
young  man.  At  the  age  of  about  twenty-two  years  he  went  into  the  tannery  business  with 
his  brother  Valentine  but  it  did  not  work  so  well  and  while  in  this  partnership  with  his 
brother  he  was  married  and  had  one  child,  then  becoming  dissatisfied  with  the  tannery 
partnership  he  decided  to  leave  Berks  County  and  to  go  to  the  wilds  of  Northumberland 
County,  where  his  brothers  Andrew  and  Samuel  had  gone.  The  nearest  date  we  can  set 
for  his  moving  to  this  wilderness  is  1796  and  while  he  followed  the  Tulpehocken  Trail,  he 
either  missed  the  right  direction  or  deliberately  switched  away  from  this  Trail.  At  the 
west  end  of  Keffers  on  top  of  the  Broad  Mountain  the  Tulpehocken  Trail  had  a  branch 
leading  off  to  the  right  and  instead  of  him  going  straight  he  turned  right  bringing  him 
down  the  side  of  this  Broad  Mountain  into  the  Hegins  Valley  which  he  crossed  and  came 
to  the  Mahantongo  Mountain.  This  he  also  crossed  and  came  into  the  Mahantongo  Valley 
and  crossing  the  bigger  part  of  this  valley  he  finally  settled  to  the  southwest  of  now  the 
Howerter’s  Church.  All  these  names  and  places  were  unknown  at  that  time  and  all  they 
knew  was  the  Tulpehocken  Trail.  Another  sad  occurrence,  that  he  missed  the  right  trail 
and  had  to  cross  the  mountain  ranges  while  the  right  trail  which  his  brothers  followed 
pass  through  the  gaps  avoiding  the  crossing  of  the  mountain  ranges. 

We  now  find  him  in  Mahantongo  Valley,  going  into  the  tannery  business  and  doing 
some  farming  about  ten  miles  east  from  where  his  two  brothers  had  settled  but  a  forest 
separating  them  and  it  is  very  doubtful  whether  they  knew  about  each  other  until  later 
on  in  life.  Well,  here  in  the  wilds  of  lower  Northumberland  County  the  saddest  time  of 
his  life  happened.  His  young  wife  gave  birth  to  his  second  son  and  died  in  childbed. 
Now  in  our  days  it  would  be  bad  enough  if  such  an  incident  should  occur  but  to  go  back 
to  1798  into  the  wilds  of  the  country,  no  doctors,  a  few  neighbors  far  and  wide,  no  under¬ 
taker,  no  church,  not  even  a  cemetery.  Can  a  man  of  today  place  himself  into  such  a 
position.  Well  his  young  bride  had  died  and  had  to  be  buried  and  no  church  near,  the 
only  one  was  ten  miles  west,  where  his  brothers  had  settled,  through  the  forests,  at  what 
is  known  as  the  Himmel’s  Church,  and  he  probably  did  not  know  about  this  church  or  it 
was  impossible  to  get  there,  anyway  he  decided  the  best  thing  to  do  was  to  bury  his  bride 
in  the  forest.  He  may  have  chosen  the  site  of  the  present  Howerter’s  Church  cemetery, 
as  there  are  many  people  buried  there  who  have  no  tombstones.  Now  George  is  left  alone 
with  a  son  of  eight  years  and  a  new  born  babe.  Well  this  is  what  he  did.  He  took  these 
two  young  sons  and  made  his  way  back  across  the  three  mountain  ranges  a  distance  of 
seventy-five  miles  to  Long  Swamp,  Berks  County,  which  he  had  left  only  a  short  time 
before.  He  then  told  his  wife’s  parents  the  sad  story  and  after  some  consultations  his 
wife’s  brother  agreed  to  take  the  baby  and  raise  it  as  one  of  his  own  children  and  George 
agreed  to  take  the  other  young  boy  back  to  his  newly  established  home  where  his  wife 
now  lies  in  her  grave  in  the  wilderness. 

He  married  again,  later  on,  a  woman  whose  first  name  was  never  found  but  her  last 
name  was  Ibrig.  With  his  second  wife  he  had  no  children  and  with  the  first  one  were 
the  two  boys,  one  growing  up  to  manhood  in  the  wilderness  of  Northumberland  County, 
and  the  second  one  growing  up  with  the  children  of  his  Uncle  in  Long  Swamp,  Berks  Co.

George  was  the  sixth  son  of  Christoph  Geist  (1-1)  who  saw  service  in  the  war  for 
independence.  While  five  of  his  brothers  were  in  the  Continental  Army,  it  happened  that 
he  was  too  young  to  enter  that  war,  but  was  drafted  for  the  war  of  1812.  His  Captain  was 
John  Christian,  Second  Brigade,  Pennsylvania  Militia,  under  command  of  Lieutenant 
Colonel  John  Lutz  at  York,  Pennsylvania.  He  was  in  service  from  September  1st,  1814  to 
December  4th,  1815. 

He  died  in  1850  and  is  buried  at  the  Howerter’s  Church  near  Pitman,  Schuylkill 
County  but  has  no  tombstone.  The  place  where  he  is  buried  was  probably  the  wilderness 
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at  one  time  where  he  buried  his  bride.  This  church  was  organized  in  1803,  five  years 
after  the  death  of  his  wife. 

Julis  Longr — Geist,  his  first  wife,  was  bom  in  Long  Swamp.  Berks  County,  but  no  date 
is  known  and  died  at  Howerter’s  Church  or  close  by  in  1798.  No  tombstone  to  mark  this 
lonely  grave  once  in  the  wilds  of  that  country.  George  Geist  (9-2)  married  Julis  Long — 
Geist  (9-2)  on  October  31,  1793. 

His  second  wife  was  an  Ibrig  and  was  also  a  native  of  Berks  County,  and  died  at  the 
same  place  near  Howerter’s  Church.  No  dates,  and  her  first  name,  are  known,  but  she 
is  buried  in  the  same  cemetery  at  the  same  church  but  has  no  tombstone. 

At  the  time  George  came  into  this  wilderness,  it  was  known  as  Northumberland  County 
and  at  the  present  time  it  is  about  on  the  line  of  Northumberland  and  Schuylkill  Counties. 
Northumberland  County  was  formed  in  1772  and  included  the  northern  part  of  Berks 
County.  Schuylkill  County  was  formed  in  1812  after  George  had  settled  in  this  section.

Conrad  Geist  (1-3)  a  son  of  Mathias  Geist  (3-2)  was  born  in  Chester  County,  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  on  April  18,  1773,  and  died  in  New  Hanover  Township,  Montgomery  County,  on 
June  13,  1827.  He  is  buried  in  the  old  cemetery  of  the  Falkner  Swamp  Reformed  Church 
and  a  tombstone  marks  his  grave.  He  was  a  farmer  and  had  the  German  education.  He 
married  Mary  Groff — Geist  (1-3)  and  they  had  nine  children:

Mary  Groff — Geist  (1-3)  the  wife  of  Conrad  Geist  (1-3)  was  bom  on  September  12, 
1780  and  died  on  May  13,  1843.  She  is  buried  in  the  old  cemetery  at  Falkner  Swamp 
Reformed  Church  in  New  Hanover  Township,  Montgomery  County,  and  a  tombstone 
marks  her  grave.  She  married  Conrad  Geist  (1-3)  and  their  nine  children  are  given 
under  his  name. 


Mathias  Geist  (2-3)  a  son  of  Mathias  Geist  (3-2)  was  born  in  Chester  County,  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  on  May  1,  1787  and  died  on  September  16,  1827.  His  burial  place  is  not  definitely 
known.  He  married  Hannah  Sheffy-Geist  (2-3)  and  they  had  two  children.

Hannah  Sheffy — Geist  (2-3)  the  wife  of  Mathias  Geist  (2-3)  was  born  on  March  3, 
1792  and  died  on  May  20,  1852.  She  married  Mathias  Geist  (2-3)  and  their  two  children 
are  given  under  his  name.  She  was  a  housewife  and  had  the  German  education. 

John  Geist  (1-3)  a  son  of  John  Geist  (4-2)  was  bom  in  Frederick  Township,  Mont¬ 
gomery  County,  Pennsylvania,  on  October  18,  1798  and  died  at  Pottstown,  Pennsylvania  on 
April  15,  1881.  He  was  a  farmer  and  had  the  German  and  some  English  education.  He 
was  married  but  we  do  not  know  the  name  of  his  wife.  They  had  only  one  child.

Catherine  Geist — Missimer  (2-3)  a  daughter  of  John  Geist  (4-2)  was  born  in  Fred¬ 
erick  Township,  Montgomery  County,  Pennsylvania  on  December  25,  1800  and  died  at 
Pottstown,  Pennsylvania  on  May  29,  1881.  She  is  buried  in  the  Pottstown  cemetery  and  a 
tombstone  marks  her  grave.  She  was  a  housewife  and  had  the  German  and  English  edu¬ 
cation.  She  married  Joseph  Missimer  (2-3)  on  -  and  of  their  children 

we  can  mention  only  one  at  this  time.

Joseph  Missimer  (2-3)  the  husband  of  Catherine  Geist — Missimer  (2-3)  is  buried  in 
the  Pottstown  cemetery  and  a  tombstone  marks  his  grave  but  the  stone  is  worn  that  much 
that  it  is  impossible  to  read  the  inscriptions.  He  is  buried  aside  of  his  wife  and  one  of 
their  daughters. 

Susan  Geist — Missimer  (3-3)  a  daughter  of  John  Geist  (4-2)  was  born  in  1802  and 
was  married  to  Nathaniel  Missimer  (3-3).  Their  graves  have  not  been  found,  neither 
their  descendents  so  we  know  nothing  about  them  at  this  time. 
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Rebecca  Geist — Rahn  (4-3)  a  daughter  of  John  Geist  (4-2)  was  bom  in  Frederick 

Township,  Montgomery  County,  Pennsylvania  on -  1804,  and  died  at  Potts- 

town,  Pennsylvania  in  1881.  She  is  buried  in  the  Pottstown  cemetery  and  a  tombstone 
marks  her  grave.  She  was  a  housewife  and  had  the  German  and  English  education.  She 
married  George  Rahn  (4-3)  and  we  have  four  of  their  children.

George  Rahn  (4-3)  the  husband  of  Rebecca  Geist — Rahn  (4-3)  was  bom  on  Decem¬ 
ber  5,  1809  and  died  on  February  23,  1873.  He  is  buried  in  the  Pottstown  cemetery  and  a 
tombstone  marks  his  grave.  He  married  Rebecca  Geist — Rahn  (4-3)  and  their  four 
children  are  given  under  her  name. 

Mathias  Geist  (5-3)  a  son  of  John  Geist  (4-2)  was  born  in  Frederick  Township, 
Montgomery  County,  Pennsylvania  in  1806.  This  is  all  we  know  concerning  Mathias 
Geist  (5-3). 

We  will  relate  a  news  article  printed  in  the  Pottstown  Ledger  of  April  15,  1881,  con¬ 
cerning  this  family  and  the  Geist  Relation. 


A  VENERABLE  CITIZEN  GONE 

John  Geist  (1-3)  died  this  morning  at  about  5  o’clock  at  the  residence  of  his  son-in- 
law  Reuben  Geist  on  High  Street  in  the  East  Ward  of  Pottstown,  aged  82  years,  5  months 
and  27  days.  He  had  been  ill  and  suffered  for  some  time  from  old  age  and  paralysis,  and 
his  death  was  not  unexpected.  The  deceased  leaves  but  one  child,  Mrs.  Geist,  wife  of 
Reuben  Geist,  with  whom  he  had  been  living  during  the  past  few  years.  He  was  a  quiet, 
unobtrusive  upright  old  German  citizen,  who  possessed  the  respect  and  friendship  of  a 
large  number  of  citizens  of  this  vicinity,  especially  of  the  older  people  that  knew  him 
so  long. 

Mr.  Geist  was  born  and  resided  most  of  his  days  on  his  farm  near  Bombay  Hook  in 
Potts  grove  Township.  There  his  father  and  others  of  his  relatives  lived  before  him,  and 
the  property  having  been  in  the  Geist  family  probably  a  hundred  years  or  more.  His 
father,  John  Geist  (4-2)  who  was  a  soldier  in  the  Revolution,  died  there  fifty-eight  to  sixty 
years  ago,  in  his  73rd  year.  The  father  of  this  John  Geist  and  grandfather  of  the  one  just 
deceased  was  Christoph  Geist  (1-1)  who  came  to  this  country  nearly  a  hundred  and  fifty 
years  ago,  and  settled  in  Frederick  Township  near  the  line  of  Perkiomen  on  the  farm 
now  occupied  by  Rev.  Moses  Gottschall.  He  opened  the  old  copper  mine  there,  the  slope 
of  which  extends  under  a  hill  near  Zieglersville  Station  from  Perkiomen  Creek  to  Mine 
Run,  a  distance  of  about  three  quarters  of  a  mile. 

He  was  the  great  grandfather  of  Henry  Geist  (2-4)  of  Pottstown.  This  opening 
was  still  known  and  in  existence  at  the  time  the  Perkiomen  Railroad  was  built.  The  tunnel 
follows  the  trap  rock  dyke  in  a  N.  E.  and  S.  W.  direction.  The  railroad  closed  the  hole  and 
its  exact  location  is  lost. 

John  Geist  (1-3)  of  whom  we  have  been  speaking  was  probably  the  oldest  member  of 
the  Geist  family  with  the  exception  of  Benjamin  Geist  (7-3)  of  Long  Swamp,  Berks 
County,  who  must  be  85  to  90  years  of  age.  The  family  is  a  numerous  one,  though 
scattered  considerably  and  its  members  have  been  intermarried  with  those  of  several  of 
the  oldest  settlers  in  this  part  of  the  Schuylkill  Valley. 

Of  the  immediate  family  of  the  deceased,  there  are  three  sisters  and  one  brother 
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still  living,  Mrs.  Catherine  Missimer  (2-3)  the  widow  of  Joseph  Missimer  (2-3)  in  her 
81st  year.  Mrs.  Susan  Missimer  (3-3)  widow  of  Nathaniel  Missimer  (3-3)  in  her  79th 
year,  and  Mrs.  Rebecca  Rahn  (4-3)  widow  of  George  Rahn  (4-3)  aged  76  or  77,  all  resid¬ 
ing  in  Pottstown,  and  Mathias  Geist  (5-3)  aged  about  75  years. 


Note — This  article  from  the  Pottstown  Ledger  of  April  15,  1881  gives  important  facts 
concerning  this  relation.  Undoubtedly  the  facts  were  given  by  some  old  person  at  that 
time  who  knew  them  and  it  connects  at  least  three  of  the  seven  sons  of  Christoph  Geist 
(1-1).  It  mentions  Henry  Geist  (2-4)  who  was  a  grandson  of  Mathias  Geist  (3-2)  Benja¬ 
min  Geist  (7-3)  a  son  of  Valentine  Geist  (8-2)  and  this  John  Geist  (1-3)  a  son  of 
John  Geist  (4-2).  The  three  brothers  were  as  follows: 

3- 2 — Mathias  Geist. 

4- 2 — John  Geist 

8-2 — Valentine  Geist 

It  also  confirms  the  early  history  of  the  Copper  Mines  and  the  Ancestor,  Christoph 
Geist  (1-1).  The  family  of  Christoph  Geist  (1-1)  is  given  at  another  place  in  these  records, 
but  this  article  has  the  identical  branches  as  mentioned  before. 

The  numbers  in  parenthesis  in  the  above  newspaper  article  have  been  added  for 
identification. 

John  Geist  (1-3)  the  oldest  son  of  Andrew  Geist  (5-2)  was  bom  in  Weisenburg  Town¬ 
ship,  Berks  County,  now  in  Lehigh  County,  Pennsylvania  on  March  8th,  1784.  He  followed 
farming  and  lumbering  and  his  education  was  a  little  in  German.  His  father  brought  him 
as  a  child  from  Berks  County  to  the  wilds  of  Northumberland  County  in  1788.  He  married 
Elizabeth  Faulk — Geist  (1-3)  and  they  had  eight  children.  He  died  at  Worthville,  Jeffer¬ 
son  County,  Pennsylvania  on  June  2nd,  1859  and  is  buried  in  the  St.  John’s  cemetery, 
near  Grange,  Pennsylvania.  A  tombstone  marks  his  grave.

Elizabeth  Faulk — Geist  (1-3)  the  wife  of  John  Geist  (1-3)  was  born  in  Weisenburg 
Township,  Berks  County,  now  Lehigh  County  on  February  2,  1780,  and  died  at  Worthville, 
Jefferson  County,  Pennsylvania  on  June  29,  1869.  She  was  a  housewife  and  had  a  little 

German  education.  She  married  John  Geist  (1-3)  on  -  and  their  eight 

children  are  given  under  his  name.  She  is  buried  in  the  St.  John’s  cemetery  near  Grange, 
Pennsylvania  and  a  tombstone  marks  her  grave. 

John  Geist  (1-3)  lived  at  Greenbrier,  Northumberland  County,  Pennsylvania  until 
1836.  In  this  year  he  took  his  family,  all  but  the  three  oldest  children,  to  Jefferson 
County.  The  three  oldest  children  were  girls.  The  first  was  married  to  a  Peter  Starr,  the 
second  died  at  the  age  of  four  years  and  the  third  was  married  to  Peter  Smith,  with  the 
other  five  children  he  moved  to  western  Pennsylvania. 

Catherine  Geist — Kehler  (2-3)  a  daughter  of  Andrew  Geist  (5-2)  was  born  in  Weisen¬ 
burg  Township,  Berks  County,  Pennsylvania  on  September  20,  1786  and  died  at  Greenbrier, 
Northumberland  County  on  September  10,  1840.  She  is  buried  in  the  Himmel’s  Church 
cemetery  at  Rebuck,  Northumberland  County  and  a  tombstone  marks  her  grave.  She  was 
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a  housewife  and  had  a  little  German  education.  She  married  Frederick  Kehler  (2-3)  on 

-  and  they  had  ten  children.  Her  parents  brought  her,  as  a  child,  from 

Weisenburg  Township,  Berks  County,  across  the  mountains  and  valleys  by  way  of  Bethel, 
Berks  County,  to  Pine  Grove,  Joliett,  Valley  View  Gap  and  Klingerstown  Gap  to  Green¬ 
brier,  together  with  her  brother  John  and  their  belongings  on  horseback  to  this  new  home 
in  the  wilds  of  Northumberland  County.  Her  mother  died  when  she  was  about  nine  years 
of  age  and  her  father  died  nineteen  years  after  Catherine  died.

Frederick  Kehler  (2-3)  the  husband  of  Catherine  Geist--Kehler  (2-3)  was  born  on 
January  7,  1783  and  died  at  Greenbrier,  Northumberland  County  on  April  19,  1859.  He  is 
buried  in  Himmel’s  Church  cemetery  at  Rebuck,  Northumberland  County  and  a  tombstone 
marks  his  grave.  We  know  very  little  about  him  but  it  seems  that  he  may  have  been 
born  at  Greenbrier  as  there  were  a  few  settlers  in  this  region  some  years  before  his  birth. 
Then  again  his  parents  may  have  brought  him  there  when  he  was  a  young  boy.  He  was 
a  farmer  and  had  some  German  education.  He  married  Catherine  Geist — Kehler  (2-3) 
on - and  their  children  are  given  under  her  name. 

The  name  is  spelled  in  different  ways  but  all  the  descendents  given  under  her  name 
“Catherine  Geist— Kehler”  belong  to  this  family.  The  name  is  spelled  Kehler  on  the 
tombstones  of  these  early  people  but  the  spelling  has  been  changed  by  some  of  the  de¬ 
scendents.  No  trace  of  some  of  their  children  could  be  found  but  at  least  three  have  died 
of  T.  B.  soon  after  their  marriage  and  are  probably  buried  near  the  graves  of  their  parents 
as  there  are  a  number  of  graves  nearby  which  have  no  tombstones. 

Susanna  Geist— Bixler  (3-3)  a  daughter  of  Andrew  Geist  (5-2)  was  born  at  Green¬ 
brier,  Northumberland  County,  Pennsylvania  on  September  22,  1789  and  died  at  Hepler, 
Schuylkill  County,  Pennsylvania  on  September  27,  1872.  She  is  buried  in  the  Herb’s 
Church  cemetery  at  Rough  and  Ready,  Schuylkill  County  and  a  tombstone  marks  her 
grave.  She  was  a  housewife  and  her  education  was  little  which  she  received  from  the 
private  paid  teachers  of  that  time  and  all  in  the  German  language.  She  married  John 
Bixler  (3-3)  (Johannes)  but  the  marriage  date  is  not  known.  As  far  as  is  known  they 
had  five  children:

John  (Johannes)  Bixler  (3-3)  the  husband  of  Susanna  Geist^-Bixler  (3-3)  was  born 
on  March  27,  1785,  probably  across  the  mountain  from  where  they  resided  in  what  is 
known  as  the  Hegins  Valley,  as  there  were  no  Bixlers  in  that  section  where  she  was 
raised.  He  died  at  Hepler,  Schuylkill  County,  Pennsylvania  on  July  10,  1855  and  is  buried 
in  the  Herb’s  Church  cemetery  at  Rough  and  Ready,  Schuylkill  County.  A  tombstone 
marks  his  grave  but  they  are  not  buried  aside  each  other.  He  was  a  farmer  and  had  the 
education  as  these  pioneers  had,  a  little  German  obtained  from  private  paid  teachers.  He 
married  Susanna  Geist — Bixler  (3-3)  date  not  known,  and  their  five  children,  are  given 
under  her  name. 
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Elizabeth  Geist — Schaeffer  (4-3)  a  daughter  of  Andrew  Geist  (5-2)  was  born  at  Green¬ 
brier,  Northumberland  County,  Pennsylvania  on  -  1792  and  died  at  Ringgold, 

Jefferson  County  on -  1845.  She  is  buried  in  the  St.  James  Church  cemetery 

near  Ringgold  but  has  no  tombstone  and  her  grave  cannot  be  found.  She  was  a  house¬ 
wife  and  had  the  private  paid  German  education.  She  married  John  Schaeffer  (4-3)  on 
November  10,  1813  and  they  had  four  children:

John  Schaeffer  (4-3)  the  husband  of  Elizabeth  Geist — Schaeffer  (4-3)  was  born  at 
Nazareth,  Northampton  County,  Pennsylvania  on  August  14,  1788  and  died  at  Ringgold, 
Jefferson  County,  Pennsylvania  on  May  18,  1858.  He  is  buried  in  the  St.  James  Church 
cemetery  near  Ringgold  but  has  no  tombstone.  He  was  a  farmer  and  had  some  German 
education.  He  married  Elizabeth  Geist — Schaeffer  (4-3)  on  November  10,  1813  and  their 
four  children  are  given  under  her  name. 

Note — The  birth  and  death  years  of  Elizabeth  Geist — Schaeffer  are  estimated.  They 
could  not  be  found  anywhere  and  after  comparing  other  dates,  they  seem  to  be  very 
near  right.  The  dates  of  her  husband,  John  Schaeffer  were  taken  from  the  Schaeffer 
family  records.  This  family  moved  from  Northumberland  County  to  Jefferson  County  in 
1839  leaving  their  two  boys  at  Greenbrier  and  their  two  girls  they  took  along,  who  after¬ 
wards  found  their  husbands  in  that  county.  It  appears  on  the  records  in  Sunbury  that 
these  two  boys  signed  for  their  inheritance  in  May  1855,  from  their  Grandfather  Andrew 
Geist.  Their  mother  was  dead  at  this  time.  John  was  at  one  time  visiting  his  parents  in 
Jefferson  County,  but  he  left  that  section  and  we  have  no  records  of  them. 

George  Geist  (5-3)  a  son  of  Andrew  Geist  (5-2)  was  bom  at  Greenbrier,  Northumber¬ 
land  County,  Pennsylvania  on  April  27,  1798  and  died  near  Langville,  Jefferson  County 
about  1852.  He  is  buried  in  the  Lutheran  Church  cemetery  near  Langville  in  what  is 
known  as  the  old  cemetery.  He  has  no  tombstone  to  mark  his  grave.  He  was  a  farmer,  a 
miller  and  a  lumber  man.  He  had  a  little  German  education.  He  married  Lydia  Delp — 
Geist  (5-3)  and  they  had  six  children.

Lydia  Delp — Geist  (5-3)  the  wife  of  George  Geist  (5-3)  came  from  Northumberland 
County  but  her  birthplace  is  not  known.  The  years  she  lived  were  carefully  estimated  as 
from  1800  to  1870.  She  died  at  Ringgold,  Jefferson  County  and  is  buried  in  the  Ringgold 
Church  cemetery  but  has  no  tombstone  to  mark  her  grave.  She  married  George  Geist 
(5-3)  and  they  had  six  children  as  given  under  his  name. 

Note — This  George  Geist  family  was  one  of  the  hardest  of  the  whole  relation  to  trace. 
There  are  a  number  of  reasons.  There  were  two  George  Geists  in  Jefferson  County  at 
that  time  and  they  had  nearly  the  same  age,  so  some  relatives  claimed  one  and  others 
claimed  the  other.  Due  to  the  fact  that  they  both  died  at  an  early  age  and  again  about 
the  same  time  it  was  an  unsettled  relationship  up  to  this  time.  We  think  it  is  finally 
solved.  The  George  Geist  in  this  relation  was  married  to  a  Lydia  Delp.  The  other  George 
Geist  was  married  to  a  Barbara  Kessler.  The  second  George  Geist  and  Barbara  Kessler 
came  from  Barry  Township,  Schuylkill  County,  a  place  where  none  of  Father  Andrew’s 
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children  had  ever  settled.  The  first  George  Geist  and  his  wife  Lydia  Delp  had  at  one 
time  bought  a  tract  of  land  from  George’s  father  Andrew  and  in  1830  George  sold  it  back 
to  Andrew.  This  deed  is  signed  by  his  wife  as  Lydia  Geist.  Also  the  late  Elizabeth  Geist 

_ pry  and  her  brother  Andy  Geist  with  whom  the  writer  talked  a  number  of  times,  they 

both  claimed  George  Geist  and  his  wife  Lydia  as  their  Uncle  and  Aunt.  Mrs.  Fry  was  very 
emphatic  about  this  and  used  to  say  that  she  knows  exactly  where  her  Uncle’s  grave  was 
and  that  she  could  walk  right  to  the  spot,  although  he  has  no  tombstone.  Her  brother, 
Andy  made  the  statement  that  George’s  wife,  Lydia,  was  married  later  to  a  John 
Schaeffer  but  did  not  stay  with  him  and  went  back  to  her  daughter  Mrs.  Lydia  Holben  at 
Ringgold  where  she  died.  This  George  Geist  and  Lydia,  his  wife,  had  three  sons  and  the 
three  disappeared  so  unexpectedly  that  there  was  no  real  connection  with  the  relation 
thereafter.  The  three  girls,  they  had  married  into  other  families  and  the  Geist  relation 
was  more  or  less  neglected.  The  history  of  the  three  boys  will  come  under  their  names. 
This  George  Geist  was  born  on  April  27,  1798  as  is  proved  by  the  records  of  Himmel’s 
Church  at  Rebuck,  Pa.  The  relatives  can  feel  perfectly  satisfied  that  we  are  giving  the 
right  man  in  this  record. 

Because  this  family  was  so  hard  to  trace,  there  are  still  many  records  of  the  descend- 
ents  missing.  This  George  Geist  moved  from  Northumberland  County  to  western  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  in  the  year  1831  or  1832.  It  was  at  that  time  Armstrong  County  as  Clarion  County 
was  not  formed  until  1839.  We  reprint  a  newspaper  article  concerning  New  Maysville  or 
now  Mayport  in  about  1860.  This  article  was  cut  out  of  one  of  the  early  newspapers  and 
given  to  the  writer  in  1935,  a  little  more  than  one  hundred  years  after  this  George  Geist 
settled  in  those  parts. 

“In  the  early  years  of  1800,  George  Geist  purchased  from  the  representatives  of  the 
Holland  Land  Company,  Willink  &  Co.,  a  certain  part  of  No.  5  allotment,  tract  No. 
254  and  warrant  3058.  The  property  adjoined  what  was  known  as  “Deer  Park”  situated 
on  the  north.  It  seems  that  the  boundaries  were  not  distinctly  defined  and  much  trouble 
and  annoyance  was  caused  thereby.  The  few  buildings  that  were  erected  on  Mr.  Geist’s 
land  was  all  that  occupied  the  ground  on  which  New  Maysville  stands,  until  1833,  when 
the  owner  of  the  plot  built  a  grist  mill  on  it.  The  property  on  which  the  mill  was  erected 
was  claimed  by  Brown  &  McOonnels  who  proved  their  title  good  but  a  compromise  was 
effected  by  Geist  conveying  the  land  and  the  mill  to  Daniel  Geist  in  1838  for  the  sum  of 
$3000.  Daniel  Geist  sold  the  property  about  a  year  later  to  John  Hess  for  $1500.  Later, 
Andrew  Wahlman  became  the  owner.  The  place  grew  apace,  but  slowly,  until  in  1860  there 
were  a  number  of  dwellings  and  a  couple  of  stores  in  the  village.” 

After  this  land  transaction  the  George  Geist  family  moved  up  along  the  Sandy  Creek 
to  near  Ringgold  or  Langville  where  he  died.  Daniel  Geist,  a  brother  to  George  Geist 
Crowed  his  brotherly  love  in  helping  George  out  of  his  trouble  at  Mayport. 

Anna  Margaret  Geist — Wagner — Schankweiler  (6-3)  a  daughter  of  Andrew  Geist  (5-2) 
was  bom  at  Greenbrier,  Northumberland  County,  Pennsylvania  on  July  18,  1799  and  died 
at  Leek  Kill,  Northumberland  County  on  August  24,  1868.  She  was  a  housewife  and  had 
the  private  paid  German  education.  She  is  buried  in  the  Himmel’s  Church  cemetery  at 
Rebuck,  Northumberland  County  and  a  tombstone  marks  her  grave.  She  was  married 
twice.  Her  first  husband  was  Jacob  Wagner  (6-3)  with  whom  she  had  four  children.  Her 
second  husband  was  Solomon  Schankweiler  (6-3)  and  they  had  six  children.

Jacob  Wagner  (6-3)  the  first  husband  of  Anna  Margaret  Geist — Wagner — Schankweiler 
(6-3)  was  born  in  about  1795,  and  died  at  Line  Mountain,  Northumberland  County  in  1827.

He  is  buried  in  the  Howerter’s  Church  cemetery  but  has  no  tombstone.  This  is  near  Pit¬ 
man,  Schuylkill  County.  He  married  Anna  Margaret  Geist — Wagner — Schankweiler  (6-3) 
and  they  had  four  children,  as  given  under  her  name. 

Very  little  is  known  about  this  man.  He  died  so  young  and  has  no  tomhstone  and  it 
seemed  there  was  nobody  around  who  knew  him. 
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Solomon  Schankweiler  (6-3)  the  second  husband  of  Anna  Margaret  Geist — Wagner — 
Schankweiler  (6-3)  was  born  at  Greenbrier,  Northumberland  County,  Pennsylvania  on 
December  18,  1796  and  died  at  Leek  Kill,  Northumberland  County  on  April  9,  1870.  He  is 
buried  in  the  Himmel’s  Church  cemetery  and  has  a  tombstone  to  mark  his  grave.  He 
was  a  farmer  and  had  the  private  paid  German  education.  He  married  Anna  Margaret 
Geist — Wagner — Schankweiler  (6-3)  and  they  had  six  children  as  given  under  her  name. 

Andrew  Geist  (7-3)  a  son  of  Andrew  Geist  (5-2)  was  born  at  Greenbrier,  Northumber¬ 
land  County,  Pennsylvania  on  January  5,  1801  and  died  at  the  same  place  on  February 
12,  1878.  He  is  buried  in  the  Himmel’s  Church  cemetery  and  a  tombstone  marks  his  grave. 
He  was  a  farmer  all  his  life  and  owned  a  piece  of  his  father’s  (Andrew  Geist,  5-2)  tract  of 
land.  His  education  was  like  everybody’s  at  that  time,  a  little  German  taught  by  teachers 
who  traveled  from  house  to  house  and  taught  the  children  as  best  they  could.  These 
teachers  were  German  but  soon  changed  to  some  English.  They  were  paid  by  the  parents 
of  the  children  where  they  taught.  His  marriage  date  could  not  be  found  but  he  married 
Magdalena  Hepler — Geist  (7-3)  and  they  had  eight  children.

Magdalena  Hepler — Geist  (7-3)  the  wife  of  Andrew  Geist  (7-3)  was  bom  near  Pitman, 
Schuylkill  County,  Pennsylvania  on  May  14,  1803  and  died  at  Greenbrier,  Northumber¬ 
land  County  on  April  5,  1869.  She  is  buried  in  the  Himmel’s  Church  cemetery  at  Rebuck, 
Northumberland  County  and  a  tombstone  marks  her  grave.  She  was  a  housewife  and 
came  from  one  of  the  pioneer  families  in  the  eastern  part  of  Mahantongo  Valley.  Her 

education  was  a  little  in  German.  She  married  Andrew  Geist  (7-3)  on  - 

and  their  eight  children  are  given  under  his  name. 


Samuel  Geist  (8-3)  a  son  of  Andrew  Geist  (5-2)  was  born  at  Greenbrier,  Northumber¬ 
land  Cbunty,  Pennsylvania,  on  October  24th,  1802.  He  was  a  farmer  and  also  did  a  good 
bit  of  lumbering  after  he  came  to  Jefferson  County.  His  education  was  German  which 
he  received  in  the  subscription  schools  of  that  time.  He  married  Elizabeth  Miller — Geist 

(8-3)  on  -  and  they  had  four  children.  He  died  on  June  13th,  1862  at 

Worthville,  Jefferson  County,  Pennsylvania  and  is  buried  in  the  St.  John’s  Church  ceme¬ 
tery  near  Grange,  Pennsylvania.  A  tombstone  marks  his  grave.  Their  four  children  were:

Elizabeth  Miller— Geist  (8-3)  the  wife  of  Samuel  Geist  (8-3)  was  bom  at  Greenbrier, 
Northumberland  County,  Pennsylvania  on  September  16th,  1808.  She  was  a  housewife  and 
had  the  German  education  which  she  obtained  from  the  subscription  schools  at  that  time. 

She  married  Samuel  Geist  (8-3)  on  -  and  their  four  children  are  given 

under  his  name.  She  died  on  August  16th,  1892  at  Worthville,  Jefferson  County,  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  and  is  buried  aside  of  her  husband  in  the'  St.  John’s  Church  cemetery,  near  Grange, 
Pennsylvania.  A  tombstone  marks  her  grave. 


It  is  related  that  Samuel  Geist  (8-3)  and  his  family  moved  from  Northumberland 
County,  Pennsylvania  to  Jefferson  County,  Pennsylvania  in  1845  and  that  they  went  with 
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a  team  and  a  cow  which  was  tied  to  the  back  end  of  their  wagon.  Every  morning  and 
evening  this  cow  was  milked  and  the  milk  they  did  not  use  at  once  was  poured  into  a 
butter  chum.  This  chum  was  the  old  up  and  down  style  and  was  fastened  to  the  wagon 
and  during  the  day  while  traveling  along  over  the  rough  roads  across  the  Allegheny 
Mountains,  the  jolting  of  the  wagon  would  chum  the  milk  into  butter  and  in  this  way 
they  had  a  fresh  supply  of  milk  and  butter  every  day.  Their  trip  was  a  little  more  than 
two  hundred  miles  long. 


The  family  name  Schaeffer  is  spelled  in  different  ways — Schaeffer — Schaffer — Shaffer 
— Shaeffer.  In  Northumberland  County  it  was  spelled  Schaeffer  by  the  ancestors  of  this 
relation  recorded  here,  but  the  spelling  was  changed  when  some  of  the  relatives  settled 
in  Jefferson  County,  so  that  it  is  spelled  Shaffer  in  Western  Pennsylvania.  As  far  as 
these  records  go,  it  is  the  same  relation  no  matter  how  the  word  is  spelled. 

Christina  Geist — Schaeffer  (9-3)  a  twin  to  Samuel  Geist  f.8-3)  was  a  daughter  of  An¬ 
drew  Geist  (5-2)  and  was  bom  at  Greenbrier,  Northumberland  County,  Pennsylvania  on 
October  24th,  1802.  She  was  a  housewife  and  her  education  was  German  which  she  ob¬ 
tained  in  the  early  subscription  schools.  She  married  Isaac  Schaeffer  (9-3)  and  they  had 
twelve  children.  She  died  at  Pansy  Beaver  Township,  Jefferson  County,  Pennsylvania  on 
May  25th,  1884  and  is  buried  in  the  old  Lutheran  cemetery  near  Langville,  Jefferson 
County.  A  tombstone  marks  her  grave.  Their  children  were:

Isaac  Schaeffer  (9-3)  the  husband  of  Christina  Geist — Schaeffer  (9-3)  was  bom  in 
Northumberland  County,  Pennsylvania  on  January  30th,  1799.  He  was  a  farmer  and  did 
some  lumbering  on  their  arrival  in  Jefferson  County.  His  education  was  a  little  German 
obtained  from  the  German  subscription  schools  of  that  time.  He  married  Christina  Geist 

— Schaeffer  (9-3)  on - and  their  twelve  children  are  given  under  her  name. 

He  died  at  Pansy  Beaver  Township,  Jefferson  County,  Pennsylvania  on  April  16th,  1868 
and  is  buried  in  the  old  Lutheran  cemetery  near  Langville,  Jefferson  County.  A  tombstone 
marks  his  grave. 

The  records  show  that  these  people  moved  to  Jefferson  Cbunty  in  the  year  1837  with 
a  family  of  seven  small  children.  Christina  Geist — Schaeffer’s  (9-3)  brother,  convinced 
them  and  others  to  go  west  across  the  Allegheny  Mountains  where  they  would  find  forests 
of  white  pine  timber. 

Peter  Geist  (10-3)  a  son  of  Andrew  Geist  (5-2)  was  born  at  Greenbrier,  Northum¬ 
berland  County,  Pennsylvania  on  December  21,  1804  and  died  at  Leek  Kill,  Northumber¬ 
land  County  on  January  8,  1875.  He  is  buried  in  the  Brick  Church  cemetery  at  Leek  Kill 
and  a  tombstone  marks  his  grave.  He  was  a  blacksmith  and  a  farmer  and  had  a  little 

German  education.  He  married  Mary  M.  Kratzer — Geist  (10-3)  on  -  and  they 

had  nine  children.  He  was  a  humorous  good-natured  man  and  these  same  qualities  could 
be  seen  in  some  of  his  children.

Mary  M.  Kratzer — Geist  (10-3)  the  wife  of  Peter  Geist  (10-3)  was  bom  at  Washing- 
tonville,  Montour  County,  Pennsylvania  on  September  10,  1805,  and  died  at  Leek  Kill, 
Northumberland  County  on  June  29,  1888.  She  is  buried  in  the  Brick  Church  cemetery 
at  Leek  Kill  and  a  tombstone  marks  her  grave.  She  was  a  housewife  and  had  the  private 

paid  English  and  German  education.  She  married  Peter  Geist  (10-3)  on  - and 

their  nine  children  are  given  under  his  name.  She  was  a  very  kind  hearted  and  religious 
old  woman. 

The  baptismal  certificates  of  both  these,  my  grandparents,  are  in  my  possession.  They 
are  hand  painted.  There  is  also  in  my  possession  a  small  crochet  hook  made  out  of  a 
little  piece  of  copper  by  Peter  Geist  for  his'  wife  Mary.  She  used  it  to  crochet  stockings 
and  mittens  for  their  children. 

Mary  Geist — Eisenhart  (11-3)  a  daughter  of  Andrew  Geist  (5-2)  was  bom  at  Green¬ 
brier,  Northumberland  County,  Pennsylvania  on  June  14,  1807  and  died  at  Leek  Kill, 
Northumberland  County  on  October  13,  1868.  She  is  buried  in  the  Brick  Church  cemetery 
at  Leek  Kill  and  a  tombstone  marks  her  grave.  She  was  a  housewife  and  had  a  little 
German  education  which  she  received  from  the  private  paid  teachers.  She  married  Jonas 

Eisenhart  (11-3)  on - and  they  had  seventeen  children  of  whom  two  could 

not  be  found  and  probably  died  very  young  and  no  records  of  them  could  be  found.  There 
are  a  lot  of  the  records  still  missing  concerning  this  family  although  efforts  were  made 
to  get  them.  Out  of  their  family  five  sons  served  in  the  Civil  War.

Jonas  Eisenhart  (11-3)  the  husband  of  Mary  Geist — Eisenhart  (11-3)  was  bom  at 
Greenbrier,  Northumberland  County,  Pennsylvania  on  January  31,  1804  and  died  at  Leek 
Kill,  Northumberland  County  on  June  4,  1881.  He  is  buried  in  the  Brick  Church  ceme¬ 
tery  at  Leek  Kill  and  a  tombstone  marks  his  grave.  He  was  a  farmer  and  had  the  German 
education  taught  by  the  private  paid  teachers  of  that  time.  He  married  Mary  Geist — 
Eisenhart  (11-3)  on - and  their  children  ore  given  under  her  name. 

Daniel  Geist  (12-3)  a  son  of  Andrew  Geist  (5-2)  was  bom  at  Greenbrier,  Northumber¬ 
land  County,  Pennsylvania  on  June  17,  1809  and  died  at  Worthville,  Jefferson  County  on 
November  15,  1890.  He  was  a  millwright  and  did  lumbering.  He  is  buried  in  the  Worth¬ 
ville  cemetery  and  a  tombstone  marks  his  grave.  He  had  a  little  German  education  but 
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Peter  Geist  (10-3)  1804-1875,  Son  of  Andrew  Geist  (5-2) 

after  he  left  home  he  soon  learned  the  English  language.  He  married  Elizabeth  Gearhart 
— Geist  (12-3)  on  October  16,  1838  and  they  had  seven  children.

Elizabeth  Gearhart — Geist  (12-3)  the  wife  of  Daniel  Geist  (12-3)  was  born  at  Cham- 
bersburg,  Franklin  County,  Pennsylvania  on  July  10,  1823  and  died  at  Worthville,  Jeffer¬ 
son  County  on  December  20,  1901.  She  is  buried  in  the  Worthville  cemetery  and  a  tomb- 
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stone  marks  her  grave.  She  was  a  housewife  and  had  some  German  and  some  English 
education.  She  married  Daniel  Geist  (12-3)  on  October  16,  1838  and  their  seven  children 
are  given  under  his  name. 

This  Daniel  Geist  (12-3)  was  a  real  pioneer.  Like  his  grandfather  who  came  across 
the  ocean  in  1740,  and  like  his  father  Andrew  Geist  (5-2)  who  came  from  Montgomery 
County  across  the  mountains  and  following  the  Indian  Trail  as  far  -as  Northumberland 
County.  Daniel  followed  their  example.  At  the  age  of  sixteen  years  he  left  his  home  at 
Greenbrier,  Northumberland  County  with  the  idea  of  going  to  Illinois  and  we  cannot  give 
a  better  account  of  him  than  one  of  his  own  daughters  has  related.  We  give  a  copy  of  her 
message  as  to  her  father. 

“Daniel  Geist,  when  a  very  young  man,  started  for  the  state  of  Illinois.  Viewing  a 
wreck  on  the  Portage  Railroad  near  Johnstown,  Pennsylvania,  he  decided  he  would  go  to 
the  town  of  Indiana.  There  he  purchased  a  horse,  and  traveled  northward,  coming  to 
the  wilds  of  Jefferson  County,  1825.  He  located  at  Mayport.  Clarion  County  and  erected 
a  flour  mill.  On  this  trip  through  this  country  there  were  no  roads  from  Indiana  to 
Mayport,  only  a  path,  and  he  met  all  kinds, of  wild  animals — no  person  living  along  this 
route. 

“After  a  few  years  he  returned  to  his  former  home,  telling  his  friends  of  the  wonder¬ 
ful  pine  forests  he  had  seen  and  what  an  opportunity  for  making  wealth.  At  this  time  he 
was  married  and  then  returned  to  Mayport,  buying  a  large  tract  of  land  from  the  Holland 
Land  Co.  Soon  after  some  of  his  eastern  friends  came  to  this  region  and  by  his  advice 
they  bought  land  and  settled  near  Daniel  Geist.  While  living  at  Mayport  three  children 
were  born. 

“He  sold  his  property  there  to  David  Hess  and  moved  seven  miles  east,  into  Jefferson 
County,  to  a  hamlet  and  built  another  mill.  This  hamlet  was  named  Geisttown,  and  later 
on  took  the  name  of  Worthville,  so  named  in  honor  of  General  Worth.  Here  he  remained 
the  rest  of  his  life. 

“He  was  interested  in  local  and  county  affairs,  being  one  of  the  leaders  in  his  com¬ 
munity  and  in  county  activities.  He  was  instrumental  in  building  a  church  at  Worthville 
and  another  one  near  Sprangles  Mills,  now  called  the  St.  John’s  Church.” 

The  result  of  Daniel  Geist’s  adventures  was  that  three  of  his  sisters  after  they  had 
married  and  four  of  his  brothers  left  Greenbrier,  Northumberland  County  and  made  their 
way  across  the  Allegheny  Mountains  and  settled  in  either  Jefferson  or  Clarion  Counties. 
Most  of  them  stayed  in  Jefferson  County.  Not  only  brothers  and  sisters  followed  him  but 
cousins  and  friends  and  the  original  family  names  of  Northumberland  County  are  very 
numerous  in  the  western  counties  where  these  pioneers  settled  from  1825  to  1850.  It  has 
been  my  pleasure  to  make  a  trip  to  the  Cook  State  Forests  to  see  what  it  looked  like  when 
these  people  first  settled  in  those  regions  and  never  have  I  seen  a  more  wonderfully  wooded 
■section.  No  wonder  they  went  a  distance  of  two  hundred  miles  over  mountains  and  pla¬ 
teaus  to  get  to  this  wonderful  forest  which  they  bought  at  that  time  from  $1.50  to  $3.00 
per  acre  and  would  be  worth  thousands  of  dollars  per  acre  today  if  we  could  wish  it  back. 

We  have  in  our  relation  the  family  name  Falck,  and  it  is  spelled  in  three  different 
ways,  but  all  these  people  are  descendents  from  one  man,  only  they  have  changed  the 
spelling  of  their  name.  It  is  spelled  Faulk — Falck — Falk. 

The  records  show  that  back  in  1750  the  name  was  spelled  Falk.  In  the  index  of  this 
record  you  will  find  the  wife  of  a  John  Geist  (1-3)  whose  name  was  spelled  Faulk  while 
her  father,  who  was  Mathias,  spelled  it  Falk.  Then  Salome  Geist  (13-3)  married  a  Solo¬ 
mon  Falk  but  he  spelled  it  Falck.  There  are  also  tombstones  in  the  cemeteries  of  Berks 
County  on  which  it  is  spelled  Falck.  It  matters  little  how  the  name  is  spelled,  it  is  the 
same  relation. 
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Salome  Geist — Falck  (13-3)  a  daughter  of  Andrew  Geist  (5-2)  was  bom  at  Greenbrier, 
Northumberland  County,  Pennsylvania  on  April  6,  1811  and  died  at  the  same  place  on 
April  15,  1867.  She  is  buried  in  the  Brick  Church  cemetery  at  Leek  Kill,  Northumberland 
County  and  a  tombstone  marks  her  grave.  She  was  a  housewife  and  had  a  little  German 

education.  She  married  Solomon  Falck  (13-3)  on  -  and  they  had  fifteen 

children.  Her  descendents  are  spread  to  different  parts  of  the  United  States  and  unless 
these  descendents  are  careful  in  the  years  to  come,  it  might  be  said  that  there  were 
different  ancestors.

-  on  August  9,  1808  and  died  at  Greenbrier,  Northumberland  County, 

Pennsylvania  on  February  12,  1888.  He  is  buried  in  the  Brick  Church  cemetery  at  Leek 
Kill,  Northumberland  County  and  a  tombstone  marks  his  grave.  He  was  a  farmer  and 
a  carpenter  and  had  some  German  education.  He  married  Salome  Geist — Falck  (13-3) 

on  -  and  their  fifteen  children  are  given  under  her  name.  This  man 

spelled  his  name  Falck  and  I  will  continue  this  spelling  until  younger  generations  have 
changed  the  spelling. 

Abraham  Geist  (14-3)  a  son  of  Andrew  Geist  (5-2)  was  bom  at  Greenbrier,  Northum¬ 
berland  County,  Pennsylvania  on  March  20,  1813  and  died  at  the  same  place  on  August 
28,  1883.  He  is  buried  in  the  Himmel’s  Church  cemetery  at  Rebuck,  Northumberland 
County,  and  a  tombstone  marks  his  grave.  He  was  a  farmer  and  had  the  German  educa¬ 
tion  taught  by  private  paid  teachers.  He  married  Elizabeth  Hepler — Geist  (14-3)  on 
- and  they  had  ten  children.

Elizabeth  Hepler — Geist  (14-3)  the  wife  of  Abraham  Geist  (14-3)  was  bom  at  Pitman, 
Sch’uylkill  County,  Pennsylvania,  on  June  10,  1813  and  died  at  Greenbrier,  Northumber¬ 
land  County  on  July  14,  1888.  She  is  buried  in  the  Himmel’s  Church  cemetery  at  Rebuck, 
Northumberland  County  and  a  tombstone  marks  her  grave.  She  was  a  housewife  and  had 
the  little  education  received  from  the  private  paid  teachers  of  that  time.  She  married 

Abraham  Geist  (14-3)  on  -  and  their  ten  children  are  given  under  his 

name. 
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Abraham  Geist  (14-3)  lived  and  died  on  a  part  of  his  father’s  farm  and  according  to 
the  sayings  of  his  children,  grandchildren,  nephews  and  nieces  he  must  have  been  a  jolly 
and  pleasant  man.  Aunt  Amelia  Geist  Ensinger — Erdman  (7-4)  mentioned  at  another 
place  in  these  records  and  who  was  one  of  his  nieces,  has  told  the  writer  that  if  the  young 
people  in  those  days  wanted  a  good  time,  they  would  suggest  to  go  to  the  home  of  Abraham 
Geist  (14-3)  and  away  they  would  go  and  had  their  good  time. 

Lydia  Geist — Gearhart  (15-3)  a  daughter  of  Andrew  Geist  (5-2)  was  born  at  Green¬ 
brier,  Northumberland  County,  Pennsylvania  on  February  28,  1815  and  died  at  Mayport, 
Clarion  County  on  January  26,  1889.  She  is  buried  in  the  North  Freedom  Reformed 
cemetery  at  North  Freedom,  Armstrong  County  and  a  tombstone  marks  her  grave.  She 
was  a  housewife  and  had  the  little  German  education  as  taught  by  the  early,  private  paid 
teachers.  She  married  Paul  Gearhart  (15-3)  on  July  9,  1837  and  they  had  two  children.

Paul  Gearhart  (15-3)  the  husband  of  Lydia  Geist — Gearhart  (15-3)  was  born  at 
Greenbrier,  Northumberland  County,  Pennsylvania  on  September  6,  1810,  and  died  at 
Mayport,  Clarion  County  on  September  6,  1872.  He  was  a  farmer  and  had  the  German 
education  as  taught  by  the  private  paid  teachers  of  that  time.  He  married  Lydia  Geist — 
Gearhart  (15-3)  on  July  9,  1837  and  their  two  children  are  given  under  her  name. 

Daniel  Geist  (12-3)  the  Geist  Pioneer  of  Western  Pennsylvania,  went  west  on  his  adven¬ 
turous  trip  in  1825,  but  he  did  not  settle  down  for  some  years  after  this,  and  during  these 
years  he  had  made  different  trips  back  home  in  Northumberland  County.  It  is  said  that 
on  one  of  these  trips  “home”  he  influenced  one  brother  and  two  married  sisters  to  go 
along  to  Jefferson  County.  The  brother  was  Jesse  Geist  (16-3)  and  the  sisters  were 
Christina  Geist — Schaeffer  (9-3)  and  Lydia  Geist — Gearhart  (15-3).  This  took  place  in 
1837. 

Jesse  Geist  (16-3)  a  son  of  Andrew  Geist  (5-2)  was  born  at  Greenbrier,  Northumber¬ 
land  County,  Pennsylvania  on  April  5,  1816  and  died  at  Worthville,  Jefferson  County  on 
January  3,  1894.  He  is  buried  in  the  St.  John’s  Church  cemetery  near  Grange,  Jefferson 
County  and  a  tombstone  marks  his  grave.  He  was  a  farmer  and  a  carpenter  and  did  a 
good  bit  of  lumbering.  He  had  a  little  German  education  received  from  the  early  private 
paid  teachers.  He  was  married  twice.  His  first  wife  was  Sarah  Anna  Reed — Geist  (16-3) 

whom  he  married  on - and  they  had  five  children.  His  second  wife  was  Elizabeth 

Rothermel — Caylor — Geist  (16-3)  whom  he  married  on  -  and  they  had  two 

children.

Sarah  Anna  Reed — Geist  (16-3)  the  first  wife  of  Jesse  Geist  (16-3)  was  born  at 

- - —  on  July  6,  1821  and  died  at  Worthville,  Jefferson  County  on  October  1, 

1850.  She  is  buried  in  the  St.  John’s  Church  cemetery  near  Grange,  Jefferson  County 
and  a  tombstone  marks  her  grave.  She  was  >a  housewife  and  had  some  English  educa¬ 
tion  which  she  received  from  the  private  teachers.  She  married  Jesse  Geist  (16-3) 
on - and  they  had  five  children,  given  under  his  name. 

Elizabeth  Rothermel — Caylor — Geist  (16-3)  the  second  wife  of  Jesse  Geist  (16-3)  was 
bom  at  Greenbrier,  Northumberland  County,  Pennsylvania  on  April  23,  1812  and  died  at 
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Worthville,  Jefferson  County  on  January  4,  1894.  She  is  buried  in  the  St.  John’s  Church 
cemetery  near  Grange,  Jefferson  County  and  a  tombstone  marks  her  grave.  She  was  a 
housewife  and  had  a.  little  German  education  received  from  the  private  paid  teachers  of 

that  time.  She  married  Jesse  Geist  (16-3)  on - —  and  their  two  children  are 

given  under  his  name.  His  second  wife,  Elizabeth  Rothermel — Caylor — Geist  (16-3)  was 
a  widow  having  been  the  wife  of  Andrew  Caylor  who  died  a  young  man.  This  Andrew 
Caylor  was  a  nephew  of  Jesse  Geist  (16-3)  and  Jesse  married  his  nephew’s  widow. 

Daniel  Geist  (12-3)  a  brother  to  Jesse  and  the  first  Geist  pioneer  to  go  to  Western 
Pennsylvania  on  one  of  his  trips  back  “home”  to  Northumberland  Cbunty  took  his  brother 
Jesse  along  to  Jefferson  County  when  he  was  only  16  years  of  age  and  they  carried  their 
carpenter  tools  and  went  on  foot  across  the  Allegheny  Mountains,  200  miles  to  the  wilds 
of  Jefferson  County  in  1832.  Returning  again  to  bring  some  more  carpenter  tools  they 
left  “home”  again  in  1837  and  this  time  Jesse  remained  in  Jefferson  County.  He  worked 
for  his  brother  Daniel  at  the  carpenter’s  trade  at  first,  but  soon  bought  a  tract  of  50  acres 
of  timber  land.  On  this  tract  he  built  a  house  in  which  he  started  housekeeping  and  here 
his  first  children  were  born.  He  then  bought  200  acres  more  of  timber  land  and  on  this 
a  log  house  had  been  erected.  They  moved  from  his  first  house  to  this  log  house  and  here 
his  first  wife  died.  He  then  married  again  and  his  second  wife  had  a  farm  of  her  own 
through  inheritance  and  Jesse  went  with  his  wife  on  her  farm  near  Ringgold.  After 
the  son  of  his  wife  with  a  former  marriage  became  21  years  old  he  was  to  have  this  farm 
and  this  caused  Jesse  and  his  wife  to  move  back  to  his  original  home.  He  erected  a  barn 
on  this  last  mentioned  farm  in  1860  and  a  house  a  few  years  later.  These  buildings  are 
still  in  use,  but  his  first  house  was  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  road  and  further  towards 
Worthville. 

An  extensive  obituary  in  the  Reformed  Church  Messenger  of  February  15,  1894,  states 
that  Jesse  Geist  (16-3)  died  near  Worthville,  Pennsylvania  on  Wednesday  evening,  Janu¬ 
ary  3,  of  that  year,  aged  77  years,  8  months,  29  days  and  that  on  the  morning  of  the  4th 
of  January,  Elizabeth,  his  widow,  died,  aged  81  years,  8  months,  11  days.  It  states  that 
father  Geist  was  the  last  survivor  of  a  family  of  18  children  and  that  these  old  people 
dying  but  13  hours  apart  were  both  laid  to  rest  at  the  same  time  in  the  same  grave. 

After  some  researches  we  find  that  Jesse  was  the  last  one  to  pass  away  in  a  family  of 
21  children.

After  the  Post  Office  was  estab¬ 
lished  this  family  was  located  near  the  Line  Mountain  Post  Office  which  was  across  the  line 
of  the  two  counties  and  was  in  Northumberland  County.  He  followed  the  trade  of  his  father, 
a  tanner  and  also  a  farmer.  He  had  a  little  German  education  as  taught  by  private 
paid  teachers.  He  married  Elizabeth  Fetterolf— Geist  (1-3)  and  they  had  ten  children. 
He  was  born  in  Long  Swamp  Township,  Berks  County  and  as  a  child  of  about  six  years 
old  was  brought  north  across  the  mountains  into  the  wilderness  of  Northern  Berks  County, 
sometimes  mentioned  as  Southern  Northumberland  County.  Here  he  grew  up,  lived  and 
died  in  this  vicinity.  At  the  time  of  his  death,  Schuylkill  County  had  been  formed  and 
he  died  in  this  new  county.  His  only  brother  Jacob  was  born  in  this  wilderness  of  Northern 
Berks  County  and  was  taken  back  to  Long  Swamp  Township,  Berks  County,  there  to  grow 
up  and  live  and  die,  just  the  opposite  of  his  brother  Josiah.  This  incident  is  more  fully 
explained  in  the  life  of  their  father  George  Geist  (9-2).

Before  he  had  fully  covered  the  debt  incurred  in  the  purchase  of  his  homestead,  an  epi- 
mic  of  typhoid  fever  visited  the  neighborhood  and  this  claimed  him  as  one  of  its  victims.

Christina  Shaffer— Geist  (5-4)  the  wife  of  Solomon  Geist  (5-4)  was  born  at  Mayport, 
Clarion  County,  Pennsylvania  an  August  4,  1822.  She  was  a  housewife  and  had  some 
German  and  English  education.  She  married  Solomon  Geist  (5-4) 
and  they  had  fourteen  children  as  given  under  his  name.  She  died  at  Bloomington, 
Missouri  on  January  12,  1908  and  is  buried  ill  the  Bloomington  cemetery.

In  the  Jefferson  County  History  we  find 
he  enlisted  in  the  Union  Army  and  belonged  to  the  Wild  Cat  Regiment.  While  in  a 
battle  at  Charles  City  Crossroads,  Virginia,  he  was  killed,  there  his  father  lost  his 
second  son. 

William  Geist  (5-4)  the  third  and  last  of  George  Geist’s  (5-3)  sons  was  born 
at  or  near  Langville  on - -  1839.  It  is  related  that  he  went  out  hunt¬ 

ing  and  caught  a  cold  which  turned  to  pneumonia  and  that  caused  his  death  at  the 
age  of  about  twenty  years.  He  is  buried  in  the  Ringgold  Church  cemetery  and  later  on 
when  his  mother  died  she  was  buried  aside  of  him  and  a  cement  slab  was  placed 
over  the  two  graves  with  no  names  nor  dates  on  it.

The  following  article  is  written  in  memory  of  this  Aunt  who  was  the  dearest  and 
nearest  of  all  my  Aunts  and  we  will  talk  of  her  as  Aunt  Amelia.  It  is  my  hope  that  the 
reader  of  this  article  will  pardon  me  for  writing  this  personal  article  but  I  feel  it  is  my 
duty  as  she  was  such  a  great  help  in  tracing  this  relation. 

Aunt  Amelia  was  born  in  1842  and  died  in  1938  and  having  lived  such  a  long  life 
she  remembered  many  things  that  we  could  not  find  out  from  any  other  person.  When 
at  the  age  of  nine  years  my  parents  left  me  go  to  her  house  for  a  whole  summer,  1886 
and  it  was  then  that  she  became  to  me  almost  as  my  own  mother.  She  would  see  that 
I  attended  Sunday  School  and  Church  Service,  do  errands  for  her  and  work  what 
ever  I  could.  In  the  Fall  of  that  year  I  had  to  come  home  to  go  to  school  and 
I  did  not  get  into  her  company  for  some  years  after  that.  It  was  when  her  husband 
Mr.  Ellis  Erdman  died  in  1913  that  I  met  her  again  and  ever  after  that  I  would  get 
to  see  and  talk  to  her  and  when  in  1932  I  undertook  to  trace  this  relation,  it  was  then 
when  she  became  more  interesting  to  me  and  I  owe  so  much  to  her  in  this  work  that 
I  am  writing  this  in  her  memory. 

Aunt  Amelia  made  her  home  with  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lester  Newgard  and  I  visited  her 
many  times  in  this  home  and  the  Newgards  were  very  kind  to  me  and  I  must  ex¬ 
press  my  appreciation  to  them  for  this.  Now  Aunt  Amelia  was  the  only  person  whom  I 
ever  met  who  remembered  personally  a  Continental  Soldier  and  her  mind  was  clear 
and  distinct  so  that  I  always  found  things  the  way  she  told  me.  She  would  not  tell  me 
anything  unless  she  was  sure  about  it.  Well  during  our  many  conversations  she  told

me  about  her  great  grand  father.  She  being  Pennsylvania  German,  could  not  talk, 
speak  nor  read  English.  She  would  refer  to  the  great  grand  father  as  a  Christel  or 
Christo  Geist,  meaning  the  ancestor  Christoph  Geist.  She  says  he  lived  in  Gomery 
County,  meaning  Montgomery  County.  This  is  all  she  remembered  of  him.  Coming  to 
her  grand  father  Andrew  Geist  whom  she  knew,  she  would  describe  his  figure  and 
his  little  horse  and  wagon  which  he  used  to  have  and  come  with  it  to  her  father’s 
blacksmith  shop.  Remembering  the  War  stories  she  always  emphatically  referred  to 
him  as  a  Continental  Soldier  and  that  was  one  thought  that  nobody  could  take  from 
her  and  in  her  last  years  she  made  an  affidavit  before  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  to  this 
effect.  Said  affidavit  is  on  record  in  the  State  Library  at  Harrisburg.  Then  coming  down 
to  the  next  generation  to  which  her  father  belonged  she  would  start  and  name  all  her 
Aunts  and  Uncles,  and  very  many  of  her  first  cousins.  She  would  tell  me  where  they 
lived  and  where  they  were  buried  and  I  found  it  always  just  that  way.  She  told  me  her 
father  belonged  to  a  family  of  twenty  one  children  and  we  have  seventeen  of  them 
listed  and  traced  while  the  other  four  have  died  very  young  and  no  trace  of  them 
could  be  found,  she  also  stated  that  her  grand  father’s  first  wife  is  buried  on  one  side 
of  him  and  the  second  wife  on  his  other  side.  The  first  wife  has  no  tombstone  but  the 
space  cf  her  grave  is  there,  and  we  found  it  just  that  way.  When  she  was  eleven 
years  old  her  father  helped  build  the  Brick  Church  at  Leek  Kill  in  1853  and  this 
church  she  joined  remaining  a  good  standing  and  a  regular  member  of  this  church 

all  her  life.  She  was  buried  here  in  1938  and  the  church  was  filled  with  people 

paying  their  last  respects  to  this  highly  esteemed  citizen  of  their  community.  Her  body 
was  carried  to  its  last  resting  place  by  her  nephews,  including  myself.  On  this  day 
the  9th  of  December  1940  while  I  am  writing  this  article,  the  sun  shines  bright  and 
warm  and  this  reminds  me  of  her  life  which  was  also  bright,  clear  and  warm  to  every 

body.  She  was  always  of  a  good  humor  and  could  tell  stories  and  having  lived  such  a 

long  life  she  would  always  give  good  advice  which  she  learned  through  experience.  Again 
I  say  this  relation  owes  a  lot  to  her  for  establishing  this  history  of  our  clan. 

Lewis  Ensinger  (7-4)  her  first  husband  was  born  in  Halifax,  Dauphin  County, 
Pennsylvania  and  died  in  action  in  the  Civil  War.  We  have  no  records  of  him  except 
this  that  he  had  to  go  to  war  before  their  child  was  born  and  he  never  came  back.  He 
was  a  school  teacher  and  went  from  house  to  house  to  teach  the  boys  and  girls  both 
in  the  English  and  German  languages.  Their  only  child  is  mentioned  under  her  name. 

Ellis  Erdman  (7-4)  the  second  husband  of  Amelia  Geist — Ehsinger — Erdman  (7-4) 
was  born  at  Rough  and  Ready,  Schuylkill  County,  Pennsylvania  on  February  25,  1849 
and  died  at  Leek  Kill,  Northumberland  County  on  January  11,  1913.  He  was  a  black¬ 
smith  and  a  farmer.  He  served  as  constable  in  his  township.  He  is  buried  in  the  Brick 
Church  cemetery  at  Leek  Kill  and  a  tombstone  marks  his  grave.  He  married  Amelia 
Geist — Ensinger — Erdman  (7-4)  on  August  31,  1882.  They  had  no  children. 

Mary  Geist — Otto  (8-4)  a  daughter  of  Peter  Geist  (10-3)  was  born  at  Leek  Kill, 
Northumberland  County,  Pennsylvania  on  December  4,  1845  and  died  at  Hegins, 
Schuylkill  County  on  April  20,  1939.  She  was  a  housewife  and  had  some  English  and 
some  German  education.  She  married  Nathaniel  Otto  (8-4)  on  July  30,  1865  and  they 
had  no  children.  She  is  buried  in  the  Union  cemetery  at  Hegins  and  has  a  tombstone 
to  mark  her  grave.  She  was  a  sister  to  Aunt  Amelia  and  had  reached  the  age  of  over 
ninety  three  years.  She  was  known  in  her  community  as  “Aunt  Polly”. 

Nathaniel  Otto  (8-4)  the  husband  of  Mary  Geist — Otto  (8-4)  was  born  at  Hegins, 
Schuylkill  County,  Pennsylvania  on  October  24,  1840  and  died  at  the  same  place  on 
May  29,  1930.  He  is  buried  in  the  Union  cemetery  at  Hegins  and  a  tombstone  marks 
his  grave.  He  was  a  carpenter  and  had  some  English  and  some  German  education.  He 
was  a  veteran  of  the  Civil  War  belonging  to  Company  F  173  Reg.  and  he  was  the  last 
Civil  War  Veteran  in  his  community  to  pass  away. 
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Rudolph  Geist  (9-4)  a  son  of  Peter  Geist  (10-3)  was  born  at  Leek  Kill,  Northum¬ 
berland  County,  Pennsylvania  on  February  2,  1849  and  died  at  the  same  place  on  Feb¬ 
ruary  12,  1923.  He  is  buried  in  the  Brick  Church  cemetery  at  Leek  Kill  and  a  tomb¬ 
stone  marks  his  grave.  He  was  a  farmer  and  had  the  English  education.  The  public 
schools  having  been  started  at  this  time,  he  got  part  of  his  education  in  them.  He  served 
as  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  his  township  for  45  years.  He  married  Alice  Fetterolf — Geist 
(9-4)  on  August  17,  1873  and  they  had  six  childre'n.

A  TRAVELER  AND  ADVENTURER 

In  traveling  and  adventure  we  have  nobody  in  the  Geist  Relation  who  can  compare 
with  the  following  named  man.  However,  he  has  not  the  name  Geist,  but  his  mother 
was  a  Geist  and  his  grandfather  was  one  of  the  pioneers  of  Jefferson  County.  His  great¬ 
grandfather  followed  the  Tulpehocken  Indian  Trail  from  Eastern  Berks  County  across 
the  hills  and  mountains  to  the  wilds  of  Northumberland  County.  Not  a  very  long  trip 
for  the  people  of  today  but  it  was  a  long  trip  on  horseback  in  the  year  1788. 

The  ancestor  or  the  great-great-grandfather  of  this  man  was  also  a  man  of  travel 
and  adventure,  coming  to  America  in  1740.  He  made  a  dangerous  trip  across  the  ocean 
and  settled  in  the  frontier  of  what  was  then  Penn’s  Woods  or  William  Penn’s  Colony. 
It  seems  this  man,  whom  we  may  call  the  “Hero  of  the  Geist  Relation’’,  inherited  the 
spirit  of  traveling  and  adventure  from  three  or  four  generations  preceding  him.  There 
are  others  in  this  relation  who  have  traveled  extensively  and  who  have  seen  a  great 
deal  of  this  world  but  it  seems  this  particular  man  takes  first  position,  and  this  man  is 
Arthur  D.  Slagle,  from  Worthville,  Jefferson  County,  Pennsylvania. 

We  will  relate  incidents  in  his  traveling  and  adventure  as  they  were  told  by  him  in 
letters  written  to  the  writer  of  this  book. 

LETTER  Cleveland,  Ohio,  March  17th,  1935. 

Mr.  A.  F.  Geist, 

Hegins,  Pa. 

Dear  Cousin — 

Yours  received  a  few  days  ago  and  was  glad  to  hear  from  you.  I  know  very  little 
about  my  relation  in  the  Eastern  part  of  Pennsylvania  but  I  heard  my  mother  often 
speak  of  the  Geists  in  the  Eastern  part  of  the  State. 

When  I  was  a  small  boy  I  used  to  be  with  my  grandfather,  Daniel  Geist,  nearly  every 
day  and  he  used  to  tell  me  stories  how  the  wild  cat,  panther  and  wolves  used  to  follow 
him  through  the  wilderness  of  Western  Pennsylvania.  He  told  of  one  instance  that  hap¬ 
pened  to  him.  A  storm  had  gone  through  the  wilderness  and  blew  trees  over  the  horse 
path,  night  was  coming  on.  He  was  on  horseback  and  the  wolves  were  hot  after  him. 
He  saw  a  small  light  in  the  heavy  forest  and  he  came  to  the  light,  and  here  was  a  family 
living  in  a  log  hut.  He  found  a  woman  there,  as  the  men  were  out  hunting.  He  jumped 
off  his  horse  and  tied  him  to  a  tree. 

Grandfather  was  nearly  starved.  They  had  no  bread  but  plenty  of  venison  and 
potatoes,  so  they  got  him  supper  and  had  him  stay  all  night.  Grandfather  told  me  that 
the  meal  under  the  circumstances  was  as  good  as  he  had  ever  eaten.  He  left  in  the 
morning  on  horseback  and  headed  North  into  the  vicinity  of  Worthville.  There  were 
a  few  Indians  there  when  he  arrived. 
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I  often  think  that  I  inherited  my  traveling  and  adventures  from  him.  I  traveled 
in  more  or  less  dangerous  places,  as  I  was  in  the  interior  of  Africa,  partly  in  dark  Africa. 
I  was  among  such  animals  as  the  Giraffe,  Zebra,  Lions,  Baboons,  Tigers  and  Elephants, 
also  wild  Ostriches.  I  traveled  4,000  miles  in  Africa,  partly  in  the  jungles.  I  ran  across 
a  strange  race  of  people  called  Pygmies,  about  30  inches  tall,  and  sometimes  living  in 
trees  for  protection.  They  are  not  to  be  trifled  with  either  as  they  are  dangerous.  They 
use  bow  and  arrow  and  they  dip  their  arrow  heads  in  a  terrible  poison  and  if  it  hits 
man  or  beast  it  is  sure  death. 

Then  not  far  from  those  dwarfs  live  the  largest  people  in  the  world,  great  giants. 
I  came  to  the  great  Victoria  Nyanza  Falls,  the  largest  water  falls  in  the  world.  A  mile 
and  a  quarter  wide  and  400  feet  of  a  drop  into  space — the  width  of  the  Zambesi  River. 
The  roaring  of  the  water  can  be  heard  for  seven  miles  away  if  the  wind  blows  in  certain 
ways.  Circular  rainbows  can  be  seen.  I  went  through  the  rain  forests  and  the  palm 
forests.  The  mist  of  the  falls  rises  thousands  of  feet  and  comes  down  in  the  rain  forests 
by  bucketfuls.  There  is  enough  water  power  lost  there  to  run  all  the  machinery  in  the 
world  if  it  could  be  harnessed  up.  They  use  no  power  for  electricity,  as  it  is  too  far 
into  the  interior.  The  falls  are  just  as  beautiful  as  the  day  that  David  Livingston 
discovered  them  in  the  year  1868,  I  believe.  I  can  see  that  terrible  sight  yet.  I  went 
up  the  Zambesi  River  16  miles  in  the  jungles  infested  with  Crocodiles,  Hippopotami  and 
some  Elephants.  I  presume  that  grandfather  in  his  younger  days  would  make  a  dan¬ 
gerous  trip  like  that. 

About  100  miles  North  of  the  great  falls  there  are  what  you  call  water  pans  or 
water  holes,  as  sometimes  water  gets  very  scarce  in  that  part  of  Africa  and  if  one  goes 
to  those  water  holes  early  in  the  morning  you  can  see  all  kinds  of  wild  African  animals 
coming  there  to  drink.  There  is  lots  of  tall  grass  called  elephant  grass.  One  can  get 
lost  in  it. 

Then  I  visited  the  largest  gold  mine  in  the  world,  called  the  “Crown  Gold  Mine”, 
at  Johannesburg.  I  saw  the  process  of  crushing  the  ore  until  the  gold  bars  cooled  off 
and  I  lifted  them,  which  were  quite  heavy.  Each  bar  was  worth  '3,000  English  pounds, 
or  in  our  money  about  $25,000.  I  was  also  in  the  gold  mines  in  Alaska.  I  followed  the 
old  gold  trail  of  1898  into  Alaska.  Was  at  the  gold  mines  in  Colorado  also. 

Then  1  went  through  the  great  DeBeere  diamond  mines  in  Kimberly,  South  Africa. 
I  was  thousands  of  feet  down  in  the  mine.  It  is  very  interesting  to  see  diamonds  mined. 
I  saw  the  blue  clay  crushed  and  going  through  the  different  processes  until  the  diamonds 
came  out  on  oiled  paper  or  pulsators  ready  to  gather.  Uncut  diamonds  look  like  chunks 
of  saltpetre.  I  saw  on  a  table  over  a  million  dollars  worth  of  uncut  diamonds  and  some 
of  them  were  cut.  They  certainly  sparkled.  I  have  a  12-carat  myself.  One  ring  con¬ 
tains  4  carats,  another  ring  3%i  carats,  and  another  ring  with  three  stones  which  contains 
a  little  over  4  carats.  I  would  like  to  tell  you  how  gold  and  diamonds  were  discovered  in 
Africa  but  I  can’t  very  well  by  writing  in  a  letter.  I  could  but  it  takes  up  too  much  space. 

Then  I  went  through  a  mint  in  the  beautiful  city  of  Pretoria  and  saw  them  coin 
their  money.  Johannesburg  is  a  beautiful  city  and  looks  something  like  Los  Angeles, 
California.  Thirty-five  years  ago  Johannesburg  was  only  a  mining  camp.  Today  it  is  a 
city  one  can  be  proud  of.  Before  you  enter  the  city  you  can  see  great  white  pyramids 
of  sand  refuse  from  the  gold  ore.  They  resemble  the  pyramids  of  Egypt. 

I  was  in  Orange  Free  State  on  the  Orange  River  and  in  Natal,  Transvaal,  Cape 
Colony,  Zululand,  Portuguese  East  Africa  and  in  the  valley  of  a  thousand  hills  and  in 
the  native  villages.  There  is  some  beautiful  scenery  and  you  see  lots  of  cattle  but  no 
horses.  The  natives  must  give  eleven  head  of  cattle  for  a  wife,  twenty-two  head  for  two 
wives,  etc,  I  went  through  Cape  Colony  to  the  city  of  Cape  town,  which  is  a  beautiful 
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city.  There  are  wonderful  vineyards  in  Cape  Colony.  France,  Switzerland,  Italy  or 
California  are  not  any  better  than  those  in  Cape  Colony.  A  good  quality  of  apples  and 
other  fruits  are  raised  in  Africa. 

I  also  traveled  through  Polynesia,  Malaysia  or  the  South  Sea  Islands;  in  fact  I  was 
among  head  hunters  and  cannibals.  In  New  Guinea  if  a  couple  decide  to  get  married 
the  man  must  go  out  and  get  the  head  of  some  poor  victim  and  bring  it  to  her  and  then 
he  is  a  hero  and  she  will  marry  him.  I  saw  a  lot  of  the  heads  and  they  had  a  native 
in  the  lock-up  for  eating  his  grandmother.  You  should  see  how  they  really  live.  I  was 
away  in  the  interior  of  Fiji  not  so  long  ago;  the  worst  cannibals  in  the  world  but  not 
so  bad.  Borneo  is  dangerous.  I  was  on  about  two  dozen  South  Sea  Islands.  Was  in 
Madagascar  and  on  the  famous  island  of  Bali  and  so  beautiful — in  fact  they  are  all 
very  beautiful,  all  tropical  and  I  ate  fruit  which  I  never  heard  of  here. 

I  saw  in  Java,  called  the  Pearl  of  the  Dutch  East  Indies,  the  beautiful  rice  terraces 
and  other  beautiful  sights  on  the  island.  Java  is  about  the  size  of  Pennsylvania  but 
contains  42,000,000  people.  Imagine  Pennsylvania  having  that  many  people.  They  would 
have  a  lot  more  go  on  relief  if  they  had  that  many  people.  But  in  Java  they  raise  enough 
to  support  them  in  the  first  four  months  of  the  year,  then  the  other  eight  months  they 
export  the  balance — Rice,  Sugar,  Tobacco,  Coffee  and  other  articles.  The  Dutch  control 
the  island  and  the  reason  they  get  along  so  well  is  they  do  not  interfere  with  their 
religion  as  there  is  trouble  on  hand  if  they  do.  I  was  on  a  few  other  islands  where  few 
white  men  have  ever  been.  I  can’t  tell  you  here  what  all  I  saw. 

I  also  went  into  New  Zealand  in  the  Thermial  District,  where  hot  water  comes  out 
of  the  earth.  The  natives  put  their  potatoes  into  a  small  bag  and  let  them  into  the 
water  and  in  a  few  minutes  they  are  boiled  ready  to  eat,  same  with  their  meat,  and  they 
can  wash  their  clothing  in  boiling  water  without  heating  it.  Some  fine  stock  is  raised 
in  New  Zealand. 

Then  I  went  into  Australia  and  I  found  everything  the  opposite  of  here.  The  trees 
there  lose  their  bark  but  not  their  leaves  and  the  leaves  turn  the  opposite  of  ours  and 
give  no  shade.  I  saw  droves  of  Kangaroos.  All  animals  from  the  Kangaroo  down  carry 
their  young  in  a  pouch.  One  can  see  cute  little  teddy  bears  sleeping  in  trees.  They 
make  nice  pets.  Australia  lacks  rain  in  the  interior  and  most  anywhere.  The  Australian 
Bushman  is  about  the  lowest  type  of  humanity  in  the  world. 

I  was  in  Ceylon  twice  and  it  is  a  beautiful  island  and  is  the  home  of  the  Elephant. 
I  saw  lots  of  them  and  wild  ones  bathing  in  the  river.  I  was  in  India  twice  and  it  is 
called  the  land  of  mystery  and  if  you  should  see  how  they  live  there  one  would  think 
that  it  must  be  the  land  of  mystery,  superstition,  worshiping  sacred  cows,  snakes  and 
monkeys.  30,000  people  in  India  die  every  year  by  being  bitten  by  cobras,  a  poisonous 
snake.  I  could  tell  you  a  whole  lot  about  that  half-starved  country  if  I  had  space.  The 
caste  system  is  the  drawback  in  India.  They  used  to  commit  terrible  crimes  until  Great 
Britain  got  a  hold  of  them  and  put  a  stop  to  it.  They  do  not  bury  their  dead  in  the 
earth.  I  saw  them  burn  their  dead  in  a  place  called  Gatts.  Then  I  saw  them  put  their 
dead  up  in  a  silent  temple  and  let  a  couple  dozen  vultures  or  buzzards,  as  we  call  them 
here  in  the  South,  devour  them.  Then  they  take  the  bones  and  put  them  into  a  hopper 
and  put  quick  lime  on  them  and  they  dissolve  and  the  water  runs  into  the  earth  purified. 
They  think  that  the  earth  is  too  sacred  to  bury  their  dead  in  it. 

I  have  not  told  you  anything  about  China  and  Japan.  China  is  not  much  better 
than  India — of  course  China  has  no  caste  system  like  India  has.  Millions  go  to  bed 
hungry  in  China,  India  and  Russia.  Today  millions  are  starving  in  China  on  account 
of  the  drought.  Japan  is  quite  different;  they  are  fighters.  They  are  very  polite  and 
the  most  sanitary  country  in  the  world.  Use  a  handkerchief  only  twice.  Japan  is  a 
land  of  flowers  and  if  you  dine  in  their  home  you  must  take  off  your  shoes  and  put  on 
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silk  slippers.  They  supply  the  slippers  for  you.  Their  table  is  about  a  foot  high  from 
the  floor.  It  is  also  their  bed.  I  saw  where  Japan  dropped  airplane  bombs  on  Chinese 
cities  and  tore  them  to  pieces  and  lots  of  dead  Chinamen  in  the  debris.  China  has  no 
government,  that  is  why  Japan  would  like  to  control  them.  Japan  is  overcrowded — about 
75,000,000  on  those  islands  and  about  only  15%  of  their  land  is  under  cultivation.  In 
fact,  Japan  must  import  rice.  Silk  is  their  chief  export.  A  Chinaman  wears  his  vest 
over  his  coat  and  wears  a  gown  and  a  woman  trousers.  When  a  son  or  a  daughter  buys 
a  gift  for  a  parent,  the  best  gift  they  can  buy  them  is  a  coffin.  The  women’s  feet  are 
as  small  as  a  doll’s.  Raise  lots  of  pigs  there,  but  I  saw  no  corn  and  the  pork  was  the 
color  of  chalk,  not  fat  like  our  pork  would  be.  Lots  to  see  there. 

I  guess  I  will  not  say  anything  about  Hawaii,  although  the  music  produced  by  the 
natives  and  their  dancing  is  worth  seeing.  Pineapples  are  to  be  seen  everywhere  and 
the  climate  is  ideal  the  year  around.  I  was  in  Hawaii  a  couple  times. 

I  was  also  in  the  Philippines,  which  are  quite  interesting.  I  guess  I  will  not  go  into 
the  details  of  South  America.  Although  in  the  Argentines  thousands  of  cattle  are 
brought  from  the  Pampas  plains  to  Buenos  Aires  and  slaughtered,  and  the  meat  and 
hides  are  sent  all  over  the  world.  Buenos  Aires  is  a  beautiful  city. 

Bolivia  and  Paraguay  are  at  war.  Boys  from  8  to  10  years  of  age  in  Paraguay 
shoulder  a  gun  and  go  to  the  front.  I  wonder  why  the  League  of  Nations  doesn’t  try 
to  stop  that  war.  Bolivia  has  no  outlet  and  you  can’t  blame  them  for  trying  to  get 
an  outlet.  Chile  on  one  side  refuses  them  and  Paraguay  on  the  other  side.  In  Brazil 
I  found  them  burning  coffee  for  fuel  on  account  of  such  a  big  crop.  They  wanted  to 
trade  some  for  our  wheat.  I  saw  some  awful  snakes  in  Brazil.  Of  all  the  nice  cities  I 
saw  in  the  world,  Rio  de  Janeiro  is  the  most  beautiful.  The  harbor  and  the  city.  I 
can’t  tell  you  all  in  this  letter. 

Now  when  I  was  a  boy  I  used  to  read  so  much  about  Palestine  or  the  Holy  Land. 
I  spent  some  time  in  Egypt  and  the  Holy  Land.  Palestine  is  about  the  size  of  our 
State  of  New  Hampshire  or  Vermont,  two  nice  states  for  scenery,  and  has  a  climate 
about  like  the  state  of  New  Mexico  or  Arizona,  which  states  I  have  been  in  several  times. 

I  went  from  Cairo,  Egypt  to  Jerusalem,  which  is  quite  a  large  city.  I  visited  there 
for  quite  a  while  as  there  are  good  hotels  there.  King  David  is  the  best  one.  I  took 
in  the  Mount  of  Olives,  Garden  of  Gethsemane,  and  there  are  a  few  of  the  old  olive  trees 
in  the  garden  that  were  there  when  our  Lord  was  there  on  the  fatal  night  in  which  He 
was  betrayed.  The  olive  tree  never  loses  its  leaves  and  grows  to  be  very  old.  I  went 
into  the  room  where  the  last  supper  was  held  and  it  looks  similar  to  those  pictures  which 
you  see  on  walls  in  homes..  I  went  into  Pilot’s  Judgment  Hall  and  into  the  Court  of 
Annanias  where  Peter  denied  the  Lord.  I  also  walked  up  the  street  where  the  Lord 
carried  His  cross  on  the  hill  of  Calvary  and  I  saw  where  He  died.  You  must  understand 
that  a  beautiful  church  stands  on  the  spot.  I  went  out  to  Bethlehem  of  Judea  and  saw 
where  he  was  born.  The  church  of  the  Nativity  stands  over  the  place  where  the  stable 
stood.  A  large  bright  star  is  on  the  floor  of  the  church  and  you  can  look  down  on  the 
manger,  candles  burning  all  the  time.  The  church  is  something  grand.  Thousands  of 
Pilgrims  come  there  every  year  to  worship. 

Bethlehem  is  about  three  miles  from  Jerusalem  and  here  I  stopped  and  went  into 
Rachael’s  tomb.  She  was  the  mother  of  Joseph.  Bethlehem  is  surrounded  by  terraces 
of  olive  trees  and  make  it  quite  nice.  Ages  ago  David  watched  his  flocks  on  these  hills. 
Then  I  went  out  to  Bethany  and  I  went  down  into  the  tomb  of  Lazarus.  Bethany  was 
the  home  of  Mary  and  Martha  and  our  Lord  used  to  visit  them  quite  often.  I  went  down 
to  Jericho.  I  saw  where  the  man  fell  among  thieves  and  no  wonder,  what  a  rough 
country  it  is.  I  went  out  to  the  Dead  Sea  and  bathed  in  it.  One  floats  like  a  cork— you 
can’t  sink,  same  as  at  Salt  Lake  in  Utah,  you  can’t  sink  in  it  either. 
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I  went  into  Samaria  which  is  a  nice  country.  Had  a  drink  of  cold  water  from  Jacob’s 
well  and  saw  where  Joseph  was  sold  into  Egypt  by  his  brothers.  Then  I  went  into  the 

country  of  Galilee,  into  Nazareth,  which  is  a  nice  little  city  built  on  a  hillside.  Saw 

where  the  Holy  Family  lived  and  the  work  shop.  A  church  is  over  this  spot  also.  Naz¬ 
areth  is  situated  among  olive  trees  and  fig  trees.  Mary’s  spring  is  all  the  water  that 
is  there  and  it  gushes  forth  very  strong.  People  come  with  camels  and  donkeys  for 
water  and  some  carry  jars  full  on  their  heads. 

I  went  to  Cana  where  the  Lord  performed  His  first  miracle.  Then  I  went  up  to  the 
sea  of  Galilee.  Our  Lord  spent  a  lot  of  His  time  there  and  no  wonder,  because  it  is 
a  nice  place.  Snow-capped  mountains  there  and  I  saw  where  the  5,000  men  were  fed 
and  Peter  and  Andrew’s  fishing  station  is  still  there,  and  the  old  City  of  Capernium  is 
there  in  ruins.  Tiberia  is  a  nice  city  on  the  shore  where  I  ate  some  very  good  fish  called 
St.  Peter’s  fish.  There  are  abundance  of  fish  in  the  sea  and  a  storm  can  come  up  before 
you  know  it.  Well,  I  have  not  said  a  word  about  Egypt,  which  is  worth  going  to.  Saw 
where  Moses  was  taken  out  of  the  Nile  and  was  at  the  old  city  of  Memphis  where  Joseph 
ruled  over  Egypt.  I  could  tell  you  lots  more  but  I  must  close.  I  saw  King  Tut’s  solid 
gold  casket  and  I  was  in  the  Pyramid  and  had  my  picture  taken  on  a  camel  in  front 
of  the  Pyramid. 

I  have  not  said  a  word  about  European  countries  but  maybe  you  do  not  care  to 
hear  about  them.  Europe  is  worth  going  to  see  and  lots  to  see  there. 

In  the  Philippines  the  native  houses  are  built  on  high  stilts  partly  over  water  for 

protection.  The  Islands  are  nice.  In  Hawaii  large  juicy  pineapples  cost  a  penny  apiece 
and  if  you  go  out  to  the  plantation  you  can  get  them  for  nothing. 

I  would  rather  talk  to  you  than  write.  I  have  been  all  through  the  Eastern 
part  of  Pennsylvania  but  I  don't  remember  of  your  town.  Of  course  I  was  in  the  large 
cities  mostly,  Philadelphia,  Pittsburgh  and  Harrisburg. 

My  middle  name  is  Daniel,  after  my  grandfather,  Daniel  Geist.

I  expect  to  visit  about  12  countries  in  Europe,  including  Soviet  Russia  and  the  city  of 
Danzig  in  Poland.  This  is  my  second  trip  to  Europe.  I  presume  that  you  will  soon  have 
your  history  of  the  Geist  Clan  completed.  You  know  me.  Daniel  Geist  was  my  grand¬ 
father.  I  am  the  son  of  his  youngest  daughter,  Jemima  Geist. 

I  am  pretty  safe  to  say  that  I  have  traveled  much  more  than  any  one  of  the  Geist 
Clan.  I  might  mention  some  of  my  travels.

”  traveled  through  Polynesia,  which  is  dangerous,  and  saw  head  hunters 
and  cannibals. 

”  traveled  in  the  Holy  Land  and  saw  all  those  sacred  places  you  read  of 
in  the  Bible. 

”  traveled  in  the  48  States. 


Those  are  some  of  the  places  I  have  been  and  I  could  not  begin  to  tell  all  the  things 
that  I  saw.  I  have  a  brother  in  Chicago,  James  T.  Slagle,  who  was  a  great  base  ball 
player  and  was  in  three  world  pennants  while  playing  with  Chicago.  I  want  to  take  in 
the  New  York  World’s  Fair  when  I  return  home.  I  have  attended  four  World  Fairs 
already  and  this  will  make  the  fifth.

Marriages,  Births,  Deaths  and  other  events  have  taken  place 
since  the  tracing  of  this  Branch  of  the  Relation  was  started  and 
it  is  therefore  important  to  remember  that  some  families  have 
to  go  back  to  any  one  of  the  intervening  years  (1933  to  1940) 
to  get  the  connection  in  their  respective  families. 
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The  above  is  a  somewhat  enlarged,  but 
exact,  copy  of  our  Ancestor’s  signature.  The 
original  measures  two  and  a  half  inches 
across  while  this  one  measures  three  and  a 
half  inches.  The  heighth  is  in  the  same  pro¬ 
portion.  The  original  signature  can  still  be 
seen  in  the  Archives  of  the  State  Library  at 
Harrisburg,  Pennsylvania.  He  wrote  this  him¬ 
self  when  he  signed  the  Oath  of  Allegiance 
to  the  King  of  England  on  September  27, 
1740  in  German  Script.

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On  pages  856  and  857  is  given  a  copy  of 
a  letter  by  Bernhardt  Geist  written  on  April 
18,  1640  in  French.  This  was  translated  into 
English  which  is  found  on  page  22.  He  was 
a  Colonel  in  the  Danish  and  Saxon  Army  in 
the  Thirty  Year  War  from  1618  to  1648. 
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On  pages  860  and  861  is  a  copy  of  an  affidavit 
in  reference  to  Father  Andrew  Geist’s  (5-2) 
participating  in  the  Revolutionary  War. 


This  affidavit  was  placed  on  record  in  the  State 
Library  at  Harrisburg,  Pennsylvania.  The  Library’s 
official  receipt  for  this  and  a  photostatic  copy  of  the 
affidavit  are  held  by  the  writer  of  these  records.

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HOW  TO  GET  TO  BEGINS 


There  are  only  two  numbered  State  Highways  running  through  this 
town.  Number  25  runs  East  and  West  through  this  valley  while  number 
125  runs  North  and  South  across  the  mountain  ranges.  At  the  intersec¬ 
tion  of  these  two  routes  is  Hegins,  and  the  Picnic  Grove  is  only  a  very 
short  way  to  the  southeast  of  the  town. 

1st.  From  Harrisburg,  Pa.  50  miles.  Travel  North  to  Millersburg. 
From  Sunbury,  Pa.  40  miles.  Travel  South  to  Millersburg.  Then  at 
Millersburg  pick  up  route  25  which  will  take  you  in  a  straight  eastern 
course  of  27  miles  to  Hegins. 

2nd.  From  Pottsville,  Pa.  18  miles.  Travel  west  on  route  209  to  the 
village  of  Newtown.  Here  be  careful.  A  very  sharp  curve  to  the  right 
on  route  25  will  bring  you  along  a  winding  road  to  the  Hegins  Valley. 
You  can  follow  route  209  to  Tremont  or  Joliett  and  turn  at  either  one 
of  these  places. 

3rd.  From  Shamokin,  Pa.  15  miles.  Travel  on  route  125  across  three 
mountain  ranges  and  valleys.  This  is  also  a  winding  route  but  not  diffi¬ 
cult  to  trace. 

4th.  From  Lebanon,  Pa.  40  miles.  Travel  North  on  route  72  and 
443  to  Pine  Grove,  Pa.  Here  pick  up  route  125  which  will  bring  you  to 
Hegins  by  way  of  Tremont. 

These  routes  are  well  marked  by  the  Highway  Department.

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The  1941  Reunion  was  equally  as  significant  as  the  1940.  The  following  event  took 
place — 

It  was  properly  moved  and  seconded  and  so  ordered  by  our  President,  Mr.  W.  S. 
Haupt,  that  the  following  shall  be  placed  on  our  minutes: 

“Our  ninth  annual  reunion  today  was  the  most  memorable  and  historical  event  that 
has  ever  happened  in  the  Geist  Relation. 

The  first  Geist  family  of  nine  members  has  today  five  members  who  are  termed 
dead  wires,  and  the  reasons  for  calling  them  dead  wires  could  be  given,  but  we  have  no 
time  to  do  this  today.  The  other  four  members  of  the  first  family  are  live  wires  and 
are  Mathias  Geist  born  in  1748,  Andrew  Geist  born  in  1755,  Valentine  Geist  born  in  1762 
and  George  Geist  born  in  1766.  These  four  brothers  when  they  had  grown  to  manhood, 
separated,  Mathias  remained  in  Montgomery  County,  Valentine  Geist  crossed  the  South 
Mountains  and  came  to  Berks  County,  while  Andrew  and  George  found  their  way  across 
the  mountains  into  Northumberland  County.  They  were  approximately  130  miles  away 
from  each  other  and  for  a  period  of  150  years  theitf  descendents  did  not  get  together 
except  once  in  a  great  while,  by  chance  one  or  the  other  would  make  a  call  on  some. 

Now  on  this  3rd  day  of  August  1941,  150  years  after  their  separation,  descendents  of 
these  four  brothers  sat  down  at  the  table  and  had  their  dinner  together  in  a  church  at 
Hegins,  Pennsylvania,  without  knowing  each  other  and  not  being  aware  that  these  dif¬ 
ferent  groups  of  descendents  were  present,  until  their  attention  was  called  to  the  fact. 
Thus  this  Relation  was  once  more  re-united,  which  makes  this  ninth  annual  reunion  an 
outstanding  reunion  and  surely  was  one.

The  descendents  of  Father  Andrew  Geist  (5-2)  besides  organizing  this  Eastern  Penn¬ 
sylvania  Reunion,  also  organized  a  Geist  Reunion  in  Western  Pennsylvania  in  1933  at 
Eddyville,  Armstrong  County.  This  also  was  held  regularly  every  year  up  to  this  time. 

Besides  these  two  Geist  Reunions  in  Pennsylvania,  there  is  a  third,  held  regularly 
every  year  since  1935  in  Kansas  and  this  was  also  organized  by  the  descendents  of  Father 
Andrew  Geist  (5-2).  To  these  reunions  the  descendents  of  Christoph  Geist  (1-1)  were 
cordially  invited  every  year  and  also  other  Geists  who  had  other  Ancestors. 


The  Geists  fiom  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania  who  are  descendents  of  another 
Ancestor,  had  representatives  at  practically  all  the  reunions  in  Eastern  Pennsylvania 
and  let  us  hope  the  Geists  will  continue  to  meet  each  year,  somewhere,  and  get  to  know 
each  other  better  and  to  learn  more  of  their  Ancestry. 
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On  page  17  in  this  book  it  states  that  a  certain  Isaac  Geist  left  no  records,  etc.  This 
was  written  before  we  had  any  of  his  records  and  is  wrong.  We  have  some  if  not  all  of 
his  records  in  regards  to  his  ancestor  and  relatives. 

On  the  following  pages  is  a  record  of  what  could  be  obtained  from  the  Geists  who 
had  settled  in  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania  previous  to  the  Revolutionary  War.  They 
spelled  their  names  the  same  as  do  the  descendents  of  Christoph  Geist  and  also  pro¬ 
nounced  it  the  same.  Undoubtedly  these  different  Ancestors  were  related  to  each  ether 
back  in  the  Seventeenth  Century  in  Germany  but  the  relationship  is  not  known. 


From  the  records  of  Isaac  S.  Geist  (10-4)  we  have  the  following — 
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THE  LANCASTER  COUNTY  GEIST  FAMILY 

In  the  western  part  of  Wurtemburg,  in  the  Empire  of  Germany,  during  the  seven¬ 
teenth  century  lived  a  family  by  the  name  of  Geist,  the  Christian  name  of  the  head  of 
the  family  I  think  was  George.  They  lived  in  one  of  those  beautiful  and  fertile  valleys 
of  that  country,  that  might  rival  the  rich  valley  of  the  Mississippi  of  our  own  country. 
The  family  consisted  of  three  boys  and  two  girls  with  the  father  and  mother.  The  names 
of  the  boys  in  order  of  their  ages  were  Simon,  Leonard,  and  George.  The  names  of  the 
girls  are  unknown  to  the  writer. 

Sometime  in  the  year  1750  this  family,  induced  by  the  glowing  accounts  published 
of  the  richness  of  the  American  soil  and  the  salubrity  of  its  climate,  disposed  of  their 
beautiful  farm  in  Wurtemburg  and  all  except  the  youngest  daughter  set  sail  for  America 
and  arrived  the  same  year  in  Philadelphia,  “the  city  of  brotherly  love”. 

The  three  sons,  unwilling  to  burden  their  parents,  made  arrangements  whereby  they 
could  pay  the  cost  of  their  passage  across  the  ocean  from  their  own  earnings.  Simon, 
and  I  think  also  Leonard,  apprenticed  themselves  to  a  Mr.  Mathias  Slaymaker  of  Stras- 
burg,  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania,  for  a  number  of  years  in  consideration  of  having 
the  cost  of  their  passage  paid  by  him.  George,  the  youngest  son,  then  only  eleven  or 
twelve  years  old,  did  the  same  with  a  Mr.  Benjamin  Royer  of  near  Neffsville,  Lancaster 
County,  Pennsylvania,  with  whom  he  remained  until  he  was  twenty-one.  The  right 
place  from  whence  they  came  was  Baden,  in  Wurtemburg. 

The  father,  mother  and  the  oldest  daughter  went  to  New  Jersey — I  am  inclined  to 
think  it  was  in  Morris  County,  in  which  place  some  German  settlements  existed  then. 
They  purchased  a  small  farm  and  immediately  put  it  under  cultivation.  But  in  course 
of  time, by  some  unexplained  cause,  they  became  dissatisfied  with  that  country— perhaps 
the  cause  was  the  Dutch  (Hollanders)  settlers  whose  habits  differed  from  their  own,  and 
sought  a  more  sunny  clime  in  the  State  of  Virginia,  in  which  place  they  remained  until 
after  1790  when  they  again  returned  to  New  Jersey  and  ended  their  days  there. 

The  daughter  whom  they  had  left  in  the  old  country  started  to  join  her  parents 
while  they  lived  in  Virginia  but  died  while  on  the  ocean  and  found  the  briny  sea  her 
tomb.  The  other  daughter  married  a  Mr.  Krauthommel  of  New  Jersey  and  lived  and 
died  in  that  State.  Some  of  her  descendents  are  yet  to  be  found  there. 

Simon,  the  oldest  son,  was  married  to  a  Miss  Margaret  Bachman  of  Strasburg,  Lan¬ 
caster  County,  Pennsylvania.  He  purchased  a  farm  near  Georgetown,  Pennsylvania, 
where  he  raised  a  family  of  ten  children.  The  names  of  them  according  to  their  ages 
were— 1st,  Margaret,  who  died  single;  2nd,  Lizzie,  married  to  George  Hood  of  Lancaster 
County,  Pennsylvania,  and  removed  to  the  west;  3rd,  Mary,  married  Conrad  Miller  of 
Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania,  and  removed  west;  4th,  Jacob,  married 
and  removed  to  Ohio;  5th,  George,  married  Miss  Bachman  and  removed  to  some 
part  of  Ohio;  6th,  Henry,  married  to  Miss  Anna  McKready,  resided  near  George¬ 
town,  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania  where  he  raised  a  family  of  five  children,  one  of 
whom  is  Mr.  J.  M.  W.  Geist,  the  able  writer  and  editor  of  the  New  Era,  in  Lancaster  city; 
7th,  Barbara,  married  to  George  Phogle  of  Sadsbury  Township,  Lancaster  County,  Penn¬ 
sylvania;  8th,  Susan  married  Abner  McCord  of  Colerain  Township,  Lancaster  County, 
Pennsylvania;  9th,  Sarah,,  died  single;  10th,  Rachael,  married  to  Jacob  Pierce  of  Lan¬ 
caster,  Pennsylvania.  This  constitutes  the  whole  of  Simon  Geist’s  family. 

Leonard,  the  second  son  and  brother  to  Simon  and  George,  married  a  Miss  Pickle  of 
Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania,  and  removed  to  somewhere  near  Pittsburg,  Pennsylvania. 
No  trace  beyond  this  of  this  branch  of  the  family  is  known  to  the  writer. 

George,  the  youngest  son  and  brother  to  Simon  and  Leonard,  was  born  in  Wurtem¬ 
burg,  Germany,  April  18,  1739,  and  hence  only  eleven  years  old  when  they  left  the  old 
country.  He  died  in  Manheim  Township  near  Neffsville,  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania, 
on  October  21,  1821.  He  married  Miss  Susan  Wolfe  from  near  New  Holland,  Lancaster 
County,  Pennsylvania,  with  whom  ha  had  seven  children,  named  in  the  order  of  their 
ages.  Jacob  George  Daniel  Andrew — Elizabeth — Susan — and  John,  seven  in  number 

1st,  Jacob,  born  August  11,  1767,  married  Mary  Gallagher  of  Lancaster  County,  Penn- 
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sylvania,  and  removed  to  near  New  Lancaster,  Ohio,  in  Meys  Township.  They  had  four 
children:  John — George — Mary — and  Susan.  2nd,  George  Geist,  born  on  November  22, 
1771,  married  Martha  Berkenhauser  and  Mrs.  Mary  Gable  (nee  Johnston).  Their  children 
were  Susan  and  Martha,  two  in  number.  3rd,  Daniel  Geist,  born  September  20,  1776, 
married  to  Elizabeth  Tuft,  a  Quakeress  of  Philadelphia.  Their  children  were:  Thomas — 
Susan — William — George — Rebecca — Carson — Elizabeth — John —  Daniel  —  and  Hannah,  ten 
in  number,  and  lived  in  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania.  4th,  Andrew  Geist  was  born 
December  28,  1780,  was  married  to  Anna  Baker  of  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania.  Their 
children  were:  Jacob — Elizabeth — Andrew — Daniel — Samuel — Isaac — Annie — Mary,  eight  in 
number,  all  of  whom  reside  near  Erie,  Pennsylvania.  5th,  Elizabeth  Geist  was  born  Au¬ 
gust  14,  1782,  and  married  George  Kraft  of  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania.  Their  chil¬ 
dren  were:  Levi — Anna — and  Kate,  three  in  number.-  6th,  Susan  Geist  was  born  Decem¬ 
ber  5,  1785  ^nd  married  Rev.  Michael  Witman  of  Manheim  Borough,  Pennsylvania.  Their 
children  were:  John — Susan — Elizabeth — Michael — and  Mary,  five  in  number.  All  reside 
near  Manheim.  7th,  John  Geist,  the  youngest,  was  born  January  25,  1787,  was  married 
to  Mary  Slater,  daughter  of  Captain  John  and  Barbara  Slater.  Their  children  were: 
Daniel  —  John  —  Jacob — George — Samuel — Henry — Mary — Barbara — Abraham — Isaac — Re¬ 
becca — and  Susanna,  twelve  in  number. 

Daniel,  the  oldest  son  of  John  Geist,  was  married  to  Sallie  Oberly,  with  whom  he  had 
two  children:  Adam  and  Harriet.  Adam  married  Mary  Sheaifer;  their  children  were: 
Ettie  Grace — Everett — Sallie  Idell — Lillie — Daniel.  Harriet  was  married  to  a  Mr.  High 
and  all  of  them  resided  near  Blue  Ball,  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania. 

John  married  Harriet  Armstrong.  Children:  John — Mary — Cassandra — and  Harriet. 
Lived  at  Landisville,  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania. 

George  married  to  Susan  and  Christinna  Erb  of  Ohio.  Children:  Erb — William — Dan¬ 
iel — Samuel — John — Mary — Carrie — and  Isaac,  eight  in  number.

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THE  FIRST  GENERATION 

George  Geist  (1-1)  the  ancestor  of  the  Geist  clan  of  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania 
lived  on  a  farm  at  Baden,  Wurtemburg,  Germany.  His  birthday  and  date  of  death  are 
not  known.  After  hearing  of  the  glowing  accounts  about  America  he  decided  to  sell  his 
farm  and  sail  for  a  new  country.  He,  his  wife  and  three  sons  and  one  daughter  came 
at  one  time  leaving  their  youngest  daughter  in  Germany.  It  is  supposed  that  he  landed 
in  1750  in  Philadelphia  and  the  three  sons  apprenticed  themselves  to  farmers  in  Lancas¬ 
ter  County,  Pennsylvania  while  the  parents  and  the  oldest  daughter  settled  in  Morris 
County,  New  Jersey.  After  some  years  they  got  dissatisfied  in  New  Jersey  and  moved  to 
Virginia  and  while  in  this  State  their  youngest  daughter,  who  had  been  left  in  Germany, 
embarked  for  America  to  join  her  parents  and  family  but  she  never  landed  on  this  side 
of  the  Atlantic  Ocean.  In  1790  they  again  moved  from  Virginia  back  to  New  Jersey 
where  they  lived  the  remainder  of  their  lives.

THE  SECOND  GENERATION

This  is  a  list  of  the  Geists  taken  from  the  Northumberland  County  History  in  which 
it  is  claimed  that  these  people  are  descendents  from  Conrad  Geist  from  Reading,  Penn¬ 
sylvania  and  it  also  claims  that  this  Conrad  Geist  had  three  sons  and  two  daughters. 

A  certain  Ezra  Geist,  who  is  not  listed  in  this  group  but  originally  came  from 
Northumberland  County,  Pennsylvania  went  out  to  Indiana  where  he  raised  his  family 
and  among  his  children  was  Clarence  H.  Geist,  who  later  on  became  the  rich 
Public  Utility  Millionaire.  He  died  in  Philadelphia  and  left  a  large  fortune.  He  claimed 
that  his  ancestry  was  traced  back  to  Holland  but  we  have  seen  no  records  of  this  and 
if  that  is  a  fact  and  the  records  are  compared  with  these  it  may  give  the  relationship 
between  the  different  families  and  groups.

This  family  was  born  at  Besigheim,  Germany  down  to  the  seventh  generation  They 
had  corresponded  with  the  George  W.  Geist  of  Frankford,  Philadelphia  and  the  Isaac  S 
Geist  of  Marietta,  Pennsylvania  and  seemed  to  be  interested  in  the  relation  but  the  later 
Geist  passed  away  before  the  work  was  finished  and  we  only  quote  the  family  as  given 
by  them  in  1897.  That  they  were  related  to  our  branch  is  no  question  but  it  was  many 
yeais  ago  and  in  Germany.  You  will  notice  that  there  is  only  one  person  mentioned  in 
each  generation  and  there  surely  must  have  been  more  members  in  some  of  the  families. 
Take  the  first  one  for  an  example — John  Jacob  Geist  born  in  1676.  How  many  brothers 
and  sisters  did  he  have  and  their  names.  This  is  not  stated  and  will  never  be  known. 
Right  there  our  own  Christoph  Geist  may  have  been  a  member  of  a  family  but  we  can¬ 
not  find  any  such  records.  Then  some  times  we  get  the  idea  that  a  relation  can  easily 
be  traced  in  Germany  but  that  is  not  the  case.  The  family  above  mentioned  wrote  to 
Germany  for  information  on  the  relation,  thereby  showing  that  it  is  not  easy  to  trace 
relations  in  Germany.  Yes,  you  can  find  names  of  families  for  centuries  past  but  the 
names  only  and  not  the  relation.  This  Chicago  family  also  definitely  states  that  the 
Geists  are  descendents  of  the  Swabian  Tribe  and  that  there  is  an  outstanding  feature 
in  all  Geists,  which  is  the  high  forehead. 
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CHRISTOPHER  GIST 

Christopher  Gist,  the  companion  of  George  Washington  from  Virginia  to  Pittsburgh, 
is  sometimes  considered  as  a  distant  relative.  His  father  was  an  Englishman  and  came 
to  America  in  1690  settling  in  Maryland.  He  was  employed  by  the  English  Government 
as  a  surveyor  and  was  sent  out  to  survey  the  rivers  and  mountains,  including  the  gaps 
in  the  mountains  in  the  western  part  of  Virginia,  Maryland  and  Pennsylvania  and  later 
on  was  chosen  as  Washington’s  guide  to  Pittsburgh.  When  the  British  under  General 
Braddock  undertook  to  march  to  Pittsburgh  again  we  find  Washington  and  Gist  among 
the  troops  and  on  their  march  they  pursuaded  two  Indians  by  bribes  and  promises  of 
rewards  if  they  would  go  on  a  scouting  expedition.  As  soon  as  these  Indians  were  gone, 
Christopher  Gist,  the  General’s  guide  was  dispatched  on  the  same  errand.  On  the  6th  the 
two  Indians  and  Gist  rejoined  the  army,  having  been  within  a  half  mile  of  the  Fort. 
Their  reports  were  favorable  and  the  army  advanced.  After  the  defeat  of  Braddock, 
Gist  raised  a  company  of  scouts  in  Virginia  and  Maryland  and  did  service  on  the  frontier 
being  then  called  Captain  Gist.  In  1756  he  went  to  the  Carolinas  to  enlist  the  Cherokee 
Indians  for  the  British  service.  For  a  time  he  served  as  Indian  agent.  He  died  in  the 
summer  of  1759  of  smallpox  in  South  Carolina  or  Georgia.  Richard  Gist  was  killed  in 
the  battle  of  Kings  Mountain.  Thomas  Gist  lived  on  a  plantation. 

It  may  be  that  a  Geist  many  centuries  ago  left  Germany  and  came  to  England  and 
there  the  spelling  of  the  name  may  have  been  changed  as  Gist  seems  more  English 
than  Geist.

The  story  of  this  branch  is  that  Gunther  Geist  came  to  America  many  years  ago 
and  died  somewhere  in  Pennsylvania.  His  descendents  are  spread  in  New  York  City  and 
vicinity,  Buffalo  and  in  Ohio.  One  of  his  sons,  John  Geist,  lived  and  died  in  Germany. 
Then  a  son  of  this  John  Geist  was  born  in  Germany  in  1852  and  came  to  America  in 
1867  with  brothers  and  sisters.  One  brother  and  one  sister  remaining  in  Germany. 
John  H.  Geist,  the  one  who  came  to  America,  was  born  at  Hessen — Darmstaat,  Germany, 
1852,  and  one  of  his  sons,  Charles  W.  Geist,  who  is  now  located  at  High  Bridge,  New 
Jersey,  is  in  the  insurance  business  and  takes  an  active  part  in  the  reunions  of  the  Geist 
Relation.  Probably  his  great  grandfather  Gunther  Geist  was  related  to  this  branch  but 
again  we  have  to  go  back  to  Germany  to  find  the  relationship  if  it  is  at  all  possible 
to  find  it. 

Other  branches  of  Geists  came  from  Germany  as  late  as  1880  and  1923  with  whom 
we  came  in  contact  and  just  how  many  different  branches  that  are  to  be  found  in 
America  we  could  not  say.  Up  to  1800  there  were  nine  different  ones  but  since  that  time 
others  came  and  today  there  are  Geists  all  over  the  United  States  and  practically  in 
every  city  but  to  trace  their  respective  ancestry  is  a  work  for  each  branch  by  itself  and 
if  that  was  done  we  might  be  able  to  see  the  relationship  in  a  much  better  light. 
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
